LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weipht "ill be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. Thi.s late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a special rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage within the Colony, also, 
books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers to the Dominion of 



Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Parcels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

Public Notice. 

Mr. Lewis J. Bartlett has been appointed by the Government 
in place of the late Mr. Eli Whiteway to attend to the movement 
of patients to and from the various public institutions with head- 
quarters at the Public Health Office, St. John's. 

Medical Practitioners, Relieving OfScers, and others are here- 
by notified that patients shall on no acccount be sent to St, 
John's, without first receiving assurance from Mr. Bartlett that 
they can be admitted or, in the case of the General Hospital, 
that cots will be available upon their arrival. It has been 
brought to the notice of the Government that sick people sent 
on wTthout authority have been caused much additional suffering 
and hardship in boarding houses in the city, in some cases with 
risk of permanent injury to their health, for which, of course, 
they themselves or their advisers have been responsible. Cases 
other than emergency cases coming to St, John's without the 
proper authority, will run the risk of being immediately sent back 
to their homes, so as to prevent undue suffering, as it is impos- 
sible to provide accommodation for all applicants under existing 
condition.s.

ieiHEN visiting the 
Outport of St. 
Lawrence with 
the Go\er- 
nor two years 
ago I came 
upon a middle-aged man at- 
tending to his flakes and doing 
it, as I observed, with some 
difficulty and weakness. I 
stopped and spoke to him — 
" You look ill, hardly tit for 
the work you are dc.ing," I 
said ; he replied, " I've been 
ill all the winter, but am get- 
ting a bit better now, but my 
wife, she's ill and can't gtt 
better!" I said, "What is 
the matter .'" and he replied, 
"She's had something in her 
side and suffers a lot.'' I 
asked why she did not con- 
sult a doctor, and his reply 
was, " There's no doctor to 
consult and I can't get her to 
the hospital !" This made 
me think. This man spoke 
in no complaining spirit, but 
rather hopelessly as if nothing 
could be done, and they 
would have to continue living 
and suffering until rele.ise 
came! This was Mr. I'obin 
of St. Lawre'ice, and on our 
return we did what we could 
to get the authorities to take 
steps in regard to removing 
his wife to the Hospital ; but 
I fear it never came about. 

This episode set me think- 
ing, and the luore I inquired 
the more I longed to do some- 
thing effective. Naturally 
plans shaped themselves 
slowly, but after one or two 
talks with Bishop White, 
Canon Bayly, Doctor Cluny 
Macpherson and others, I 
formecj a scheme to place 

trained nurses with midwifery certificates in those outports 
where doctors were not available. The help of the Govern- 
ment was essential, and I decided to approach the Prime Mini- 
ster (Hon. Sir R. A. Squires) whom I found very sympathetic 
and encouraging. He promised to talk the matter over with 
Dr. Campbell and see what could be done — with the result that 
a Committee was formed under a formal Minute of Council con- 
sisting of Hon. Dr. Campbel', Chairman ; Lady Harris, Lady 
Squires, Hon. W. W. Halfyard, and Rev. Dr. Jones. Thus the 
Outport Nursing Scheme came into existence. 

It was a primary point in the scheine that it should be so far 
as possible self-supporting. There are many in Newfoundland 
who feel that a great deal too much has been done in the way of

providing hospital treatment 
free of charge even to those 
who could very well pa)' for 
it : and the new Committee 
decided, as far as lay in their 
power, to make the scheme 
self supporting, not charging 
very high fees, but fees so 
moderate that within a very 
few weeks a local authority 
suggested that they should be 
raised. The Committee is- 
sued a set of regulations with 
a provisional schedule of fees 
attached and those regula- 
tions form the basis on which 
they are working. The Com- 
mittee, conscious of their 
responsibility for the welfare 
of the nurses, endeavour to 
arrange that in each locality 
there should be some clergy- 
man, or Justice of the Peace, 
who would make it his duty 
to see that the nurse was not 
overworked. They have also 
recommended all districts to 
have a small local Committee 
to carry out deta'ls as to the 
areas over which a nurse may 
be called out. In every way 
the central Committee desire 
to enlist the sympathy and 
help of those who are imme- 
diately interested in each 
district. 

Being anxious to avail our- 
selves of every possible op- 
portunity of forwarding the 
work we made a first start 
in July, 1920, by entering 
into an agreement with Miss 
Button, a local nurse, who 
was already at work in and 
around Lead Cove, under 
which, as she was living at 
home, she undertook certain 
extra reponsibilities in return 
for a low salary as a sort of 
retaining fee. We thought it possible that as time went on 
similar arrangements could be made in other districts. How- 
ever this arrangement has not proved quite satisfactory to the 
nurse herself and it has come to an end. 

As I was leaving for a visit to England, it was decided, in 
June, 1920, that I should engage three or four English nurses: 
and I engaged four. Two of these. Nurse Casement and Nurse 
Smith, returned to Newfoundland with me ; the other two, who 
could not leave their hospitals at once, I arranged should follow 
in April, So, shortly after I returned from England at the 
beginning of October, 1920, I had the satisfaction of seeing the 
actual inauguration of the Outport Nursing Scheme. On the 
15th October we had a little party at Government House at

which His Lordship the Bishop gave a welcome and God speed 
to the two new nurses : and shortly after^'ards they went off to 
their different destinations ; Nurse Smith sent to Hodge's Cove 
in Trinity Bay and Nurse Casement to Rose Blanche in the 
south west corner of the Island. At these two places, at the 
beginning of the hardest time of the year, they set to work on 
their mission of mercy and it was not long before expressions of 
the keenest appreciation began to reach me from those amongst 
whom they were working. 

Those who understand Newfoundland will realize that the con- 
ditions under which they worked were by no means e^sy and it 
speaks volumes for their capacity and their adaptabilitv that 
they so soon settled down into their surroundings. In long 
stretches in a m^tor-boat and bumpy rides in catamarans over 
tracts of ice and through heavy snow, by night and by day they 
have responf ed to the calls of those who only then began to

realize what a nur.'^e cou'd do for them. 

At Hodge's Cove, Nurse Smith soon won the hearts of the 
fi^ihermen by her capacity for taking an oar when winds and 
tides were heavy. But she herself is also loud in praise of the 
devotion of those who were prepared to come and fetch her 
from long distances to treat some case in which they «ere con- 
cerned or interested : her testimony to the men in the whole of 
her district is very touching. Two points culled from her 
letters have struck me very truch: — first, the manner in which 
in stormy weather men and boys will come for miles in their 
boats or over the sno.v in order to fetch the nurse to a case of 
a friend. No labour .-e ms too great for them. In one case, if 
I remember right, she mentions men rowing hard against wind 
and tide three times over a stretch of eight or nine miles in 
order to satisfy the needs of one case. On another occasion 
she drew a charming picture of the way in which, when she was

returning from a case, some half dozen men had turned up at 
one point with their sleighs and horsss in order that they might 
amongst them help the nurse along over the heavy track in 
front of her. Most of these men may perhaps have had a case 
to be attended to ; but one or two of them had come purely 
because of their appreciation of the nurse. There is no quesiion 
that the two nurses who have been at wojk the past winter 
have learned to appreciate in a marked degree the courtesy and 
kindness < f the Neivfoundlander. 

At Rose Blanche, Nurse Casement, in a rougher if smaller 
area, was showing the sime capicity for devoted work. She 
had once or twice to fight through snow where she might easily 
have been lo-.t. I cannot produce a better testimony to her 
than that which is gi\en in an American publication called 
" Chri^tian Work." The author of the article was spending 
some time at Rose Blanche List winter in the early da)s of 
Nurse Casement's woik. He observes that in two and a half 
months this nuise has had t" elve maternity cases; he alleges 
that, on the statistics before she came, eight out of twelve 
mothers and infants would have died. In other words he claims 
that in 66 per cent, of the cases the life of the district failed to 
perform one of the most natural func ions. This seems a 



terrible suggestion and there may be some exaggeration, for the 
article is rather highly coloured in other respects, but the 
writer goes on to explain that not a single life has been lost 
since the nurse arrived. In some of these twelve cases the 
Nurse " was called out of bed in the middle of the night to 
walk nearly two miles through snowdrifts along a winding 
pathway up a steep rocky hill and down the other side, with 
the temperature at zero and a roaring snowstorm sweeping 
down from the uninhabi'ed inland wastes. Men came to guide 
her over the obliterated paths and to hold her by both arms 
when whirlwinds of snow threatened to whisk her off a preci- 
pice into the sea." 

The capacity of this particular Nurse for meeting emergen- 
cies is shown by the fact that shortly before she came on a 
holiday she was sent for by three men to advise them in the 
case of a cow which was evidently dying ind though she ex- 
plained that she was not a veterinary surgeon she actually took 
the responsibility of operating on the cow, and administering 
chloroform, so saving its life. It needs no further words to 
explain what an impression she must have left upon the grate- 
ful owners. 

Of the two nurses lately arrived, Nurse Harvey has been

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detailed for Joe Batt's Arm. For years the Medical Committee 
of Joe Batt's Arm have beeri trying to get a doctor ; hearing of 
the new scheme they sent a deputation up to see me with the 
result that the Committee were able to assign to them one of 
the new Nurses, while they on their part took over the whole 
responsibility for her expenses and salary. She started for her 
destination on the 3rd of May. However she was not destined 
to begin her work without some experience of the winter con- 
ditions of Newfoundland. The Susu on which she sailed, 
taking her first journey to Fogo ior the season, had first to turn 
back at the mouth of the Narrows and wait, and then later was 
held up in the ice for some days. It was at least a week — I 
am not sure that it was not more — before Nurse Harvey 
arrived at her destination. 

The other nurse, Nurse Grimsley, goes to a sterner district. 
Her actual station is not settled ; it may be Daniels Harbor 
midway between Cow Head and Port Saunders; and she will be 
responsible for this north-western coist of the Island, whence 
come very sad accounts of the stale of the people in those 
districts. This nurse also had some experience of the difficul- 
ties of winter travelling, and at the moment of writing she is 
still held up at Curling because it has been found impossible to 
effect a connection with the coast to which she is assigned. 
Unfortunately this time of year is perhaps the very worst for a 
journey to that coast. In the winter the dog sleighs get across 
from Curling to Bonne Bay and so up the coast, but at the break 
of the winter it is more difficult to get up either by sea, where a 
certain amount of ice hangs about, or by land which is left as a 
sort of morass with the snow and ice in a condition impossible 
for travelling. 

Another nurse has just taken up her duties in Fortune 
Bay. This is Nurse Rose who applied to me from Ramea 
where she was staying for a holiday. It was with great gratifica- 
that I found a Newfoundlander who was qualified and willing 
to take up this work. I was at the time in correspondence 
with Belleoram about the need of a nurse in Fortune Bay and 
after full discussion and correspondence arranged for Nurse 
Rose to go there. It was decided that she be stationed at Bay 
L' Argent on the east side in the upper part of the Bay, whence 
she will be able to cover the districts which chiefly want atten- 
tion. For the moment she reports that there is a good deal of 
distress in that part and that the district is hardly hkely to be 
self-supporting for some little time. 

Other districts which are in correspondence with me about 
nurses are Lower Island Cove in Conception Bay where it is 
likely th^t another Newfoundland Nurse, Miss Hudson, may 
before long be settling more or less under the aegis of the

Committee; and the people of Bonne Bay, not having had a 
doctor for some time, are most anxious to make arrangements 
for a nurse in that district. 

It is also worth mentioning that early in May when a sudden 
demand was made upon the Government for nurses in Paradise 
on the west side of Placentia Bay, it was possible to send ofl 
at a few hours' notice Nurse Smith, who was at the moment on 
holiday, and Nurse Ruffle, who, although not engagtd by the 
Outport Nursing Committee, had come out to St. John's under 
the auspices of the Maple Leaf Assocration with a view to 
taking up work under the Committee, if they could employ her. 

It is not too easy to get the right class of Nurse for our 
work. As I have said on many occasions to o hers, we require 
a woman with a missionary spirit; and this is a spirit which 
it takes some years and a wider exper'ence to develop. It is 
the greatest satisfaction to me "hen I can find in Newfound- 
land girls who are willing to take up the work : but so far I 
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have not b^en too successful. The proximity of Cinadaand 
the United States and ihe facility for geuing larger salaries in 
those places seems to attract away those girls who might other- 
wise take up Ihe wrik. 

And is by no means too easy to find on this side that 
thorough training which is so essential. This probably will 
cure itself in time and I have been discussing with the 
Governor the possibility of making some start as to training a 
certain number of young women for this particular work. 

There is no question that the work involves self-sacrifice and 
hardship; yet I cannot think that the women folk of those 
Newfoundlanders who did so well in the war will be found in 
the long run deficient in the spirit of self-sacrifice. If outport 
girls would take this up they would hive every chance of work- 
ing in centres which were comijaratively near to their own 
homes ; they wou'd be facing difficulties of weather and condi- 
tions of travel to which they were more or less accustomed from 
childhood; and there seems to me no reason why eventually 
they should not have much pleasure from their work besides 
conferring great benefit upon the community. 

A word may be added as to the expenses of the scheme 
which, as I have already stated, was to be in the long run self- 
supporting. To start the scheme it was proposed that the 
Government should guarantee $1,000 a year for each of four 
nurses. That meant a guarantee of $4,000 for the year ending 
30th June, 192 1. But that amount has not been required, 
partly because owing to the financinl crisis facing the Colony 
contributions have been made from special funds by the 
Governor and myself. The actual expenditure by the Govern- 
ment for the year has been $2,000 and for this we have now got 
four nurses at work, besides the nurse paid for by Joe 
Ban's Arm ; probably very little of this will be repaid to 
the Government, but if it has been the means of starting this 
system of nursing it will have been a fine expenditure. Now 
we can do no more unless a district can see its way to meet 
expenses, so for the present at any rate our efforts may come 
to a standstill. 

The expenses roughly speaking are as follows for English 
nurses : — 
Travelling expenses from England and in Colony to 

district, say $i5°-°o 

Nurse's salary : including board and keep in Outport.. $900.00 

Drug Bill : (each District) say $800.00 

These make a total of $1850.00 a year, but against this are the 
fees which even at the low rate charged come to about $600 a 



year. It may be necessary to raise these, if the scheme is to 
support itself. 

In conclusion let me say that no words of mine can express 
the direful need of trained midwives for mothers in these 
isolated Outports — a talk with Nurse Casement or Nurse Smith 
only too surely p'oves it. Indeed it has been born in upon me 
lately that in cases where a nurse cannot be supported by a 
district it may be possible to enable local women to take a good 
midwifery course and so be made available in ttieir districts for 
attending those cases which perhaps mean mo-'e than any 
others to the healthy life of the community. This and many 
other points are a good deal on my mind and I shall hope to 
be long enough in Newfoundland to start these ideas on sound 
straight-forwaid lines which can easily be followed in the 
future.

HIS EXCELLENCY SIR CAVENDISH BOYLE.

|iR Cavendish Boyle, K.C.M.G., who followed on 
the heels of Sir Henry McCallum, was of real 
Irish descent, although born in England. As a 
matter of fact, he was, in some respects, " more 
Irish than the \x\s\i" —ipsis Hibernis Hiberniorsis. 
He had the fervid imagination, the somewhat 
flowery rhetoric, the poetic genius, the tenderness of heart, the 
munificent generosity which distinguish the character of his 
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SIR CAVENDISH BOYLE. K.C.M.G. 

Celtic forbears. Even his undisguised opposition to the claim 
of his country to national self-government was itself thoroughly 
Irish. 

But that is no matter for surprise. Ever since Ireland was a 
nation at all, Irishmen have always been divided into factions, 
and have harried one another, unfortunately with more bitter 
hatred th.in ever they have displayed towards the common 
enemy. No Englishman has ever shown the same hatred of 
Home Rule that has been shown in the past by the Leckys, the 
Burkes and the Hamiltons. 

Yes, the Celt was strong in Sir Cavendish Boyle. People too 
often forget how much Ireland contributes to the general life of 
our complex nationality. How many Englishmen, not to mention 
Newfoundlanders, are aware, I wonder, that Lord Kelvin, Sir 
William Thompson, Lord Wolseley, Professor Brice, Comyns 
Carr, Harry Furniss, Lord Dufferin—to take a few names at 
random out of many that occur to me — were every one of them 
Irishmen ? 

Sir Cavendish retained to the last no small traces of his 
Hibernian ancestry. He was born on the 29th of May, 1849, 
the son of the late Captain Cavendish Spencer Boyle. Having 
joined the Civil Service early in life under favorable circum- 
stances, he rapidly rose step by step. In 1879 he was appointed 
Magistrate, &c., at the Leeward Islands, and Colonial Secretary 



During his term of 
Cavendish, unconsciously, perhaps, manage 
right into the affections of the masses, as well as of the classes 
where he remained to the end of his administration But he 
put the cope-stone on his popularity when he >mmortalized him- 
self in verse by writing a poem on Newfoundland It became 
popular at once and, by unanimous consent, was adopted as the 
National Ode of our Island Home. Here it is in its entirety :— 

When sunrays crown thy pine-clad hills 

And summer spreads her hand. 
When silvern voices tune thy rills. 

We love thee, smiling land ! 

Chorus : 

We love thee, we love thee, we love thee, Newfoundland, 
We love thee, we love thee, we love thee, Newfoundland.

Sir Cavendish was also the author of some other poems of 
considerable merit. Notably an efiEusion on the " Old Home 
Week" celebration here in 1904. Having decided that year to 
set apart the week of August 3rd to August loth for that pur- 
pose, the people of St. John's invited every person who ever 
resided in Newfoundland, and the descendants of former resi- 
dents, to return and visit the scenes of their youth, renew ac- 
quaintance with our people and participate in their large-hearted 
and freely-offered hospitality. 

During the whole of that week the citizens of St. John's threw 
their doors wide open to our visitors, and gave them the heartiest 
of welcomes to the homes and hearths of " dear old Terra Nova". 
It has been truly said that " Old Home" appeals to every person 
of mature years and to tender years as well — to father, mother 
and childhood. When you think of tfte " Old Home" you bring 
back the tenderest memories possessed by man — true love, per- 
fect faith, holy reverence and high ambition, together with the 
happiest recollections of our school-boy days ; and so the people 
extended this invitation, a"d assured all who were able to avail 
of it a cordial, aye, an enthusiastic, greeting on their arrival for 
the " Old Home Week" celebration. 

Sir Cavendish rose munificently to the requirements of the 
occasion. Not onlv did he give a great garden party io the 
visitors and their friends. He did more than that. He gave 
them free and easy access to Government House grounds during 
their visit and, striking his hup, sent forth the following flood 
of rhyme in honor of the great event : — 

AVALON is calling you. caUing o'er the main. 
Sons of Terra Nova, shall she call in vain ? 
Dwellers in the new lands gather to her shore, 
Gather in the old land, the homeland loved of yore. 
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All her strand shines golden 'neath the summer sheen, 

All her hills show purple, all her fields gleam green. 

All her woodland song-birds chant in joyous strain — 

TO AVALON, TO AVALON, WELCOME HOME AGAIN ! 

Fleecy clouds are sweeping round the azure bowl, 
Bays respond sonorous to Atlantic's tidal roll :

ing was still strong in this community when Sir Cavendish 
arrived, notwithstanding the rebuffs it had received at the 
election of 1889 and subsequently. Even to-day some of the 
few remaining Tories write almost sacriligiously for the 
need of reconstituting the Tory Party. The following remarks 
will apply to all such persons: There is a Norse Saga of a 
warrior who loved a good and beautiful woman. One day she 
fell sick. He sat by her side .and watched her, but she died. 
She changed so little in looks, however, that he sat by her still 
and would not allow any one to move her for burial. 

Days passed, but her loftks 'changed not. There was the 
same calm, beautiful fa(^, t*A same abundant blonde hair; but 
the bosom did not hez^. !«;. giew emaciated, and his friends 
said : " We must^ttre'-hisT^hallucination, or he will sit there 
till he dies." So -&i5btlBer»an came in and taking the woman's 
body by the shoulders raisecSl,.and it was nothing but the skin 
and skeleton of the woman ;^and -.dl sorts of ugly worms ran 
out from it. Then the one who 'loved {he woman was 
cured of his hallucination. That is the 'c^pse of Toryism 
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An informant who knew Sir Cavendish when a boy tells me 
that he showed, even then, the temper of the conscientious Celt 
in an unmistakable manner. One day, his father, believing, 
mistakenly, that his son had disobe\ed a trivial order as to a 
game at school, punished him severely and sent him to bed in 
disgrace. His mother, missing him next morning, at breakfast 
and again at lunch, sent for him, assuring him of his father's 
forgiveness if he would ask for pardon. 

" I would rather die of starvation," siid the boy, " than ask 
forgiveness for a fault 1 never committed." The father owned 
his mistake and the boy was received into favor. If he was 
inflexible where his ideas of right and wrong were concerned, 
he was as tender-hearted as his mother in helping the suffering. 

Like St. Martin, he gave away his cloak to a shivering com- 
rade, and he was constantly in request when themes had to be 
composed by bis less capable or more indolent schoolfellows. 

Let me remark here that the old Conservative or Tory feel- 



infested with gold-bugs and local lingsters and political hire- 
lings posing as leaders of the people. Whether or not there is 
the miracle of resurrection for a dead person need not be here 
discussed. There is not for a dead and worm-eaten party ! 

But not to lose sight of Sir Covendishl With all his other 
accomplishments, he w,ts, as I have already shown, a literary 
man, and could write very good prose as well as poetry. And 
you know reader, the man of letters, when compared with one 
that is illiterate, exhibits nearly the same contrast as that which 
exists between a blind man and one that can see; and if we 
consider how much literature enlarges the mind, and how much 
it multiplies, adjusts, rectifies, and arranges the ideas, it may 
well be reckoned equivalent to an additional sense. It affords 
pleasure which wealth cannot procure, and which poverty can- 
not entirely take away. A well-cultivated mind places its pos- 
sessor beyond the reach of those triHing vexations and disqui- 
etude's, which continually harass and perplex those who have no 
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resources within themseU-es ; and, in some measure, elevates 
him above the smiles and frowns of fortune. 

In the first year of Sir Cavendish's reign two events of great 
importance occurred -the visit of their Royal Highnesses the 
Duke and Duchness of Cornwall and York-now our gracious 
and well-beloved Sovereigns King George and Queen Mary- 
and the inception or invenlion, call it what you w,ll of trans- 
atlantic wireless telegraphy. The Right Hon. Sir Robert Bond 
was then Prime Minister, the late Right Hon. Sir W. V. 
Whiteway having retired from public lite the previous year 
after more than forty years of faithful and unselfish devo-.ion to 
the interests of his adopted country. 

By the way, speaking of Sir William Whiteway reminds me 
of his many excellent qualities, whether we regard him as a 
private citizen or a Prime Minister... In all my experience of 
our public men and political Xnatiers— and my intimate 
acquaintance with many of them takes me back almost half a 
century— I never knew a-man so weighed with grave affairs of 
State who always fourTd time to wrile his o>vn letters and to see 
his visitors. I have been at his residence on Rennie's Mill

Road as early as ten o'clock in the morning and as late as 
eleven o'clock at night. I never found him hurried or flurried, 
or driven for time Over and over again, when, after talking 
for an hour and a half I rose to go, lie would insist upon my 
sitting down again, " I have not said my say yet," he would 
remind me. And so the conversation would begin again. He 
was always fresh, always interested abont everything, and 
always eager to hear the latest political news. He listened to 
everything, and enriched everything from his inexhaustible 
store of anecdote and incident. 

What a memory he had ! He seemed to have heard every- 
thing, and, until the last few months of his life, to have for- 
gotten nothing. As a gossip, in the highest sense of that most 
abused word, I never knew his equal. He was never dull, 
never prosy, never at a loss for a humorous story or an apt 
retort. Friends who knew him when on public business in 
England tell me that Sir William could pose magnificently at 
the Colonial Office as Newfoundland's representative and 
Prime Minister. To me he never '• put on side" in any shape or 



form. He was as simple as General Gordon, as hearty 
schoolboy, and as fond of fun and as merry as any man 
met. He scolded me often during the generl election ol .8 9 
because I did not consult him more frequently about pa y 
matters, but with such kindly humour that the folding nese 
left a sting. And, then, how patient he was, and how toroear 
ina I When I took over the letters he sent me, now that ne i> 
golie, and I shall receive no more the notes in his ^f^'^^'Jlf 
peculiar hand, I am filled with wonder at the thought ot all his 
kindness, his unfailing sympathy, and his invincible patience^ 
For I must have tried him sorely many times by my impulsive 
utterances on important political questions. 

Early in the Spring of 190. it was officially announced that 
their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York, who had already started on their tour of the worli woul J 
be at St John's on the 23rd of October. So we all took it for 
granted that the Ophir, with the Royal party and their suites on 
board would be here on that date, and at once began to pre- 
pare a reception for them such as no member of the reig-iing 
family had ever before received in ihis ancient a..d loyal 
colony. Sir Cavendish led the van and radiated his enthusiasm 
all over the community. 

In good time a public mee'ing was held at the Colonial 
Building and a large and influential committee appointed to 
make the necessary arrangeme. ts. Thei. the general cumii.i tee 
met and appointed sub committees to take charge of the various 
functions included in the " recepiion programme "—all of which 
as subsequent events revealed, were carried out to the entire 
satisfaction of all concerned. Sir Cavendish continually kept 
in touch with the people, through their representatives, and 
thus proved a source of inspiration to them ; the result being 
that everything went "merry as a marriage bell." 

And so our prepirations progressed till the date fixed for the 
Royal vibit had actually arrived. When I looked out over the 
harbor on the morning of the 23rd of October I found that ihe 
anchor of the Diadem, the pilot-ship of the touring fleet, had 
just been let go within the sheltered embrace of ou-- almost 
landlocked haven. Let me here briefly quote from Mr. E. F. 
Knight, the London Post's, correspondent on board the Ophir. 
He says: — 

" Many a picturesquely-situated sea-city we visited in the 
course of this tour, but I can remember no prospect more 
chinning than that which St. John's presented to ine as I 
gazed upon the city for the first time. The harbor, which is 
about a mile in length, is shut in by boldly rugged hills, tree- 
Lss. but clothed with grass and scrub save where the peaks and 
cliffs are too precipitous. 

" Looking back at the narrow opening through which we had 
passed, I notice that it bore a singular resemblance to the 
entrance to Polperro harbor as seen from within, but, of course, 
on a larger scale. In its coloring and general aspect it was the 
scenery of the Cornish Coast, but when I turned to look at the 
town I saw that it was utterly unlike any of our western ports. 
Save that the houses of the chief street have been rebuilt of 
brick since the great fire that destroyed half the city in 1892, 
the old fashionfed dingy, but picturesque and cosy-cooking 
capital of NewfoCindland, which now contains over thirty 
thousand inhabitants, is practically a town of wood. 

" The wooden houses climb the steep hill in successive 
terraces, all painted in warm or tender colors — red, brown, 
green, grey, pink blue, violet, the tints never harsh : the massive 
grey Roman Catholic Cathedral crowning all. The effect is 
wonderfully pleasing. It is a place that Turner would have 
loved to paint either as it appeared that morning, when the rays 
of the rising sun fell full on theliouses, enrichirg the harmoni- 
ous varied coloring, which was, at the same time, softened to a 
delicate, tender loveliness by the thin autumnal haze ; or at sun- 
set, when the town stood out an indistinct mass of cold grev 
blue, against a glowing background of ragged crimson clouds ' 
"Many of the cities that we had visited had been far more 
elaborately decorated than little St. John's, but none, as seen 
from the water, had presented so bright and pretty a displav • 
for all the streets and wharves were decorated with an extraor' 
dinary profusion of bunting, and as the houses rise in tiers one 
above the other up to the top of the ridge these myriads of flags 
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shaking in the strong wind were all visible to us. At the 
{uither end of the harbor, too, were closely packed together a 
great number of the famous fishing schooners that catch the 
codfish on the Great Banks. One has often heard of a forest 
of masts, and here was one indeed ; dense as a pine-forest in 
Vancouver crowded the straight spars, capped, not with dark 
foliage swaying in the wind, but with bright-colored flags innum- 
erable." 

The official landing of the Duke and Dutchess did not take 
place until the morning following their arrival — the 24th. It 
rained hard during the early part of the day, and the wind 
howled as the various organizations wended their way through 
the muddy streets to the King's Wharf, but the downpour failed 
to damp their enthusiasm. The different functions were per- 
formed on time without a hitch, and these included the laying 
of the corner-stone of the present Court House, a luncheon, 
a " state dinner" and a great reception at Government House at 
which more than fifteen hundred of our citizens of all clases had 
the honor of shaking hands with their Royal Highnesses. 

At night the city itself was' ablaze with light, the triumphal 
arches and public buildings with electricity, the houses, terrace 
above terrace, with festoons of colored lanterns. Even the 
houses of our poorest citizens had candles in their windows and 
Chinese lanterns hanging outside. For hours, too, from every 



Regarding the "wireless episode" and Sir Cavendish's connec- 
tion therewith : Signor Marconi landed here on December 6th, 
1901, ostensibly to communicate with the Cunard liners travers- 
ing the North Atlantic Ocean, just along the Grand Banks. 
The dangers of our Newfoundland coast in the vicinity of Cape 
Race are well known to Mariners, and it was supposed that his 
motive was to safe-guard the coastline so that ships might be 
located well at sea and kept in touch with as they approached 
there, thus reducing to a minimum the dangers of disasters. 

Marconi brought with him an apparatus for the receiving of 
messages, but not for the sending of them, so no specially im- 
portant experiments were expected by those not in his confidence. 
For elevating his long receiving-wire he brought a balloon and 
some kites, which, with other apparatus, he removed to Signal 
Hill to begin work. Our Government at the suggestion of 
Sir Cavendish, placed at his (Marconi's) disposal the Cabot 
Memorial Tower recently erected on Signal Hill, where the 
appliances were immediately stored. On Wednesday, Decem- 
ber II, he sent up his balloon, only to break away and sail off — 
as did the great American airship from the side of Quidi Vidi 
Lake two years ago — to disappear forever. 

Having been an eye-witness of some of his preparatory work 
on the Hill, I remember the whole incident perfectly well. 
The rest of his experiments were performed with wires hang-

comer of the town the rockets soared and the colored fires illumi- 
nated the clouds. And " the forest of the fishinig vessels" that 
had been bright with flags by day was now hung with thousands 
of swaying lamps, producing, I think, the prettiest effects of all, 
while on every prominent height all around the city there blazed 
a huge bonfire. In the course of the evening a great torchlight 
procession wound through the streets like some fiery serpent, 
and another long procession of fishermen's illuminated dories 
crossed the harbor to the Ophir. The five warships of the royal 
fieet, too, took part in the general illumination, for they were all 
outlined in electricity and their searchlights played on the sea 
and shore. 

On October 2Sth the Ophir and her escort steamed out of St. 
John's harbor— homeward bound. They sailed shortly after 
dawn, so as to cross the fog-haunted Banks and the grounds 
most frequented by the fishing fleets before nightfall. It was 
fitting that the oldest Dominion in the Empire should be the 
one to give the final welcome to the Duke and Dutchess after 
their long progress through Great Britain, to give them the last 
send-off, and wish them God-speed as they set out on ifieir home- 
ward voyage. These were grateful duties to our loyal and 
patriotic people, who performed them zealously and well. As 
secretary of one of the reception committees I had many inter- 
views with Sir Cavedish Boyle during the royal visit and ample 
opportunity of knowing that he was highly pleased, as were also 
the Duke and Dutchess, with the brilliant reception given then- 
Royal Highnesses by the people of St. John's. 



ing from kites, these kites being about nine feet square and 
possessing a considerable lifting power. They were built of 
bamboo and silk, after the Baden-Powell model. By the time 
he had lost his fourteen-foot hydrogen balloon and one of the 
kites the wind died down sufficiently to permit a test, even 
though not under the most favorable conditions. Thursday, 
the 1 2th, was a blustery day, and it required the combined 
strength of the inventor and his assistants to hold the kite at 
the elevation of 400 feet, which was desired. 

It seeins that before leaving England Marconi h.-id given 
instructions to his assistants there for the transmission of a 
certain signal at a fixed time each day, beginning as soon as 
they received word that everything in St. John's was ready. 
The transmission station, was at Poldhu, Cornwall, the south- 
western tip of England. Marconi cabled his assistants when to 
begin sending signals, and on that bleak winter's day, on the 
serrated brow of Signal Hill, were received distinct signals 
across the 1,800 miles of the great Atlantic. Again the next 
day the signals were repeated, and the experiment was an 
assured success. 

Needless to say, the reception which this wonderful achieve- 
ment won, when, after two days of self-restraint, Marconi 
announced the fact, was truly memorable. The world wondered 
and awaited details. Edison accepted the fact as soon as 
Marconi issued a second statement. Sir Cavendish Boyle 
reported the achievement at once to King Edward, and, most 
significant of all, the Anglo-American Telegraph Company 
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which possessed a special charter and exclusive rights, demand- 
ed the cessation of experiments as an infringement upon its 
rights, a demand to which Marconi and our Government had to 
bow. 

A few days after Marconi's second announcement, Sir 
Cavendish gave a luncheon at Government House in honor of the 
inventor, and invited the editors of our local newspapers and a 
number of prominent citizens to meet him there. Governor 
Boyle, one of the most genial hosts I have ever met, was never 
more genial than on that occasion. There were no " vexatious 
prohibition acts" in operation then and so the happy guests of 
His Excellency enjoyed themselves for an hour or more without 
restraint save such as social etiquette demands at such times 
and in such places. 

In the course of some conversation I had with Marconi on 
that occasion, and in reply to my congratulations, he calmly, 
declared that he never doubled his ability to employ the mag- 
netic waves across the Atlantic. '■ When I am able," said he, 
to send a message from Cornwall to New Zealand across the 
Isthmus of Panama, the only land that intervenes, then I shall 
count that I have accomplished something." He spoke with 
similar modesty in reply to the toast of bis health, which was 
proposed by Sir Cavendish and received with all the enthusiasm 
the latter's postprandial efforts invariably evoked. 

As I have said before and elsewhere. Governor Boyle was 
neither a statesmen nor a politican in the usual sense of the 
term. Nature shaped him to shine in the social circle rather 
than in the Cabinet. Kind-hearted and hospitable almost to a 
fault, he was ever willing to listen to the suggestions and intima- 
tions of those with whom he came into official contact, ever 
ready to do promptly and gracefully that which he saw or was 
shown to be fitting. In judging of that litness he was scrupu- 
lous in his desire to avoid wounding the feel ngs of others: he 
was ever intent, if possible, to give them pleasure. His honesty 
of purpose was at all times transparent : in word and deed he 
was ever sinceie. 

I can recall many instances of his warmness of heart and 



liberality of hand ; but this one will suffice for the present : In 
compliance with a standing order from the Department of 
Justice, four to six prisoners and a warden have been regularly 
employed about the grounds at Government House for the past 
twenty years or more. In Sir Cavendish Boyle's time the officer 
in charge was an old and faithful warden named Kelly. A few 
days before his (Sir Cavendish's) departure from Newfoundland 
I received the following message from His Excellency's Private 
Secretary : " The Governor would like to give your warden and 
prisoners employed here lunch and a pleasant half hour to-mor- 
row. Have you any objection?" I promptly replied. "No 
objection whatever : provided they are not permitted to /oas/ 
His Excellency too often." In the evening, when the warden 
marched his men back to prison I felt pleased to learn that the 
Governor had -'given the boys a glorious time" and the warden 
a very handsome present. 

Sir Cavendish left us in 1904. As an evidence of his great 
popularity and the esteem in which he was held by our people, 
I need only add that, on the eve of his departure, he was pre- 
sented with addresses by nine societies repres^-nting all creeds 
and classes. Three years later he became Governor of the 
Mauritius, a position he filled with much acceptance until his 
retirement, when additional honors were conferred on him by 
the Home Government in recognition of his long and faithful 
service, including his clever work in c )nnection with the wreck 
of the Utopia in 1894. In :9i4, he married Liuise, daughter 
of Mr. Reuben Sasson, and .-pent most of his time in Brighton, 
where he held property left him by his father. Sir Cavendish 
died on the ijlh of September, 1916.

;0R many years Newfoundlanders have been pre- 
sent at McGill, winning honors during their 
studies and renown after graduation, both in their 
adopted country and in the homeland ; but during 
all these years there had not been a University 
Club in which the men from " Ye ancient colony" 
could m6et as a unit, and discuss matters which directley or 
indirectly affected their relationships as Newfoundlanders. 

The Newfoundland Society of Montreal had for years brought 
together, in no mean way, many of the Newfoundlanders resid- 
ing in the city, but very few of the University men attended. 

At the opening of the college session 1919-20 an ultra feel- 
ing of independence permeated the fifty Newfoundland students 
at McGill. These men were not satisfied to be grouped as 
Maritimers, as far as the sectional club representatives of the 
University were concerned. The " Trail of the Caribou" had 



to attend, but great prestige has been added to the Club, by the 
fact that Sir Thomas Roddick consented to become its first 
Honorary President. Sir Thomas was once Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine and was born in Harbour Grace. 

After the festive board had been swept clean of its bountiful 
supply the President headed the list by the toast to the King. 
Col. Peters followed with a toast to McGill. The speaker por- 
trayed the genuine affection which exists in all of McGill's 
graduates. He spoke of the importance of the University, the 
vast nuinber of countries represented by its students, and of the 
importance of manly conduct due from all connected with the 
college. 

Mr. W. H. Hatcher in responding impressed upon those pre- 
sent the feeling of comradeship which existed between all the 
graduates. He traced his experiences at McGill both as an 
undergraduate and as a lecturer.

become a vital part of their lives, many of whom had been known 
as Newfoundlanders in Gallipoli and Flanders. A beginning 
was made to form a Newfoundland Club, and even the verv first 
meetings were surprisingly enthusiastic. Here were men proud 
of their homeland and fond of McGill, who had met to draw up 
a constitution not only to foster a love of homeland, but to make 
more widely known the aims of their Alma Mater to that por- 
tion of the )outh of Newfoundland desirous of seeking an edu- 
cation abroad. 

The first officers elected were — 

President— C. F. Davis, M.S.M., Arts '22 ; 

Vice-President — L. J. Jackman, Med. '23; 

Secretary— G. Bishop, Arts '23, and 

R. H. LeMessurier, Arts '23. 

The Executive devoted their time to the organization and con- 
solidation of the newly started Club, and, with the exception of 
a skating party, no social event took place during the session. 

With the present session which has just closed, there came an 
influx of Newfoundlanders to McGill. Nearly seventy students, 
studying in the various faculties of the University, were rigister- 
ed. The Newfoundland Club had now become a living factor, 
established and alert. The Club had come to stay, and at the 
beginning of the session a dinner was held in the Union. 
Amongst the guests were— Sir Thomas Roddick, M.D., LL.D., 
F.R.C.S., Colonel C. A. Peters, D.S O., M.D., Colonel G. E. 
Renouf, Rev. W. J. Bradbury, B.A., B.D., and W. H. Hatcher, 
B.A. M.Sc, The first mentioned was unfortunately unable 



Then there followed the election of officers for the coming 
year. The previous officers were re-elected, with the exception 
of J. H. G. Way, Law '23 who was elected Reporter. 

The final toast of the evening was proposed by Rev. W. J. 
Bradbury in a brief manner. Col. Renough in response gave 
his hearers a treat in the line of after dinner speeches, With 
his usual wit and humor, aided by his great memory, he told of 
many episodes of his youthful days in Newfoundland, and also 
dwelt for a space upon the enorinity of the ignorance which the 
outside world has with respect to the youngest Dominion. 

After the Christmas examinations a skating party was success- 
fully held at the M. A. A. A. Rink, after which an enjoyable 
evening was spent at the Edinburgh Caf.e' 

With the closing hours of the session came the Annual Din- 
ner. This was held under the patronage of the principal, 
General Sir Arthur Currie, G.C.M.G., LL.D., while the guests 
present were Dean Adams, Ph.D., Major Charles Adams, 
Captain Evan }. Edwards, Messrs. A. G. Howell and George 
R. Williums. Even though the examinations were quite near, 
fully one hundred per cent, of the members were present. 

Dean Adams when replying to the toast to McGill, ably 
inoved by Mr. A. G. Howell, spoke interestingly of Newfound- 
land, and of Newfoundland .students at McGill. The speaker 
outlined the plan of the new buildings shortly to be added to 
the University. Two buildings will be immediately erected, 
one for the departments of physiology, biology and botany, the 
other to be known as the " New Science Building," coupled 
with these will be a new addition to Redpath Library. This is 
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but a beginning in the number of neiv structures made pos- 
sible by the six million dollars raised last year. Dr. Adams 
ended his addressed by quoting the words of Lord Bryce — 
"This is an age when science will be called upon to help 
forward humanity." That the iinportance of McGill in the 
Educational and Scientific world is recognized, is shown by 
the fact that twenty-two different nations were represented 
among her undergraduates during the past session. 

The toast to the Sister Sectional Clubs was proposed by H. 
Wells, Arts '23, who in a well delivered address spoke briefly of 
the ties which exist between Newfoundlanders and Canadians. 

This toast was responded to by F. H. Fish representing the 
Western Club, T. L. Bullock representing the Eastern Town- 
ships Club, and J. C. Simpson of the Maritime Club. 

Capt. Edwards, who is the British Trade Commissioner for 
Canada and Newfoundland, proposed the toast to Newfound- 
land. He spoke of his stay in the country and of the hospital- 
ity which was accorded him. No address of the evening was 
more optimistic concerning the future outlook of the Colony, 
than was Captain Edward's. 



Major Charles Adams, President of the Newfoundland Society 
of Montreal, was the last speaker and he dealt chiefly with the 
part which Newfoundland played in the great war. He made 
reference to the time when he saw the " F/orizef coming to 
meet the first Contingent of Canadians, bound to fight for the 
Motherland. Major Adams is an exceptional! good speaker and 
is proud of being a Newfoundlander. 

Here is extended the best wishes of the Club to the three 
graduating members of this year — A. Johnson, who graduates in 
Commerce, has been Treasurer for two )'ears and has been the 
President's right hand man. Walter Vey graduates in Theo- 
logy, while R. A. Parsons obtains his B.C.L. That these men 
will uphold the honour of their Alma Mater none need doubt. 

Thus is briefly recorded some of the doings of Newfound- 
landers and the Newfoundland Club of McGill University. The 
f<ict that Canada offers so many alluring advantages to the youth 
of to-day, many Newfoundlanders after graduating will live in 
the land of the Maple Leaf; yet no environment, however 
pleasant and profitable, will ever wrench from their lives an un- 
dyirg love for the sea girt isle, their home — TERRA NOVA.

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^ Mothers Who Bear War^s Sorrows* ^

I HEY bear the great sorrow of the war. We come 
in contact with mothers who lost their sons in 
the war, and others who lived in anxiety, which 
was more cruel than the certainty of death, in 
the city streets, in the country, and wherever 
people live. 

Let us try to understand the loss that is theirs. They know 
what it is, but they do not tell it to us men. 

In their declining years the boys are taken from them in the 
prime of life. When little children die it seems as if the infant 
souls scarcely go away, but linger about her who brought them 
into the world, waiting for the hour when they shall return in a 
new form. The death that visits the cradle is not the same 
death that spreads terror over the world. 

But a son who dies at twenty does not come back ; he leaves 
no hope behind. He takes away with him all the future in store 
for his mother, all that she had given him, all the promise that 
was in him ; the pains and griefs and smiles of birth and child- 
hood, the joys of youth, the recompense and reaping of maturity 
the support and peace of old age. 

He takes away far more than himself; it is not his life alone 
that ends; it is days without number that are suddenly cut off, 
a line of posterity that is snuffed out ; a crowd of faces, laughter 
and games and tiny caressing hands that fall at one blow on the 
field of battle, say adieu to the sun and return to the earth be- 
fore they have known it. 

All this the eyes of our mothers see even if they do not reckon 
it, and it is this that makes none of us able at certain moments 
to bear the weight and sadness of their g.ize. 

Yet they do not weep like the mothers of other wars. One 
by one their sons vanish, yet their moanings and complaints are 
not heard as in times gone by when great tribulations, great 
massacres and great catastrophes were wrapped in the clamor 
and lamentation of women. 

They gather in the market places, they blame not, they accuse 
no one, they do not rebel. They gulp down their tears, as if 
obeying a password that they have transmitted to one another 
without the knowledge of men. 

One cannot know what it is that sustains them and gives them 
strength to bear what is left to them of life. Some of them have 
other children, and one understands how they transfer to these 
the love and the future that have been broken by death. Many 
have never lost their failh in the eternal promises, or are trying 
to find it again; and again one can understand why they despair 
not, for neither did the mothers of the martyrs despair. But- 
many others, whose homes are forever desolate and for whom 
heaven is peopled only with pale phantoms, cling to the same 
hope as those who hope always. 

What is it, then, that sustains this courage which so astonishes 
our eye .'' 

The best of us, the most to be pitied, the wisest among us, on 
meeting one of these mothers, who furtively turns away to wipe 
her eyes that her trouble may not offend those who are happy, 
when he seeks to (ind words which shall not sound like odious 
or mocking falsehoods in the blinding truth of the most poignant 
grief that can afflict a heart, finds almost nothing he can sav 
to her. ^ 

We talk to her of the righteousness and beauty of the cause 
for which the hero fell, of the immensity and necessity of the 



sacrifice, of the memory and gratitude of mankind, of the noth- 
ingness of this life which is not measured by length of days but 
by sublimity of duty and of glory Perhaps we add that the 
dead die not, that there are no dead, that those who are no more 
live closer to our souls than when they were in the flesh, and 
that all we held most dear in them remains still in our hearts, so 
long as memory can call it up and love can keep it alive. 

But even while we speak we fee! the emptiness of what we are 
saying. We understand that all this is true only for those whom 
death has not hurled down into the abyss where words are only 
hollow sounds ; that the warmest recollection does not take the 
place of a cherished reality which one can touch with hands or 
lips ; that the most exalted thought is worth nothing to the 
familiar cojnings and goings, the presence at table, the morning 
and evening kiss, the parting embrace and the joy of the wel- 
come home. 

And they know it and feel it better than we ; this is why they 
do not reply to our words of consolation ; they listen in silence 
and find within themselves other reasons for'living and hoping 
than those that we, by vainly searching the whole horizon of 
certainties and human thoughts, endeavour to bring them from 
the outside. 

They take up the burden of their days without telling us 
whence they draw their strength, without imparting to us the 
secret of their sacrifice, their resignation and their heroism.

^ (TS '^ ROBABLV no country in the world has more to offer 
in tlie way of sporting attractions than Newfound- 
land. 

To the ex.-Service man with an appetite for ad- 
venture and the unknown, the " undisc ivered" 
places in the oldest outpost of the Empire should 
make a special appeal. It only t.ikes eight days by direct 
steamer from Liverpool to reich Sr. John's, after which a verit- 
able mystery land of sport and travel lies waiting to be explored. 
Curious as it may seem, there are va-^t tracts of the irjterior of 
Newfoundland that remain as unexplored and unknown as the 
wilderness in Central Africa. 

A holiday spent in the interior of the island will amply re- 
ward the traveller, and will reveal to him a wonderland of 
Nature's handiwork unimagined in his wildest dreams. 

The lakes and rivers of the country abound in salmon and 



trout, and the marshes and moorlands of the "Hinterland" pro- 
vide the natural abiding place of countless herds of native 
Caribou. The very nature of the ground upon which the Cari- 
bou are hunted and through which the finest rivers flow, is 
sufficient to hold spellbound the lover of Nature's creation which 
is undisturbed by man. 

The Newfoundland Caribou are a valuable asset to the 
country, and they are preserved by the enforcement of Salutary 
Game Laws. The species is, in fact, an almost exceptional 
instance of the preservation in its natural state of wild animal 
life without depletion in numbers. 

The woods of the Northern Peninsula are the summer home 
of these restless wanderers ; their habits are migratory, and they 
can be seen in great numbers doing their annual " trek," passing 
through woodlands and over the barrens, and swimming in herds 
across the lakes. There are certain tracks that the animals

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return to year after year in order to make their yearly pilgrimage. 
One station on the railway line called Howley, where the herd 
is supposed to pass close by, has for long been a fa^'ourite ob- 
servation point fronni which to view the animals on their journey. 
So unused are these deer to the human presence that it is often 
possible to approach quite close to them unobserved. To watch 
them swimming the lakes, carrying antlers of great beauty, is an 
unforgettable sight. Often one can remain hidden and photo- 
graph them as they feed quietly on the rich natural grass and 
the mosses so characteristic of the country, until of a sudden 
some noise disturbes their peace of mind and they move silently 
and swiftly away. 

The Newfoundland Partridge or Willow Grouse are of a 
superior kind, of rich and delicate flavous, and they are entirely 
free from disease owing to the coveys being well separated. 
They are found in great numbers on the barrens and near the 



The Lynx is familiar to the sportsman, too, though more from 
his destroying habits than from observation, the local hares and 
grouse fall victims in great numbers to this destructive creature. 

There are vast spaces in Newfoundland that have never been 
trodden by the foot of man, so that an additional attractioij is 
thus offered to the pioneer huntsman whose instinct calls for the 
unexplored. 

Fishing in the rivers and lakes of Newfoundland is a most 
fascinating pastime, they seem to be alive with salmon, grilse, 
and trout. The brown trout is found in all the waters of the 
island, and ranges in weight from a few ounces to seven or eight 
pounds. Sea trout are found in some of the estuaries in the 
early summer months. 

The Atlantic salmon abounds in most of the Newfoundland 
rivers, and it is rare sport to sit and watch them leaping the falls

moorlands of the island-their most popular haunts are in the 
vicinity of the Peninsula of Avalon, from Cape Race to Cape St. 

There is a plentiful supply of game of other kinds, hares for 
instance, of which there exists a prolific breed indigenous to the 
L and, rabbus, wild geese and ducks, curlew, snipe, plover 
otter and beaver. ^ p'^vci.

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A Plea for the Keeping of Better Live Stock,

jNCE upon a time citizens, when they desired to 
bestow upon some good and tried man something 
that money could not buy — something that placed 
a halo about him, something they felt very proud 
of having the power to give and which the 
recipient felt honoured in accepting — they gave 
him a seat in Parliament. That was in the days of long ago 
when a bull was not considered a political force, nor would the 
acceptance of a pair of pigs by a voter be considered a guaran- 
tee that a man and all his relations would in duty bound vote 
for a Candidate seeking political honors, and if an Honourable 
Member did entrust to the lender care of a constituent a ram 
to be taken to his constituency he could rest assured that the 
charge wou'd not be lost and won at a game of forty-fives on 
the way to its destination. But that was a long time ago, as I 
have said. 

One's better feelings at such doings would be horrified in the 
old days. Public spirit then was regarded as a thing sublime — 
it was a god having a dear place in every man's bosom. Gradu- 
ally with changing times these nobler feelings associated with 
public spirit became dulled, and men in various walks of life 
accepted the biibe in some form or other, for that is the real 
name of Ih; thing— for any politxal influence they may or may 
not possets, whilst the old fashioned "honor" or "pride" of the 
gone-by age lives only in memories. 

Can it be that we are a people without a Public Spirit ? 
Think of it ! A people without a Public Spirit ! Compare the 
quality of the Public Spirit of to-day with that which existed 
but sixty years ?gj on these very shores. In the good old days 
the general gcod of the community was considered in a public 
spirited way. What occurs nowadays in a public spirited way 
for the public good ? Have people become indifferent to their 
own welfare ? 

Take, for instance, animals owned generally throughout the 
Dominion. What thought is given to their sleek appearance ? 
How frequert!y are they groomed? Who cares if they are 
unkempt? What attention do they get other than the tossing 
to them of a handful of hay — half a feed ? 

It is by ! he improvement of the live stock industry of this 
country that we will be reviving that lost treasure,— call it what 
you will, Honor, Public Spirit or Self Respect. There are 
communities in this Island where the Agricultural Department 
had placed good animals upon request of Agricultural Societies. 
These animals were let loose to roam where they would until 
winter's snows covered deeply the last vestige of a long-since, 
fully-grazed stubble, and not a man in the community would be 
found to give them shelter. In some cases ihey were returned 



miserably s'arved creatures, in others a charitable man would 
take the animal's carcass for its winter's feed and kill it. 

The class of animal now generally kept may be regarded as 
an index to the degree of public spirit -prevailing in the 
community in which it is kept. The influence that animals 
must necessarily have upon people who become associated with 
them is very great, especially if one keeps Icvely well cared for 
animals. 

Nobody knows better than the writer that our people are 
fishermen and not farmers but, given an opportunity, why 
should not the fishermen be placed in a position to keep a good 
cow as well as other folk. I do not blame the people for the 
class of live st'~ck kept. They have been taught by joliticians 
for many years past to depend upon the Government for male 
animals for the communiiy and rather than contribute one dollar 
for each female, cow owners have been known to give up keep- 
ing cattle. A case is on record where a good bull had been 
sent to a village on condition that it be kept under control and 
at the end of three years it would become the keeper's property. 

About sixty cows were known to be kept within a radius of 
four miles. One cow owner only contributed his dollar. There 
were two calves in that neighbourhood as a result, one of them 
belonged to the keeper of the bull, the other to the schoolmaster. 

The scrub bull is much in evidence in many localities. Cows 
are being bred to it because of the universal practice o' turning 
all animals at large from the lime the snow begins to disappear 
until it again covers the ground. People have not been taught 
that there is in existence a better breed of cattle than their own 
animals, nor do they know that if their cows were bred to pure 
bred sires such a difiference would occur in the offsping that in 
two generations they will have doubled in value, both as milch 
cows and as beeves, provided a better ration and better care be 
given them. 

If the owner of two cows could not feed them both liberally 
it would pay him best to keep only one. The offspring from 
the better kept cow bred to a pure bred sire would give him a 
better relurn than he could possibly get from the original two 
cows bred to the scrub bull. The male offspring will make 
good steers, but if they were used as sires the grading-up 
process would simply be brought to a standhill. 

A healthy hand-in-hand co-operation is wanted to improve 
the country's live stock. The " bone and sinew," the clergy- 
men, the magistrates, the doctors, the teachers and the mer- 
chants, could each become an example and have a good word 
for the belter live stock movement. Every settlemement could 
not expect a pure bred sire right off, but could prepare for it 
and be ready to accept one when its turn comes.

improvement even on the " two blade grass, 
and if cattle owners will co-operate and take a 
lively interest in their stock and in the " corn- 
munity grading-up scheme", the increased value 
of the animals would soon be apparent and make 
it worth while. But they must have better feeding 
stuffs : Timothy Hay is poor feed for cattle. The 
above-named mixture would be very much better. 
Other feeding stuffs that will give large yields are 
Oats, Oats and Peas, Oats and Vetches, and Sun- 
flowers; also. Mangolds, Turnips and Carrots. 
These facts have long been recognised. 

Right here is also a great opportunity for the 
Banks doing business in this Dominion to lend a 
hand by becoming interested in the " Better Bull 
Scheme." It is only in the " promising localities," 
where there is something doing, that the Cana- 
dian Banks operate. Many of them are ideal 
places for the encouragement of the "community 
breeding plan." Such a co-operation as I have 
outlined, with better animals as a goal will add 
an interest and charm to life and fill the void that 
is now wholly occupied in town by play and out- 
side of it by monotony.

The proposed community plan of " grading-up" from cows 
now kept and pure bred bulls is the correct one to adopt and 
in any locality where a pure bred sire is placed the local scrub 
bull must be immediately prohibited. Anybody who knows 
anything about animals knows right WdU that this country is 
losing hundreds of thousands of dollars annually because scrub 
bulls are permitted to roam at large. It is only through the 
community breeding plan that we must look for improvement. 
The need of improvement is immediate. Why not stop the loss 
to the country that is so visible to any observer who will see it ?

Sergeants' Memorial Unveiled by His Excellency The Governor. 




I HE solemn and imposing ceremonies connected 
with Commemoration Day, 192 i, will long be re- 
membered by the many thousands who attended 
Sunday. July 3rd, to honor the memory of those 
who went west in the great conflict. 

This year the service, which on the two pre- 
vious cccasions was held in Bannerman Park, \vas removed to 
the foot of Garrison Hill, where, as an added mark of respect, 
the unveiling of the Mt-mori,il erected by the Sergeants of the 
Regiments, was included in the general Commemoration Day 
Servicrs. 

The arrangements in connection with the ceremony were 
excellently carried out, especially as regards the near relatives 
of tho'e who fell, whilst the general public, also received a full 
view of the impressive ceremony. 



The simple yet impressive ceremony of unveiling the Memo' 
rial was then, amid the profound silence of the assembled throng- 
performed by His Excellency, after which he read the names of 
the warrant officers and sergeants who had made the Supreme 
Sacrifice. The C.L.B. Band then played two verses of the well 
known hymn, "Nearer My God to Thee," the public joining in 
the singing, whilst a detachment of Sergeants advanced to the 
monument and placed a wreath, symbolic of afifection and re- 
meniberance of the pals whom they wished to honor. As the 
last notes of the familar and inspiring hymn died way, three vol- 
leys were fired by the "firing parly" which was in charge of C. 
S. M., J. Andrews. 

The most touching part of the ceremony was the placing of 
wreaths by the friends and relatives of the departed ones. The 
various Societies and organizations sent handsome wreaths, and

After 
church the parade re-assembled on the square opposite the 
Synod Hall, the various parties together with the representatives 
of the city societies and public officials, bting allotted to their 
particular sections. 

In the nneantime, thousands of citizens had asssembled on 
Garrison Hill, Quetn's Road, Cathedral Street and all points of 
vantage in the vicinity, and at noon the s'ght presented was a 
mo.st imposing one. 

Shortly after noon the color party arrived, taking position im- 
mediately in front of the monument, and were received with the 
General Salute. A few mirutes later. His Excellency the 
Govcnor, accompanied by his niece, Miss Shute. together with 
Commander Kerr of H.M.S. Briion, and Capts. Hamilton, 
Saltmarshe and Baird, arrived and were received by President 
Higgins, the executive of the G. W. V. A. and President 
Peckham of the Sergeants' Committee, and were shown to seats 
within the enclosure.

and laid theron their tokens of love, the Bands of the C.L.B. 
and Highlanders played the " Dead March In Saul," and the 
" Lament". 

One of the most pathetic incidents of the day was the token 
sent by the mother of a deceased soldier. It was in the form of 
a card containing a bank note, and bearing the "inscription : — 
" In loving memory of No. 383 Pie. Frank Roberts. My wreath 
to the most disabled soldier present to to day, July 3rd." 

After the wreaths had been placed in position, His Excellency 
the Governor delivered the panegyric. 

THE PANEGYRIC. 
Friends and Fellow Citizens : 

We may well dwell for a moment, first on the thought of the 
Sergeants Memorial which I have just unveiled as a tribute to 
all their comrades from that body of men who may be called 
the backbone of any British Regiment. Primarily, perhaps they 
had in mind those fallen comrades whose names I have read out, 
but their tribute goes beyond this — to all the men of whatev'er 
description, who gave their life and left their bones in a foreign 
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land, nor saw again this Island home that they loved. It is a 
timely tribute from brave men, and it is an inspiration to 
others — it gives a sense of permanence and points the way to 
all other Memorials. Yet I do not forget that only lately I un- 
veiled at Bell Island a monument to the men who belonged to 
that place. And even as late as last evening I received from the 
Chief Justice a photograph of the Memorial Tablet affixed in the 
Hospital of the Order of St. John in Jerusalem itself dedicating 
a Newfoundland bed to be a memorial for all time to the sons 
of this Colony who served in the East and in Gallipoli and else- 
where. 

Now let me say one word as to this Commemoration Day. 
I think it was well that the Great War Veterans by an almost 
overwhelming majority nearly two years or so ago declared for 
the Sabbath as the day on which to commemorate the sacrifice 
of these our dead. Only on ttie Sunday can one secure that 
faithful observation of a solemn anniver>ary, which should not 
be a holiday but rather a tribute to the aims and ideals of those 
who have gone before. I was touched, as you would have been 



And I say it not only of the dead but of the invalided and 
broken men of whom some are before us now — Yes I And the 
many who still can take their place in the daily ranks of work. 
Truly it is right that you would ask me for a panegyric. And in 
using this idea we can pass beyond the effort of the Greeks. We 
have something higher to inspire us. Like the great chords of a 
magnificent dirge the deeds of these men appeal to our imagi- 
nation and thence we pa'^s to that hymn of praise which is the 
crown of a higher revelation than the ancients enjoyed. 

And here let me beg you in these modern days not to be 
misled by the so-called scientists, into doubt and unbelief. Let 
me, as one that has studied deeply some corners of science, 
warn you againsr the scientific student and thinker, who is so 
intent on his one Study that he cannot see anything beyond it. 
Too many scientific men confuse the capacity for defining with 
the possibility of explanation. Even lately there has come the 
new theory that after all there is not infinity or eternity, but 
something that can eventually be measured. I, as a mathe- 
matician, appreciate the force of a new statement of theory —

touched, at the faithful devotion to their memory shown by those 
two men who came to see me yesterday. Anxious they were 
to do all honour to their former comrades, yet when they could 
not arrange all that they had wished they acquiesced with that 
spirit of fine discipline and contentment which is the real basis 
of the deed which we commemorate to-day in the dead. You 
may thank God, and I thank God, that amongst the men who 
served and have with you walking in and out amongst you lives 
the same spirit which animated those heroes whom we comme- 
morate this day. These men live to perpetuate ever the 
memory of their friends and shall we not strive to realize what 
to-day means to all of us? The fathers and mothers of the dead 
do not forget them— day by day they are thinking of them, and 
these men who gave their lives are the sons of all of us in 
real fact. 

And let us pause again to think what they gave. Consider 
how great was their sacrifice, home and its comforts— parents 
and friends — the haunts they loved so well. They gave all up 
that they might make the world better for you and for all of us. 
And all for a cause which they may have seen but dimly at first.

We shall 
best honour our dead by determining to help one another day 
by day — by unselfish cooperation, by honest work, by sympathy 
and kindness till we can realize in the words of the poet, 

" Men my brothers, men the workers, ever reaping something new. 
That whitch they have done but earnest of the things that they shall do." 

At the conclusion of His Excellency's address, the "Last Post" 
was sounded, and the " Hallelujah Chorus" was played by the 
C.C.C. Band, thus bringing the impressive ceremony to a close. 

The Monument, which was unveiled by His Excellency the 

Governor, at the ceremonies, was erected by the Sergeants of 

the Regiment, and is an eloquent tribute to their thoughtful- 

ness and devotien to the memory of those friends with whom 

they were associated in the days from 1914 — igi8. 

The simple, yet splendid Monument takes the shape of a 
Celtic Cross of Scotch grey granite which is set in a rough 
boulder-base of Newfoundland granite. A bronze plaque, de- 
picting the badge of the Royal Newfoundland Regiment, is set 
in relief on the Cross itself, and along the shaft a sword is carved 
which pierces a dragon at the base. In the boulder is set a 
granite plaque, bearing the following inscription : 

'•Erected by the Warrant Officers and Sergeants of the 2nd 
Battalion, the Royal Newfoundland Regiment, in memory of 
Officers, Warrant Officers and men of the Regiment, who were 
killed in action, died of wounds or sickness in the great war, 
1914— 1919." 

The Monument, which stands 14 feet high, was executed by 
the well-known firm of sculptors, Messrs. Stewart McGbshen & 
Son, of Edinburgh, and all arrangements in connection with its 
designing and purchasing were made by Capt. H. A. Anderson, 
who was untiring in his efforts, whilst the Sergeant's Committee, 
together with tne G.W.V.A. are responsible for the splendid 
success of yesterday's Commemoration Day Services. 

The work of erecting the Monument was performed by Mr. 
Charles Henderson, sr., of the Reid NewfoundKind Comp,iny 
free of charge, and with his capable assistants no time was lost 
in getting the Monument in po-ilion Mr. Henderson made a 
special trip to Port Blandford and personally selected the granite 
boulder which weighed over six tons, is very similar to the 
Scotch granite, at^d was brought in by special car and throiigh 
the courtesy of Mr. Gus Lester, was conveyed from the .stition 
to the site free of charge. Mr. Henderson and his stafif then 



got to work and it was through their energy and ability that the 
Memorial was ready for Commemoration Services. The splen- 
did arrangements at the function were worthy of all praise. 
Veterans of all ranks, as well as the public showed in an un- 
mistakable manner that Newfoundland had not forgotten those 
" who went, but who returned not." Before leaving Fort Wil- 
liam for the Commemoration Ceremonies a collection, in aid of 
the War Memorial was taken up amongst the Veterans on 
parade and the sum of $45.81 was received. — From The Daily 
News, July 4, ig2i.

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The Late Archibald R. H. Macpherson. 



MR. Archibald Macpherson, President of the Royal 
Stores, Limited, had been in poor health for several 
months, but the news of his passing in London, Friday, 
June ioth,came with startling suddeness. Only two days pre- 
viously he had wired his intention to return by the S.S. Digby. 
Like his brother, the late Campbell Macpherson, whose 
memory remains fresh and fragrant in the hearts of thousands, 
Mr. Archibald Macpherson has passed away in the prime of 
his manhood and usefulness, and at the same age, 57 years. 
He was educated in this city and Glasgow. On his return he 
entered his brother's business for which he was the buyer for 
many years. When the Royal Stores, Ltd., was founded in 1895 
he became a Director and Buyer, and when thirteen years later 
the active brain and indomitable energy of the founder of the 
firm had been silenced by Death, succeeded him as President. 
It was his privilege and pride to witness the sapling of 1895 
attain to the lusty growth of its Silver Jubi'ee. The Royal 
Stores will continue to expand, other hands and other brains 
will guide and lead, but its debt of gratitude to its first two 
Presidents can never be repaid. 

Mr. Archibald Macpherson was prominent in business circles, 
and closely indentified with many local industries. He was a 
director of of the Newfoundland Boot and Shoe Manufacturing 
Co., and President of the Riverside Woolen Mills, Ltd., a friend 
to education, he followed in the foot-steps of his brother, and as 
a Governor of the Newfoundland Methodist College, Hon. 
Treasurer of the Methodist Educational Campaign of 1919, and 
member of the East End Methodist School Board he rendered 
valuable assistance. In Masonic circles he held membership in 
both St. John's and Whiteway Lodges, whilst of the latter he was 
a charter member and a Past Master. He was also District 
Grand Steward. 

The late Mr. Macpherson is survived by a widow, nee 
Margaret McNeily, daughter of Mrs. and the late I. R. McNeily, 
a son and three daughters, to whom the sympathy of the com- 
munity will be extended in their sudden bereavement and great 
sorrow. Miss Margaret Campbell Macpherson the well known 
artist, long resident in Paris, is a sister. Dr. Cluny Macpherson

Drivers of Carriages, Carts, Motor Cars, Etc. 

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, 1918." 

1. Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Vehicles moving slowly must 

be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowmg more swiftly movmg 
vehicles passage on the right. t c u a u 

2. A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. . . 

3. A vehicle turning into another stre-et to the right, shall turn around the centre of the mtersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 

4. Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 

5. The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 

6. Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 

7. Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 
which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 

8. The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 
and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 
may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring witli them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am- 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions : — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships !

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's na\y 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

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Passport Regulations. 



1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to " THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in Ii)dia. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Finn establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial OflSce. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. . . 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such m their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is §1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

FOREST FIRES 



THE ATTENTION OF THE PUBLIC IS 
CALLED TO THE FOLLOWING 
PROVISIONS OF THE FOR- 
EST FIRES ACT. 

\. — Any person who sets out, makes or starts a Fire 
for any purpose whatever, between the Fifteenth 
Day of April and the First Day of December, in or 

near any woods, or without selecting a place 
free from dry trees, underbrush or other inflam- 
mable material in which to make or start such 
Fire, or fails to remove all such dry wood, brush- 
wood or inflammable material within a distance 
of ten feet from such fire in every direction, or 
fails to completely extinguish the same before 
leaving. 

2. — Throws or Drops any Burning Match, Ashes of a Pipe, 
Lighted Cigar or any other burning substance. 

3. — Or fails to totally extinguish any Camp Fire before 
breaking camp, shall be liable to a Penalty of 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $400.00 or 
Imprisonment for a period of Twelve Months.

LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open) 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. Thi.-i late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— fOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Domirion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a specinl rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage within the Colotiy, also, 
books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers to the Dominion of 



Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form descjibing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

ST. JOHNS NEWFOUNDLAND 
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Moore, the Irish Poet, on the United States of America*

jooRE visited the United States of America and 
Canada in the year 1807 and thus had an oppor- 
tunity of obser\'ing the New World for himself 
and getting rid of the illusions about the United 
States which been the product paril}' of you hful 
enthusiasm and the sense of the oppression of his 
religion, and partly of the misinterpreiation of Brilish Whigs, 
who having taken the part of the American Secession from the 
spirit of opposition, now were constrained by the interests of 
their party and cause to idealize the republic which they 
regarded as their own. Moore's impressions have enriched 
English literature with some noble lyrics and some keen satire, 
and some wise and just ri-Hections. 

Wliile \el upon Columbia's rising twow 

The showy smile of joung presumption plays, 

Her bloom is poisoned and her heart decays ! 

Even now in dawn of life, her siikly breath 

Burns with the taint of emjsires near their death. 

And lilie the nymphs of her own witheiinj; dime 

She's old in youth, she's bla-^ted in her prime 

Already has the child of Gallia's school. 

The foul philosophy that sins by rule 

With all hei train of reasoning, damning arts 

Begot by brilliant heads on worthless hearts 

Like things that quicken after Nilus' flood 

The venomed birth of sunshine and of mud ! 

Already has she pouied her poison here 

O'er every charm that makes existence dear — 

Already blighted with her blackening trace 

The opening bloom of every social grace 

And all those courtesies that love to shoot 

Round virtues stem, the flowerets of her fruit. 

Oh were these errors but the wanton tide 
Of young luxuriance or unchastened pride. 
The fervid follies and the faults of such 
As wrongly feel because they feel too much, 
Then might experience make the fever less — 
Nay, graft, a virtue o;i each warm excess. 
But no, 'tis heartless, speculative ill. 
All youth's transgression with all age's chill, 
The apathy of wrong, the bosom's ice, 
A slow and cold stagnation into vice 1 
Long has the love of gold, the meanest rage 
And latest folly of man's sinking age 
Which rarely venturing in the van of life. 
While nobler passions wage their heated strife 
Comes skulking last with selfishness and fear 
And dies collecting lumber in the rear — 
Long has it palsied every grasping hand 
And greedy spirit through this bartering land ; 
Turned life to traffic, set the demon gold 
So loose abroad that virtue's self is sold 
And conscience, truth, and honesty are made 
To rise and fall, like other wares of trade. 

Already in this free, this virtuous state 
Which Frenchmen tell us was ordained by fate 
To show the world what high perfection springs 
From rable senators and merchant kings — 
Even here already patriots learn to steal 
Their private perquisites from public weal 
And, guardians of their country's sacred fire. 
Like Afric's priest, they let the flame for hire. 
Those vaunted demagogues who nobly rose 
From Britain's debtors to be Britain's foes. 



Who could their monarch in their purse forget 
And break allegiance, but to cancel debt. 
Have proved at length the minerals tempting hue 
Which makes a patriot can unmake him too. 

Freedom, freedom ! how I hate thy cant ! 
Not Eastern bombast, not the savage rant 
Of purpled madmen, were they numbered all 
From Roman Nero down to Russian Paul 
Could giate upon my ear more mean and base 
Than the rank jargon of that factious race 
W^ho, poor of heart and prodigal of words 
Horn to be slaves and struggling to be lords 
But pant for license while they spurn contiol 
And shout for rights with rapine in their soul, 
****** 

Thus in flowerless song 

1 feebly paint what yet I feel so strong — 
The ills, the vices of that land where first 

Those rebel fiends that rack the world, were nurst, 
Wheie treason's arm by [French] royalty was nerved 
And Frenchmen learned to crush the throne they served. 

These sentiments of Moore, founded upon experience and 
observation, are the more remarkable because he had been in 
his youth an enthusiastic revolutionist and republican. 

He travelled through the Quited States to Buffalo and 

Niagara and came — 

Where the blue hills of old Toronto shed 
Their evening shadows o'er Ontario's bed. 

And when he set foot upon British soil again, he recognized 
that he saw true freedom. That, I believe, has been the leal 
sentiment of every intelligent and honest Irishman who has 
known the United States by experience. Certainly Michael 
Davitt, after having experience of the United States of America 
said in print that he never saw freedom anywhere till he came 
to Canada. The French in the Province of Ontario have not 
been treated as well in the past as I should wish. But they 
have been treated a hundred times better than the French in 
Louisiana or the Spanish in New Mexico and Texas, not to 
speak of the French settlers in the New England States. 

The following letter, published by Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet 
in the " Magazine of History," and which was written by 
Washington iii August 1775 from the camp at Cambridge, 
Mass., shows what the Southerners thought of the Northerners: 

'The people of this Government have obtained a character 
which they by no means deserve. Their ofRicers generally 
speaking are the most indifferent kind of people I ever saw. I 
have already broke one Colonel and five Captains for cowardice 
and for drawing more pay and provisions than they had men in 
their Companies.— There are two more Colonels now under 
arrest and to be tried for the same offences. In short they 
are by no means such troops as you have been led to believe 
from the accounts which are published. . . . They are an 
exceedingly dirty and nasty people. . . .If they had been 
properly conducted by their officers, at Bunker's Hill, the 
Regulars would have suffered a much more considerable loss. 
... It was for their cowardice on that occasion that the 
above officers were broke." 
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Dr. Emmet reminds us that the reference to their dirtiness 
means the difficulty of getting them to keep their quarters clean. 

The publication of this letter (which was not included in 
Sparke's .edition of Washington's correspondence) by an Irish- 
man shows how much love there is between the Irish in 
America and the Americans. 

In truth, now that the Irish at home have Home Rule, our 
next movement should be for the emancipation of the Irish in 
the United States of America. For everyone who has observed 
the state of things there by personal experience knows that the 
Northerners regard the Irish with the same scorn and hate as 
the Southerners feel for the Negro ; and the Irish in turn regard 
the Americans with the bitterest resentment and hate. Anyone 
who has lived in the United States of America knows how the 
Irish there publicly bluff that they govern the United States of 
America, and priva^ely complain that there is no fair play for 
an Irishman in the United Slates of America.

As a friend of 
the Catholic Irish we do uot set any value on McGee s very 
instructive and interesting work. The Irish settlers in America,

The Irish who have gone to the United States of America, 
are, as every one knows, of a much inferior character to those 
who have come to Newfoundland and Canada, and many of 
them, when taken out of the Irish Catholic invironment and 
thrown into different circumstances, have done little credit either 
to the Irish name or to the Catholic religion. 

Brownson, a convert to the Catholic religion belonging to the 
old American stock, gave this advice to his Irish co-religionists : 
" For large masses of the American people Catholicity is simply 
the Irish religion, and to become a Catholic is regarded as the 
same thing as to become an Irishman, and this fact operates 
unfavorably against the reception of our holy religion, because 
it adds to their prejudice against the Church the no less 
strong prejudice against a foreign nationality. The Irish 
Catholics have rendered great services to our country ; 
but the facts which they usually allege to prove their claim to 
American gratitude are not quite to the purpose. By ' the 
Irish,' the American people understand the Catholic Irish of 



Thomas Mooney when he recommended his countrymen to 
make presents of the History of Ireland to iheir American 
friends. 

" The first newspaper founded as the special organ of the 
Native American Party was conducted by Catholics descended, 
on one side at least, from an old American Catholic family." 

So much is this so, that American Priests of Irish descent 
are now saying publicly what they have long been saying 
privately, that the Catholic religion is detested in the United 
States of America because it is supposed to be an Irish 
religion, and that they must explain to the American people 
that It is not an Irish religion. They add also that the Irish in 
America by their attempt to dominate by keeping aloof and 
trying to form a third party to turn the scale between the 'other 
two, have made themselves haled and the Catholic religion 
along with themselves. While the Irish in the States assert 
that they are hated because they are Catholics, the \merican 
Catholics say that the Catholic religion is hated because the 
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Irish are hated. 

I have been asked on many occasions how the Irish in the 
United States voted at the last Presidential election. The 
great majority of the Irish Americans, i.e. Americans of Irish 
descent, voted for Harding partly from patriotic motives and 
partly from the influence of the Catholic Episcopate, who were 
alarmed by a Democratic proposal for centralizing in Washing- 
ton the control of education. The Irish-born on the other 
hand, with the Clauna Gael and Tammany voted for Cox, and 
what could they do for him ? He sealed his oah fate when to 
secure their vote, he promised to bring the case of Ireland 
before the League of Nations. Not only did the British vote, 
a silent vote which was well organized, at once march over to 
Harding, but the "Loyal League " of Democrats drove their 
knives into Cox's back to punish h-m for pandering to the 
Irish. Simple people talk of the Irish vote in the United 
States of America a.>-: if there was no ami- Irish vote, whereas 
even the Negro vote in the State of New York is as numerous 



for foreign affairs, and McAdoo Secretary of the Treasury, the 
American Irish cried out that the United States was governed 
by the Irish. It was soon seen in practice what kind of Irish 
those men were. They were so prejudiced against us 
by Redmond's Home Rule Act applying to Ulster and by the 
Asquith Government's threats of coercing Ulster into submission 
to the Irish, that when the war came the Wilson Administration 
took the side of Germany as far as they could without an open 
breach of neutrality, and even when they had to change around 
against Germany, Wilson would not come into the war until the 
British Prime Minister publicly declared that he would not 
coerce Ulster to submit to the Irish. And how much friendship 
did Asquith's Home Rule Act win for us among the real Irish 
in America ? 

Then "the American sharks," as Laurier called them, set 
themselves to make money out of our necessities ; and American 
p.itriots plotted that all sides in the conflict should exhaust 
themselves in order that the United States of America ini-'ht 
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as the Irish, and the Negroes hive just as good a memory for 
their old grudge against the Irish as any Fenian can have for 
his grudges. 

In fact the Irish have so much influence over the American 
government that (for the twenty or twenty-five years in which 
I have known the United Stites) the American government has 
always gone in opposition to them and takes a lively pleasure 
in doing so. It was an Americin pilitican who said: "I 
.would kiss an Irishman's pin's the dav before the election, 
and kick if the day after the election." 

The best hope for Ireland now lies in the breach between 
Mr. DeValera and the Clanna Gael. One of those men before 
Easter ig 16 spoke of their intended revolution and Secession 
to an Irish-American friend of mine who remonstrated on the 
madness of the thing. '• We don't care about that," was the 
answer; we must have some blood shed to revive the old 
hatred." Their agent in doing this was Pearce, the son of an 
Englishman ; and Sir John Maxwell did just what they wanted 
done. 

When Wilson became President, and Bryan (Brien) Secretary 



remain the first great power in the woilJ, and if possible 
dominate all others. 

The French revolutionary wars of aggression and plunder 
were suggested by Gouverneur Morris, the American Minister 
to Fr.rnce, who immediately on his appointment in 1790 wrote 
thus to his friends in Paris: "I see no means of extricating 
you from your troubles but that which most men would con- 
sider as the means of plunging you into greater. — I mean a 
war. And you should make it to yourselves a war of men ; to 
your neighbors a war of money. ... I hear you cry out 
that your finances are in a deplorable situation. This should 
be no obstacle ; I think that they may be restored during war 
better than in peace. You want also something to turn men's 
attention from their present discontents." 

Some day we shall find out who instigated or encouraged the 
German Government to plunge Europe into a similar war. 

The Americans are now distrusted and hated all over 
Europe as much as in Central and South America and in Japan. 
Canadians travelling for business or pleasure find it necessary 
to explain that they are not Americans.

HE various incidents that go to make up iny pre- 
sent article on " Governors I Have Known" are 
grouped around His Excellency Sir William 
MacGregor, who succeeded Sir Cavendish Boyle 
as the King's representative in Ihis Dominion. 
Sir William was born in Scotland in 1847, being 
the eldest son of John MacGregor of that ilk. Early in his 
student days, I am told, he manifested much of the appl'cation 
and industry which so largely contributed to his success in after 
life. He knew that there was '■ no royal road to learning," that 

" The heights by great men leached and kept 

Were not attained by sudden flight ; 
But they, while their companions slept, 
! Were toiling upwaid in the night." 

And so he worked hard and, as a result, in a comparatively fe.v 
years, became an M, D. of Aberdeen, a B. Sc. of Cambridge, 
and an Honorary D. Sc. of the latter University. There he 
received in rapid succession the appointments of Resident 
Surgeon and Resident Physician of the Royal Intirmary at 
Glasgow and Royal Lunatic Asylum, Aberdeen; Assistant 
Government Medical Ofificer at the Se)chelle Islands in 1873 ; 
Cfrref Medical Officer in Fiji, in" 1875. and Receiver General 
and Administrator of the Governnment; then Acting High 
Commissioner and Consul General . for the Western Pacific. 
In 1883 he married Mary Cocks ; one son and three daughters 
were the issue of this Union. 

In i888 Sir William was appointed Administrator of British 
New Guinea, and Lieutenant Governor in 1895 ; Governor of 
Lagos from 1899 to 1904, when he came to Newfoundland, 
where he remained till 1909. From here be went to Queens- 
land, Australia, continuing to admiiiister the affairs of that 
satrapy till 1914. Meanwhile honors continued to flow in upon 
him. He was made a Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society of England, Scotland and Berlin, and of the Royal 
Anthropological Society of Italy. In addition to these honors, 
he was also the recipient of the Albert Medal, second class, and 
the Clarke Gold Medal for saving life at sea. As far back as 
1872 he got the Wilson Gold Medal and subsequently the 
Founder's Medal of the Royal Geographical Society of England ; 
also the Mary Kingsley Medal. This he received in 1910. 
He declared Queen Victoria's Sovereignty over New Guinea on 
the 4th of September 1889 and represented the West African 
Colonies and Protectorates at the coronation of King Edward 
in 1902, when he beame a Knight of Grace of St. John of 
Jerusalem. 

When Proconsul MacGregor came to us he did so with an 
excellent record and, consequently, we expected much of and 
from him. How far our expectations were realized I shall leave 
my readers to say after my story of his life work has been told. 
A self-made man before we knew him at all, he had forged to the

front and worked his way up from the lowest rung of the social 
and official ladder. Although born in obscurity and without a 
single wealthy or influential friend to help him at the start, yet 
when but a mere boy at school, he developed qualities of .self- 
reliance and independence that won the respect and admiration 
of his teachers and classmates. Even then he was noted for 
his tenacity and thoroughness — two of the great essentials to 
success in the fight for place and power. 

It is unnecessary for the present purpose to follow the interest- 
ing and eventful career of Sir William in detail, or to trace step 
by step the process by which he asc-nded from the lowly 
position of a young Highland peasant to that of Governor of an 
important Dominion in the greatest Empire the world has ever 
known. The most striking fact concerning him is that he was

a MacGregor. Next in importance is the circumstance that he 
happened to be a disciple of Jeremy Bentham as well as of 
^sculapius. He was, for better or worse, the thrall of the 
family temperament. But, as I have said, he was also a 
MacGregor trained to an exacting and, in some senses, liberalis- 
ing craft. 

Every MacGregor of " the great dan " is a MacGregor before 
everything. In no Scottish family does the type remain more 
constant. There have been MacGregors good and bad, brilliant 
and stupid, fools and men of great qualities, if never quite of 
the greatest But running through a score or more generations 
are discernible certain mental traits a good deal more enduiing 
than any physical feature. 

Somewhere I have read that the founder of this interesting 
house of MacGregor was a daring border chieftain who cut his 
lawlessness and turned politician. If so, we may be prefy sure 
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that he was an industrious student of the Machiavelian type ; in 
certain respects not much different from some of our poHticians 
of to-day. His eyes might have been fixed firmly on " the 
main chance and the Judge's daughter ;" he might have gone to 
Church with exemplary regularity; but that would not prevent 
his playing tricks incompatible with copybook perfection. 

Several qualities are hereditary in the MacGregors : a certain 
undisguised care for the interest of the MacGregors themselves 
which would be indelicate in men of lesser breed ; a passionate 
attachment to the Church ; an instinct of compromise which 
enables them, while maintaining the extreme Tory position, to 
avoid the reproach of mere bigotry ; a detachment which would 
savor of pure arrogance were it not allied with considerable 
simplicity of manners, and a singular vein of grave roughness 
which breaks out in every generation. 

And here I am reminded of an incident in keeping with these 
comments: One day, while taking lunch with Sir William, our 
conversation drifted on to the then political situation and refer- 
ring to the sentiments of a certain prominent politician com- 
pared him to Roh Roy MacGregor, the great Highland outlaw, 
and quoted the following verses : — 



present time are fairly good citizens, while, alas ! too many of 
us, I fear, are still bad enough, in all conscience. ihis latter 
reference particularly applies to contemporary politicians and 
their pledges and promises. What the poet said about the 
average politician of one hundred years ago is equally true in 
its application to the disciples of Machiavelli in our own dsy:- 
'■ I pledge myself, through thick and thin, to labor still with zeal devout 
To get the o',/s. poor fellows ;«, and turn the /«^. the wretches ! .^ 
I pledge myself, though much bereft of ways and means of ruling ill 
To make the most of what are left, and stick to all that s rotten sti.l ! 
"Though gone the days of place and pelt, and drones no more take all the 

honey, 
I pledge myself to cram myself with all I can of public money. 
To quarter on the public purse my nephews, nieces, sisters, .jrothers ; 
Nor, so we prosper, care a curse— because 'tis at the expense of others. 
" I pledge myself, whenever Right and Might in any point divide. 
Not to ask which is black or white, but take at once the strongest side ; 
Between the landlords and the poor, I've not the slightest hesitation ; 
The people must be starved to ensure the land its due remuneration. 

" Such are the pledges I propose, and though I can't now offer gold. 
There's many a way of buying those who've but the taste for being sold 
So here's with three times three hurrahs, a toast our MPs. ne'er disdain 
Long life to jobbing ! may the days of speculation shine again !"

" Said generous Rob, ' What need of books ? 

Bum all the Statutes and their shelves. 
They stir us up against our kind 

And worse — against ourselves. 

" And puzzled, blinded, thus we lose

•' Do you know," replied Sir William, " that Roy Roy 
MacGregor was an ancestor of mine? Any way, it is true I I 
am a lineal descendant of his, but I do not know that I ought 
to boast of it." Thus it happens that even the best of us some- 
times find it awkward to refer to our great " progenitors;" and 
the farther back we go very often the more awkward it becomes. 
For instance, our first parents were the first transgressors of the 
civil law, and their first-born son the first homicide on record. 
Nevertheless, a large percentage of their descendants at the 



But to return to Sir William. He was sagacious and tactful 
as an Auministrdtor— far more so than most of his piedLce-sors. 
In the Executive Council he exercised a powerful influence. 
The only opinions to whom he seeir.ed to defer were those of 
Sir Robert Bond, whose honest and independent attitude there, 
as well as elsewhere, had a who'esome eiTect in public life 
generallv, and compelled even the Proconsul himself to act with 
extreme caution. He (Sir William) could see well over the 
heads of all his other advisers, and governed himself accordii g- 
ly. With Sir Ed.vard Morris he was always on friendiv terms, 
and never too busy or pre-occupied to listen to, and smile at his 
ample supply of well-worn jokes and witticisn.s. It was plain 
to be seen, at that time, that Sir Edward was jealous of Sir 
Roberts s influence and eagrrly anxious to reduce it to a 
minimum. Whether the latter knew it or not, it is difficult to 
say; btit up to then I have leason to believe he trusted him 
implicitly. 

;^t was not till 1908 that the cleavage came, when Sir Edward 
resigned his seat in the Cabinet and proceeded, with the assist- 
ance of the Reid-Newfoundland Company, (wth whom he was 
always^ on very intimate terms), and under the smile a, d 
approbation of Sir William MacGregor, to form a new par y ad 
make his arrangements for an appeal to the count.y^ AtX- 
moment, and throughout the ensuing campaign I happ'en ,o k o. 
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that His Excellency was Sir Edward's guide, philosopher and 
friend, assisting him in every conceivable way. As most of mv 
readers will remember, the election of 1908 resulted in a tie 
Ihethirty-six candidates returned were equally divided— each 
party had eighteen When the Legislature met, it was impos- 
sible, of course, to do anything, and so, after every effort to se- 
duce members from their party allegiance had failed it was 
found necessary to dissolve the House and make another appeal 
to the electorate. 

During this crisis it was an open secret that the Governor's 
sympathies were with the opposition, and that whatever His 
Excellency could constitutionally or socially do was done to 
secure a majority for the latter. The second effort to defeat the 
Government, which was made the following year, resulted in a 
substantial majority for Sir Edward Morris, to the manifest de- 
light of the Governor, who did not try to conceal the great 
satisfaction it gave him. Mind you, reader, I do not in any way 
wish to impugn Sir William's motives. He believed he was 
doing the right thing. Therefore, his aim in taking a hand in 
politics to me was obvious enough. To " promote the welfare 
of the common man, to make the miserable less wretched, and 
to make a little more comfort attainable by the disinherited of 



At this juncture Sir William MacGregor came in for his fair 
share of criticism. One of the local papers commented upon his 
act'ons in these words: "Instead of finding in him the embodi- 
ment of lofty political honor and integrity, we have made the 
unpleasant and painful discovery that Governor MacGregor is 
not entirely proof against the temptation to temporize and trim 
his sails to catch every passing breeze of official popularity, re- 
gardless of the people's feelings, or the real tendency and bear- 
ing of the object in view. Sir William may imagine that, by 
pursuing a certain social and religious course, he will succeed in 
rendering himself fairly acceptable. But we can assure him that 
no greater mistake could be committed by a Governor than that. 
Napoleon the First managed to be a Catholic in France, a 
Lutheran in Germany and a Mohammedan in Egypt. Still this 
policy of being ' all things to all men that he might win some', 
didn't succeed, and while an exile in St. Helena he had ample 
opportunity to reflect on the necessity of acting consistently in 
regard to religion as well as political and all other concerns." 

This is what a very intimate friend of Lord Morris (one for 
whom he subsequently obtained a title) once said of him : '• The 
truth is that Sir Edward is the supreme special pleader in politics. 
There never was any one to equal him in that respect, and as 
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the world's giods, thit had been, in good report and in ill, the 
supreme object of his A Imiiiistration." Or at le.ist, he thought 
it was. O'hers who did not know the secret purpose of his 
heart misjudged him. But Sir William never misjudged him- 
self. He knew whither he was steering. He might tack to 
catch what wind he could in his sails. If he deviated from the 
straight course, it was but that he might the more speedily urge 
his onward way to his destined goal. His career, to those who 
had not that clue, might have seemed a somewhat tangled mass 
of inconsistencies. To those who could see the end from the 
beginning in Sir Willi,im's case, everything was clear. Nor 
could there be any mistake whatever as to the one increasing 
purpose which ran through his busy years. However, Sir 
Robert Bond threw up his seat in the House of Assembly, re- 
tired from the arena of aciive p-ilitics and like Cincinnatus of 
old, went back to bis farm and the simple, if less alluring, 
attractions connected therewith. Various efforts have been 
made since then to tempt him back to leadership, but all in vain. 
And so it happens that we are now forced to say with the 
poet : — 

" 4.h God ! for a man with heart, head, hand 
Like some of the simple great ones gone 

Forever and ever by, — 
One still strong man in a blatant land. 
Whatever they call him, what care I — 
Aristocrat, democrat, autocrat — one 
Who can rule and dare not lie."

he grows older he seems to surp.iss himself. He has supplied a 
complete set of arguments for almost every point of view in 
politics; for Confederation and against Confederation; for 
ending the Legislative Council and for leaving it in possession ; 
for secularizing education and for thwarting those who attempt 
to secularize it. He has described Toryism from a Radical 
point of view and Radicalism from a Tory point of view ; he has 
taken every prominent local statesman in detail — Mr. Little, Mr. 
Kent, Sir Hugh Hoyles, Sir Ambrose Shea, Sir Frederick 
Carter, Sir William Whiteway, Sir Robert Bond, and half a dozen 
others — and shown us lirst their S.itanic and their angelic side, 
or vice versa. The great measures which were twenty-five years 
ago to inspire the democracy and lead them into their promised 
land, were subsequently, according to the same authority, the 
turbulent ravings of diseased minds." However: 

" New occasions teach new duties ; time makes ancient good uncouth ; 
They must upward still and onward, who would keep abreast of truth, 
Lo, before us gleam the camp-fires ! We ourselves must Pilgrims be. 
Launch our Mayflower and steer boldly through the desperate winter sea. 
Nor attempt the Futures portal with the Past's blood-rusted key." 

Then, again, there was something lacking in Sir Edward 
Morris, something of the deep fervor which made Sir William 
Whiteway often remind his hearers of the old Hebrew prophets. 
From' that deeper note which Sir Robert Bond also touched 
Sir Edward shrunk with a diffidence which was not usually con- 
sidered to be one of his characteristics. On one occasion he 
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declared he did not feel himself worthy to untie the shoe-strings 
of either of these able men ; but that was in a humble and 
perhaps jocular mood, and methinks he protested too much. I 
remember the first time I ever heard him address his con- 
stituents being agreeably surprised by the way in which he 
pleaded in his peroration for the fishermen and laboring classes, 
whose rights he considered had been trampled under foot by 
the oppressive policy of Sir Robert Thorburn and some of his 
predecessors in the Prime Minister's office. 

That speech was to many of us somewhat of a revelation. It 
really seemed to some of us, as was ssid at the time, as if Sir 
Edward, after all had a heart. That criticism was just, for Sir 
Edward has a heart, and a warm one, although it is not equally 
warm all round. He is like our own planet which has its 
torrid zone and its Arctic regions, but in his case those who 
have the good fortune to inhabit the equatorial belt are 
much fewer than those who inhabit the neighborhood of the 
northern and southern poles. It is seldom in bis speeches that 
he reveals the warmer side of his nature, but occasionally he 
lets himself go, and then people discover to their surprise that 
Sir (now Lord) Ed*ard Morris is not a mere wire-puller and 
political huckster, but is a man with a human heart and a 
human soul. 

In the early Autumn of 1905 Sir Willia'Ti MacGregnr, at the 
suggestion of the Co) mi^l Office in Downing Street, paid an 
official visit to Northern Labrador on the s.s. Strathcona, mainly 



wondered to find they are civilized people, living in peace and 
contentment. I have been to Hopedale, but we came on hee 
because we did not see the people that live at Hopedale at t^heir 
homes. I am more pleased with my 



isit here than I have 



been with my visit to any other place. I will tell you why. I 
have come on Sunday morning, and I find you all at rest. I 
was born in a country where everyone keeps Sunday very 
stricdv. Therefore, it is with great pleasure I find the Innuits 
are like the people of my own country. I find you far from 
the Missionaries, keeping Sunday as if you were at home 
under their eyes. I never thought that I should stand in a 
Church built by the Innuit, or meet the Innuit at a service 
conducted by one of themselves. It is a great thing to know 
that you take your religion with you wherever you go. This is 
a credit to the Missionaries. I will be sure to rep jrt to the 
Government what I have seen here. You will remember I 
have come here to-day because the King has not forgotten that 
there is a Labrador Coast and an Irnuit people. For the first 
time, the Government has sent one of its Ministers to see you. 

"The Governor is the Chief of Newfcundlard, and of its 
Government, as well as of Labrador. I am sure in the tiire (o 
come the Newfoundland Government will give more attention 
to the Innuit ptople. than in the fast. There is only one 
thing more I wish to say to you. I have been distressed to 
hear that many of yiur li'tle childre 1 die. Vour country is a 
big one. Your per pie are few. It isimport^t that you shDuld

for the purpose of reporting on the number, condition. &c., of 
the aboriginal inhabitants — the Eskimo or Innuits. Ttiis visit 
formed the subject of a very interesting Blue Book, a copy of 
which His Excellency kindly sent me shortly after its publica- 
tion. He landed at most of the larger places, and at some of 
them held meetings and addressed the people. My sp.ice is 
too limited to admit of even a comprehensive synopsis of the 
entire trip. An account of his call at one of the most important 
settlements and what took place there must suffice. Sir 
William landed at 6 o'clock on Sund-iy morning at Double 
Island, where, in the summer season, there is quite a large 
community. The Eskimo gathered even at that early hour, 
with great alacrity. Lyacharias, of Hopedale, presided. 

His Excellency said: " I am sorry to come to see you so 
early in the morning — otherwise I could not come to see you at 
all. I am also sorry to be obliged to come on Sunday. I am 
come to you from St. John's as the Governor of this Colony. 
That is, I come on behalf of your King. I am only his servant, 
but I come by order of his Government, that is, by order of the 
King himself. When I see you I look at you with the eyes of 
the King. Captain Dawe has come with me to represent the 
Government of Newfoundland. He is the Minister who looks 
after all things connected with fishing. Dr. Grenfell has come 
also. You know him, how he is always going about healing 
the sick. I have visited all your stations except Ramah, and 
have been very pleased with all I have seen of the Innuits. I 
have been surprised to find they live such good lives. I have

rear all your children, and not lose them when they are 
little. If you cannot do si, your people will diminish and your 
land v\iil btcome empty. Your King will be \tvj 

sorry to know that the Innuits are getting less. All this 
coast is your country, but if you die you will not occupy 
it in the future. In order to keep )our children alive, 
build as go< d h.-u-^es as ever you c?in. Y'ou should treat 
women well, espec ally whtn they have children, and your wives 
should keep your houses clean. Ycu can rective good advice 
on this subject from the Missionaries. I want to ask you most 
earnestly to do all you can to save every one of your children. 
Only one other th.tig troubles me, and that is. when disease oraes, 
many of your grown up people also die. When disease comes, go 
at once to the Missionaries, e.^pecially to Dr. Hutton of Okj^ak, 
If you can. Never be afraid to take the medicine they give you, 
or, ,f you attend carefully ,0 all thev say, it will go along way ' 
to save your hves. I hope you will" remember .hat tlJe are 
not only my words, but they are the words of your King, atd 
when lie speaks to you, it is an order that he speaks, for he is

our King.' ■' 

The same year in which Sir William MacGregor sent in his 
" Report on Northern Labrador and the Innuits," he also pre 
pared and forwarded to the Colonial Office exhaustive data for 
a Blue Book on " The Trade and Commerce of Newfoundland " 
In his introduction to this Report, which was subsequently 
presented to both Houses of Parliament by command of His 
Majesty the King, he said to Mr. Lyttleton, the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies : "It is greatly to be regretted that both 
as regards fash and minerals, British Capital is not further 
employed in this Colony, where, as far as one can judge, it 
could be profitably invested. This question is one of the most 
interesting and important of those that are raised by this report 
It would surely be wed worth considering how the attention of 
British capitalists could be drawn to the undeveloped resources 
of the Colony. 1 am informed by my Ministers that some 
efforts have been made in previous years in this direction, but 
that the results have not been encouraging. The trade of the 
Colony is being lost to the United Kingdom, and is passing to 
Canada and the United States. The best remedy for thi.s. 
probably the only one, would be that British capitalists should 
take a much greater share in the development of this Colony 
than is the case at present." 

the one 
:retary's attention 
to "how completely this Colony is dependent on other countries 
for its food."' He did not think it probable that their was any 
other country of equal size and importance that had to import 
from abroad practically the great mass of the necessaries of life. 
" How far," said he, " it may be possible to remedy this highly 
unsatisfactory state of matters, I am not in a position to form an 
opinion at present, as I am not sufficiently acquainted with the 
soil and climate to be able to say what better farming and graz- 
ing could do for this Colony. But it seems certain thit excellent 
potatoes, cabbages and other products are grown here, and that 
such cultivation could be greatly extended. That the cereals 
can be successfully cultivated on a large scale is, it appears, 
open to some doubt. It has to be reniembered that the popu- 
lation, speaking generally, is not agricultural but piscatorial. I 
observe that flour not wheat is imported here. This seems 
strange to a place like St. John's where there is water power 
close at hand, and in a country where the bye-products of the 
wheat-mill would be so useful as food for cattle and horses, 
forage for which is so largely imported at present. It appears 
there is no flour mill in the Colony." 

Sir William was always a strong Confederate. He never 
could understand why Newfoundlanders persisted in their 
prejudice against Union. He said to me on one occasion : 
" The Secretary for the Colonies favored the admission of 
Newfoundland in the Canadian Dominion, but the hitch which 
occurred when you sent your delegates (Bond, Morris, Horwood 
and Emerson) to Ottawa in 1895. it seems, has proved insuper- 
able. The difference between the Government of the Domin- 
ion and the authorities of Newfoundland was a financial one, 
some few millions being involved. It is to be hoped — now 
that a change of Government has taken place — the new Prime 
Minfster and his Cabinet will be able to arrange matters to the 
satisfaction of the Colony and the interests of the Empire."' 
This hope, however, was not realized, as Sir Edward Morris 
went out of office without accomplishing anything more in 
that direction than his predecessors. 

Obviously, what we want here before reconsidering the 
qustion of Confederation is the reconstruction of the Liberal 
Party with additional strong men in the Cabinet — men who 
will think more of great causes than of mere Party conse- 
quences, who will show more of the massiveness and dignity of 
real statesmanship and less of dodgery and finesse than we have 
been accustomed to in recent years. The man who is best 
calculated to restore Liberalism to its true estate should possess 
the qualities which were most dominant in the late Sir William 
Whiteway's character. We must have done with time serving. 
Vote-catching is the most contemptible device that a party 



leader can put himself to ; and he (Sir William) honorably 
distmguished himself by his refusal to take part in tactics which 
are in themselves discreditable, and in their ultimate issue 
disastrous to those who adopt them. 

It seems to me that we have come upon a time when there 
are more difficult problems facing those who have to guide the 
counsels of the people than have happened for many a genera- 
tion, if ever before. There are vast masses of men everywhere 
who have no evil will, against whom no harm can be stated, 
who have only this one wish, this one demand— that the labor 
which they are prepared to give should be accepted, and bare 
sustenance given them in place of it, and to whom it has been 
necessary from sheer want of employment to give in return a 
disappointing answer. We pass these things over, we express 
them in brief language ; as the informatioh flies rapidly under 
our eyes we do not take notice of what misery, what despair to 
men, what utter despair to women and children, what physical 
suffering is involved in those frigthful facts. As long as the 
problem of the unemployed presents to us the features shown 
to us during the past few months, it cannot be said that the 
duty of our statemen and politicians has been discharged if 
they do not make an attempt, at ail events, to solve them with 
the utmost energy in their power. 

Like most medical men. Governor MacGregor was fond of his 
profession and frequently visited the General Hospital, in which 
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he took a great deal of interest. I once made the remark to him 
that hospitals were ancient institutions. He immediately 
answered : — " The Buddhist King Asoka (263-226 B.C.) 
instituted hospitals for men and animals, and employed con- 
sultants and provided dispensaries just as in a modern clinic or 
out patient department." Certainly love of science was not a 
more powerful motive with this good monarch than love of his 
fellows, with love animated by the noble spirit of the Indian 
saying recorded by the Orientatist Bothling : — " Is any man sick ? 
The Physician is his father. Does he get round ? The 
Physician is his friend. Is his ailment over and his health re- 
establised ? The Physician is his guardian." 

Sir William seemed to have a high regard for our Dominion 
and was very optimistic with respect to its future. In one of his 
speeches at the opening of the Legislature he said: "It is 
gratifying to be able to congratulate you and the country upon 
the prosperity which has generally attended the fishery opera- 
tions of the past season, and I trust that this increased product 
of our great staple, upon which you have ever mainly to depend, 
will not be without having a permanently salutary effect among 
the toilers and all classes of the people." 

Although accustomed to classifying men, Sir William found 
it hard to get some of his new friends and advisers into any of 
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his pigeon holes. His impulsive vehemence was associated 
with a singular power of self-control and a deep-seated reserve, 
not easily penetrated. Free-handed generosity lay side by side 
with much tenacity of insistence on any right small or great ; 
intense self-respect and a somewhat stern independence, with 
a sympathetic geniality of manner, especially towards young 
people with whom he was always a great favorite. Flights of 
imaginative rhetoric, which amused (and sometimes amazed) 
more phlegmatic people, proceeded from a singularly clear and 
hard-headed-reasoner, over-scrupulous, if that may be, about 
keeping within the strictest limits of logical demonstration ; and 
sincere to the core. A bright and very genial companion. Sir 
William had little of that quick appreciation of the humorous 
side of things in general, and of one's self in particular, which 
is as oil to the waves of life, and which was so characteristic of 
Governor Boyle. 

After his return from Northern Labrador, the remainder of 
Sir William's sojurn with us was fully occupied. Almost every 
other day or night he had to preside at, or address, some public 
or private gathering and, being a good speaker, he seldom 
failed to get a large audience. He took ai; earnest and active 
interest in educational matters, visited the different colleges and 
high schools frequently, and a^'ailed of every opportunity to say 
a word of encouragement to those engaged in teaching, as well 
as to the pupils themselves. On one occasion I happened t ) he 
present when he spoke along these lines : '■ Try to write well. 
Everybody who can talk can write, although not necessirily

well. Writing is only concentrated talk. If you find the first 
effort of setting down independent thought on paper too ardu- 
ous, say what you have to say to some more skilful friend : he 
will write it down, but it will be your production. If you are 
interested in things of the mind, talk about them — if you can 
get any one to listen. If you eannot find a sympathetic ear, 
discuss them, like Demosthenes, with the waves. Do not keep 
silent." 

At the beginning of this article, when I referred to Sir 
William MacGregor's family, I omitted to mention that one of 
his daughters, the pet of the family — he used to call her his 
little Fijian " — was born in far away Fiji. Such, however, was 
the case, and it always amused me to notice, whenever either 
of her parents spoke of the event, how proud she seemed to be 
of the place of her nativity. But she did not remain long with 
us. A year or so before her father left for the Antipodes, she 
preceded him to London and became the charming young wife 
of Coinmodore Paget, cousin, I believe, of the present Marquis 
of Anglesey. Speaking of Fiji reminds me that Sir William 
had in his many strange and eventful experiences, while acting 
as British Commissioner there, one of a particularly undesirable 
nature. In the interior of those islands many of the people 
were savages, and cannibalism was a common practice with

"trusting to Providence," and went, with the result that he 
never returned. Some time afterwards, on certain rumors 
reaching the authorities regarding the cruelties of two of the 
native chiefs. Sir William started out with a punitive expedition 
to call the offenders to account. On his approach, the savages 
retreated to the forests, leaving behind them in several places 
gruesome evidences of their cannibal feasts. These included 
an arm and a leg of the unfortunate missionary, together with 
some of the limbs and clothing of other victims, 
remains were tenderly gathered up and taken 
nearest town for Christian burial. 

Since then other missionaries have continued the work and 
cannibalism has become a thing of the past in those islands. 

" In 183s," said Sir William in relating to the matter to me, 
"two Methodist missionaries made the first attempt to introduce 
Christianity into Fiji ; missionaries of other sects followed ; and 
after the usual history of massacres and persecutions, the 
churches report a most wonderful success. To-day there are 
said to be more than 1,000 chapels and preaching places, 1,800 
day schools, a theological institute, and more than 120,000 
regular attendants on public worship. As a matter of fact, the 
Fijian boys and girls now are better provided with educational 
facilities than are the young people of Newfoundland, in spite 
of our much-vaunted claims to a higher standard of civilization 
generally." 

On their first arrival here Sir William and Lady MacGegor 
brought with them to St. John's perhaps one of the largest and 
finest collection of curios, &c., ever possessed by a colonial vice- 
roy and his consort. It was a source of great pleasure 10 all 
who visittd Government House in tho^e da)s to be shown 
through their Excellencies' " curiosity shop" and to see the 
variety of strange implements of war and peace which the genial 
hosts Weighted to exhibit and describe. Conspicuously dis- 
played, in places set apart for 'hem, were bows and arrows, 
spears and assagais, calabashes and quaint musical instru- 
ments, most of them the gifts of tribal chieftains at Fiji, New- 
Guinea, Lagos, South Africa and elsewhere. What became of 
tliis unique and invaluable collection ? I cani.ot locate it all. 
Probably Sir William and Lady MacGregor took some of it 
away with them ; but I do know that they sent a considerable 
part of it to our local Museum, where it remains on exhibition, 
and where the affable and obliging Mr. William Duggan, still 
delights to enlarge on the gift itself as well as on the givers. 

Sir William MacGregor left Newfoundland in 1909. followed 
by the good wishes of the people generally who were pleased to 
know that his services had already been enlisted in a larger 
sphere of usefulness. He retired in 1914, and died in 1919 
sincerely regretted by all who personally knew him.

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^ British Empire Exhibition 1923. ^ 




^_c!S^ RRANGEMENTS are being made in London for the 
holding of a British Enipire Exhibition in 1923 
under the patronage of His Majesty the King. 
The Prince of Wales is President of the General 
Committee, and Lord Morris is Chairman of the 
Executive Council. The Exhibition will be held at Wembley 
Park, Middlesex, from April to October, 1923, and will furnish 
a unique opportunity for a review of the Empire's resources and 
manifold activities. Wembley Park has been purchased at a 
cost of ;£^65,ooo and handed over to the committee for the 
exhibition's purposes, and everything connected with the project 



ter since the Colonial and Indian Exhibition at South Kensing- 
ton in 1886. That Exhibition, however, whilst fully representa- 
tive of the Overseas Dominions, did not include products of 
the United Kingdom. 

At the coming one it is intended to give adequate representa- 
tion of the resources of the Home Country as well, and in every 
department it is expected to be more extensive. That is as it 
should be, for, as the organisers point out, the last thirty-five 
years have brought with them a considerable growth in the 
resources of the Empire. The area of the Empire, for example, 
has expanded from nine million to over thirteen and a half 
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will be done on a similar ambiiious scale. The builJing alone 
will cost over a million pounds and it is hoped to have a gener- 
ous participation in the project by every section of the British 
Empire. We understand thit Newfoundland will be offered 
every concession granted to any other exhibitor and that our 
Government, will in the not-distant future be officially invited 
•ly the Secretary and the Administrative Committee to partici- 
pate in the Exhibition. 

English papers tell of the progress that is being m.ide already 
with the arrangements for holding this Empire Exhibition. It 
will be the first Imperial Exhibition of a comprehensive charac- 



million square miles— including assigned ex-German Colonies 
but not including Palestine and Mesopotamia : the population 
has risen from 320 millions to 450 millions: the exports from 
the United Kingdom to other parts of the Empire have increased 
in value from ;^7S, 000,000 to ;^50i, 000,000 and the imports 
from those other parts from ;^8i,ooo,ooo, to ^560,000,000 and 
the shipping tonnage of the Empire has grown from eleven 
million to twenty and a half millions. 

The idea of such an exhibition was first mentioned by Lord 
Strathcona in 1913, but the outbreak of the war necessitated its 
postponement. When hostilities ceased it was revived, and at

a meeting convened by the British Empire League on May 20th, 
1919, and attended by Minister, High Commissioner, and 
Agents-General of the Overseas Dominions, a resolution was 
passed unanimously in its favor. Since then the King has con- 
sented to become patron of the exhibition and the Prince of 
Wales to be President of the General Committee. Parliament 
has authorized the Government to contribute to the guarantee 
fund, a powerful executive council has been formed, the co- 
operation of India and the Overseas Dominions has been invited 
and the Prince of Wales has asked the Lord Mayors and 
Mayors of the chief cities and boroughs of the United Kint^dom 
to form local committees. 

Newfoundland, no doubt, will be well represented at this 
exhibition. At all events, every reasonable effort should be 
made to secure an exhibit that will be adequately descriptive 
of the resources of this country. But it seems to us that a 



special opportunity will offer to this Island to " put its best foot 
forward" and make a showing on its own account of its indus- 
trial developments and possibilities. We have great natural re- 
sources in Newfoundland, which we are doing far to little to 
adrerdse abroad. There are many things about our country 
that should be attractive to the capitalist as well as the prospec- 
tive settler, and we should take advantage of everj' opportunity 
to place them before the British public. 

If the matter is taken in hand vigorously Newfoundland can 
make a display at the Empire Exhibition which, in variety and 
quality, will compare most favorably with any exhibit which any 
other of the Dominions can assemble. Now is the time to get 
to work and prepare to make an exhibit that will be worth 
while. It cannot be done without expense, of course, but the 
cost of it, we believe, will be money well spent. 
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^ Ships of Early Atlantic Adventurers* dt 

By Dr. Arthur Selwyn-Brown. 

I HE Atlantic has played a grand role in the history 

of adventure and shipping developirient. From 

the time when the Phcenicians circumnavigated 

the African continent until a few weeks ago when 

a new type of Cunarder entered the port of New 

York on her maiden voyage, there have been en- 
ergetic explorers ready to face all dangers to fight a cause, dis- 
cover new lands, or seek treasure. The lure of gold and fame 
have impelled many to plan and successfu'ly carry through il- 
lustrious historic sea adventures. We are reminded of some of 
these by the wonderful mural decorations in the new offices of 
the Cunard Company in New Vork City. 

One of the great exploits in early navigation was the voyage 
of the Greek adventurer Pytheas to the Baltic and White and 
Kara seas. This great navigator, setting out from Marseilles 
in B.C. 320, a short time after the death of Alexander the Great, 
sailed around the Baltic Sea, up the Norwegian Coast to the 
North Cape, and then into the Arctic seas to the north. On his 
return voyage, he lingered on the East Coast of England and 
made many excursions inland to gain data for his book describ- 
ing what he saw during his expedition. The ancient world 
learnt about the Scandiiav'an and Baltic peoples from this early 
e:iplorer and gleaned its fi st authentic knowledge of the ancient 
Britons and the Polar seas. He also taught t le peoples of the

Full details of the Baltic 
amber depo its and trade, and the Cornish tin trade, were fur- 
nish-d by Pythens. The amber trade had been developed in 
prehistoric times through the Sacred Road which ran across 
Europe frotn the Adriatic to the noithern coast of Germany. 
But none of the traders was able to successfully describe the 
manner in which the amber was found. That work was left for 
P)the^s. This early seaman described Britain as a three- 
cornered ishnd shap-d like the h-ad of a battle axe, and a land 
of much rain and little sunshine. Wheat grew plentifully in the 
so thern parts and was threshed out and stored in covered 
barns. He also noted that the Britons were fond of drinking 
metheglin. a mixture made from wheat and honey. 

None of the books Pytheas wrote has come down to us and 
our knowledge of them is derived from quotations in the works 
of other writers. Some of these quotations are obscure, and one 
has led some historians to believe that Pytheas visited Iceland. 
It seems most probable that he never went as far as that. Per- 
haps earlier Greek captains made that voyage. A statement by 
Plato, to the efiEect that owing to the destruction of the Atlantis, 
civilization suffered a serious set-back, causing a loss to the 
Athenians of much knowledge, comprized a suggestion, it seems 
that reports about North Atlantic peoples had been lost to 
the early Greeks. 
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The ships of the early Mediterranean peoples were fairly 
large, decked triremes. These were built of wood. They often 
had several decks and more than one mast. Usually they had 
only one mast and one deck. They weie propelled both by 
rowing and sailing. Some of these vessels were 150 feet in 
length and carried crews of 200 men. Some of the Roman 
ships employed in the grain trade between Egypt and Italy, at a 
later period were several thousand tons in burthen and carried 
three masts and square sails. Their passengers and crews ex- 
ceeding 300 people. Ship-building became a lost art after the 
destruction of Rome. 

The voyaging of the Vikings began about A.D. 795. They 
started with small rowing, canoe-shaped boats of a primitive 
type. They were primitive men whose ideals were lives of 
physical activity. They relished deeds calling for physical 
strength, courage and skill in self preservation under adversity. 
Such men were content with simple boats and simple means of 
travelling. The early excursions of the Vikmgs tolcelind, 
Greenland, and Newfoundland, which they callid Vineland the 
Good, on account of the fine wines the settlers made from the 
native fruit berries, were carried out in very frail bials. 

There are several Viking ships preserved in European 
museums which disclose the character of the craft those hardy 
adventurers used for their sea excursions. 1 he best example 
is known as the Gokstad ship. It is preserved in the museum 
in Christiania. This bo it i-; canoe sh ipe i, seventy-five 
feet long, fifteen ftet in beim and ihrte and a half 
feet deep. It h..d no niddt-r. but, like a life boat, was 
steered by a starbonrd, or a ste.-ii 'g car. Ships like thii

The Atlantic 
and Arctic seas were txilored and traversed, and the trade of 
Gei nla'id and Icclii d was carried on with ships smaller and 
more pinitive than the Gokstad ship. The illustration show- 
ing Leif Ericson's expedition to Newfoundland depicts typical 
Viking deep sea ships u>ing both s.ails and oars. 

The Viking activities commenced about 795 A.D , although 
t >e t'arly Norse settlers reported having learnt from the Eskimo 
that in a place later named Vineland, many years before the 
No-se arrived, there was a settlement of men dressed in white. 
These are believed to have been early Chiistian Missionaries 
who, having converted Ireland to their beliefs, sailed westward 
to spread the Gospel of Christ in new lands. It would seem 
from these accounts that the first Europeans to cross the 
A'lantic w'ere not the Vikings but the earlv Newfoundland 
Missionaries. 

It is ^ ell established that the Christian Mi.sionaiies, having 
completed their work in Ireland, migrated to Iceand abotU 
795 Some ot them sailed down the coast of Labrador and. 
doubtless also vistted New foundland. They were soon followed

Indians, and the early Gauls, they believed that there was an 
after-life in regions beyond the stars. The dead were borne to 
those spirit lands in ships. Whenever a man died a model of a 
ship, or boat, was buried with him to ferry his spirit to the 
regions of eternal life beyond the stars. Burial ships have been 
tfound in Greenland, Iceland, England, Scandinavia, France and 
Spain. This practice was widespread wherever the Vikings 
journied. These hardy sea explorers lived loughly and peril- 
ously on ships and dreamed of taking a final sail on a fairy bark 
to a beautiful haven of rest bevond the skies. Friends always 
provided the bark and provisions for the voyage at the burial. 

The ships used in the Atlantic voyages of Columbus, Cabot, 
Drake, and the Elizabethan buccaneers were larger, more com- 
fortable and speedier sailors than those of the Vikings, although 
modern seafarers would find them mightily uncomfortable. 
Such ships have been splendidly pictured in the Cunard Build- 
ing, New York, by Ezra Winter, the American mural decorator. 
They are reproduced above. 

Glancing at these interesting picture";, we m.iy see that the 
history of civilization can be depicted by a series of models or 
drawings of ships. Each age, country, and in many instances 
each district, exhibits its own peculiarities in ships and shipping 
customs. Modern vessels show how wide is the gap between 
our civilization and that of the early Atlantic adventurers.

!T was not unusual in Queen Elizabeth's time for 
English knights to take command of trading ves- 
sels engaged in foreign voyages. In English 
naval history, several such knights occupied posi- 
tions of prominence. In subsequent period.s, 
however, titled sailors confined their activities to 
the Navy. In the recent honor list presented to the British 
Parliament the names of the senior captains of the Cunard and 
White Star Companies appeared as Knights Commander of the 
Order of rhe British Empire. Subsequently, Sir James Charles 
was appointed Fleet Commodore of the Cunard Line. These 
appointments have apparently opened up a new era with respect 
to the position of the merchant navy's profession. 

Few bridge officers of to-day are as well known to the travel" 
ling public and none are better liked than the capable Comman- 
der of the Aqidtania who is just rounding out forty-one 
yeirs of service on the sea, twenty - six as a Cunard 
officer. He was awarded the C.B. (Companion of ihe Bath) in 
191 1, in recognition of his services to the merchant mirine. 
His C.B E. (Commander of the Order of the British Empire) 
came to him in 1919 for his war work and he was subs qnently 
promoted to K.B.E. (Knight Commander of the Order of the 
British Empire) with the title of " Sir." He also has ths Royal

ticeship in sail. 

Sir James has been on the Cunard Line staff :ince 1895, 
when he joined the Lucania as fourth officer. In 1900, he 
became ciiief < ffi er of the Etruria and four years Liter was 
placed in commind of the Aleppo. During the next ten years 
he commanded no fewer than ten Cunaiders, being in command 
o[ ihe Lusitania with brief intervals from 1910 to 1914, when 
he was appointed to the Mauretania. He has a di-,iinguished

war service, having been in charge of the Saxonia, Ausouia, 
Mauretania and Carmania during the various services of these 
.■■hips as naval transports, hospital ships and in their various 
company duties. 

He first assumed command of the Aqiiitama in March of 
1918 when that vessel was under naval control as a transport. 
During the spring of that year the Aquitania transported 47,867 
American troops in nine voyages. When the Aquitania re- 
entered service after her reconditioning and conversion into an 
oil burner, Sir James again took command. 

In addition to his services on the commanding bridge at sea. 
Sir James has acted. 1912-1913, as a member of the British 
Diparmental Committee on Boats and Davits and, 1913-1914, 
as Nautical Advisor to the British Delegation, International 
Conference on Safety of Life at Sea.

I EWFOUNDLAND was discovered in 1497. 

Pedley in his History of Newfoundland quotes 
froni Anderson's History of the Colonial Church, 
from an account of the Privy Purse Expenses of 
Henry VH., now amongst MSS. in the British 
Museum : " 1497, August 10. To hym that found 
the New I-.le ^10." 

A recently appointed Newfoundland Commissioner abroad, in 
an afte -dinner speech, is credited with having stated, in refer- 
ence to this subject, " that, in his opinion. King Henry paid a 
g-^eat deal too much money for the new possession." It may be 
that some wag made this statement for the Commissioner. 

From the days of its discovery, however, to use Lord 
Salisbury's oft-repeated reference, the Island has been "the 
sport of historic misfortune," and it applies particularly to agri- 
culture. 

In 1674-5 the merchant adventurers pointed out to the British 
Government * " that the country was not fit for a Colony by 
reason of the infertility of the soil and the rigour of the climate ; 
if made a Colony it would injure His Majesty's revenue, . . . 
that all plantations in Newfoundland should be discouraged." 

The following extracts, from Governor Palliser's decision, 
will give some idea of the progress made at this date : — 

"Court House, St. John's, 28th July, 1766. 

"Some dispute having lately arisen about property in land 
and a right of cutting grass in this country, the parties being 
concerned in those disputes being summoned and present, . . . 
when it was agreed by all present that it ever has been a prac- 
tice allowed of to enclose spots for gardens and potato grounds, 
so far back as when no fishing works can be made, but no Gov- 
ernor or other person having ever been empowered to parcel 
out and divide lands or to pass patents or grants for lands in 
this country, the whole must be deemed according to the Fishing 
Act a Public Comm;.n and free to all persons to cut wood . . . 
or to turn cattle upon, or to cut grass, and every one may take 
away what thev cut. But of late years several persons have 
enclosed most of the few places that produce grass and thence 
pretend to claim such as their property. ... 

" In order to prevent these practices, ... I hereby order 

and direct as follows : — . • u 11 

" ,st— That all lands that are not actually fenced in shall 
remain open, public and common to all persons without distinc- 
tion, to cut wood for the use of the fisheries, fuel, &c., to turn 
cattle upon, and to cut grass. 
» I'edley's History. 



" 2nd. — That if any of the places now actually enclosed and 
hereby permitted to remain so and are ever hereafter left un- 
fenced in during one year, such places shall revert to the Public 
Common. 

" 3rd. — That if any person hereafter shall presume to fence 
in or enclose any lands (other than are so at this day), contrary 
to this order, all persons are at liberty to take down such fences 
or enclosures." 

1785. — Permission given to import bread, flour and live stock 
from the United States in British bottoms. 

Governor Keats arrived in St. John's in May 31, 1813. His 
commission required him to encourage the cultivation of the soil. 
At this time twenty-six persons had enclosed plots of land of 
various dimensions, but amounting in the aggregate to seventy- 
five acres outside the town of St. John's. 

Reporting the success of the measure, the Governor later 
writes : — 

* " More than a thousand acres are in cultivation, and as many 
more perhaps enclosed, the produce of which is confined to hay, 
potatoes and vegetables of various kinds, crops of which may 
be seen as plentiful as in England, whilst the environment of the 
town, the natural beauties of w h'ch are very striking, present 
to the view several neat, well cultivated and productive little 
farms." 

In 1825, Capt. Cochrane succeeds to the Governorship. He 
introduces Road building. 

In 1842, Sir John Harvey, Governor, arrives. He succeeds in 
forming the first Agricultural Society. 

In 1843, at Brookfield ploughing matches were organized in 
which there were thirteen competitors. Prizes were given for 
the best standing crops and best cultivated fields. Horse races 
took place. Four thousand persons visited Brookfield that day. 
Enthusiasm reached the limit point. 

Before leaving the country in 1844, the Agricultural Society 
presented His Excellency with an address, of which tlie follow- 
ing is an extract : — 

" Called into operation very soon after Your Excellency's 
arrival in Newfoundland, the Society has, under the influence of 
your Excellency's continued enccurHgement and suppoit, steadily 
advanced in the diffusion of a desire for agricultural knowledge, 
and has, by means to which we need not at present more parti-

cularly allude, succeeded not only in introducing great improve- 
ments in the practice of agriculture, but in developing some of 
the natural resources of ihe Colony which were previously but 
imperfectly known, and in thereby conferring upon its inhabi- 
tants the most sub'^tintial benefits, the good effects of which are 
becoming every day more apparent, and we feel certain it will 
afford Your Excellency great satisfaction to be assured that the 
Society will long cherish the reuiemberance of Your Excellency's 
example which it will be their constant aim to emulate and 
promote." 

In connection with the famous Bait Act, in 1887, Governor 
Des Vceux writes to the Foreign Office, as follows : — 

* " As regards agriculture, there are no doubt large tracts of 
waste landin the Colony which are fairly capable of cultivation, 
and it may therefore be asked, why is the attention of the popu- 
lation not directed to this as a resource, and why cannot they 
succeed as cultivators for instance as the people of Manitoba, 
who have an even more inhospitable climate, and are many of 
them equally without training to agricultural pursuits. 

" The reply is, that though the cold of Newfoundland is by no 
means as intense as that of Manitoba, or even that of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, the winter here is equally long, if not longer, 
than it is there while, on the other hand, there is an absence of 
the extreme heat of summer which prevails in Canada, and thus 
Wheat, Barley, Maize, Apples, &c., which are the main depen- 
dence of the Canadian farmer, cannot unless under exceptional 
conditions, be brought to maturity here, while even Oats fre- 
quently fail to ripen from the same cause, and have to be cut as 
fodder for cattle. Moreover, as regards the soil, I question 
whether the extremest enthusiast would venture to compare the 
capabilities of even that comparatively small portion of it which 
is cultivable with the prairie lands of Manitoba and the Western 
United States so that while the latter are still so partially settled 
there is absolutely no prospect whatever that the harvest of New- 
foundland soil can ever take the place of the products of its 
seas, for the purjjose of export to outside markets. 

" Newfoundland might very possibly, produce all the potatoes 
and meal which it requires for its own consumption, if any con- 
siderable portion of its pupulation could be induced to overcome

its reluctance to abandon the sea and betake itself exclusively to 
the cultivation of the soil, which same, though probably no very 
great advance might be made in this direction, even under the 
present system of combining farmirg with fishing puisuits; but 
even this comparatively small advantage would involve a great 
change in the habits of the people that could only be brought 
about gradually, and which when accomplished would afford 
only to a limited. number a very bare support. It would create 
nothing to exchange with the outside world for wheat, coal and 
other articles that have come to be regarded as necessaries of 
life and would not, in any appreciable degree, hinder the rapid 
decay of wealth or prevent the consequent collapse of the 
revenue that would result from continuously unremunerative 
fisheries." 

I have reproduced ancient and recent history to draw atten- 
tion to the degree of encouragement people who were interested 
in Agriculture met with up to this time. More recently, bonuses 
have been paid for clearing land, half of which was paid when 
he land was ready for the seed, the balance was given when 
the seed was planted, and there is no doubt that it was a very 
good way of creating interest in the soil. It, at the same 
time, was a real help to many a poor familv, but the practice 
was not educational so far as agriculture was concerned 

The creation of a Model Farm on the Newtown Road was the 
first distinctly agricultural educational Institution ever under-

twenty years old, taken from a bed or the parlor floor and 
"gotten up" for the occasion as "sure prize winners," are 
probably just as inspiring exhibits at an agricultural show as a 
miscellaneous collection of huge ill-shaped, deep eyed potatoes 
of all sizes and different varieties. A large exhibit of well 
selected potatoes, of uniform size, with smooth skins and 
shallow eyes, of the best varieties grown, nicely placed, will 
attract the attention and keen interest of almost eveijbody 
attending the show. 

An instructor, however, having two such exhibits of potatoes 
as " object lessons " would point out the cause of the coarseness 
in the one lot and also tell his audience how everybody who 
chose could have crops like the prize winners : how the grower 
who knows his business would not plant a potato having deep 
'iyes for seed purposes, for the reason that his time was too 
precious to waste in growing potatoes that he could not sell 
quickly at the best prices. He wanted the purchaser to remain 
his custoiner and by supplying potatoes that the housekeeper 
did not need to chip fully one half away in the process of 
peeling, and he knew as the graded potatoes were nearly all 



about the same size, a whole pot full of them would be fully 
cooked at the same instant, there being no small ones to become 
water-soaked while the larger tubers were boiling. The instruc- 
tor would also tell us that the proper time to select seed 
potatoes was when the crop was being dug. He'd select the 
best and most healthy looking stalks and from which, as " like 
breeds like," only good sound potatoes of unifonn size would 
be gathered for seed purposes and carefully put away in shallow 
boxes with air spaces between the layers. They should not be 
kept in bulk under any circumstances and should be picked 
over several times during the winter. 

The potato takes a very important place in our food supply, 
yet a great many people depend entirely upon the refuse left 
over from the winter's stock to plant out their gardens with, and 
imagine they are economizing. 

He would also point out to the person whose garden is 
infected with Canker to such an extent that he practically had 
nothing left in it, that had not become diseased, to dig — the risk 
he runs by planting potatoes, that are not immune to the 
disease, in infected ground. In these times when everything is

high priced, one wants to get the very best returns possible 
from his land and often has to rely upon fertilizer for con- 
siderable of his crops. Here again the instructor on Agricul- 
ture would be a real help in pointing out how best to improve 
old pasture land ; how to use a limited quantity of manure in 
conjunction uith certain fertilizers in a rotation of crops. 

The 'Demonstration Farm" — the " object lesson," is very 
much needed in this country in populous central places where 
good land exists, juding from the large quantity of correspon- 
dence received and by the personal interviews given parties 
seeking information. 

The material for a first class Demonstration Farm is already 
right at hand in St. John's West. The land is there, the 
animals are there, but the barns and the buildings where the 
" object lessons in live stock could be discussed are wanting 
through lack of funds," — such " object lessons," for example, as 
Professor Standish provided at the General Exhibition, and 
also such as Professor Landry gave when judging poultry. 
This, then, is what I mean by Agricultural Education. If 



such had been taught here twenty years before Governor Des 
Voeux sent off the referred-to dispatch, that dispatch never 
would have been written, and the scandal of sending so much 
money away for vegetables, hay, beef and pork, year after year, 
would long since have been a thing of the past. 

In a former article in this Journal, I stated that a " giants 
opportunity was right here," and it is true, and the 
"giant" will lift the Agricultural Department completely 
out of that political vortex into which bulls and potatoes, and 
pigs, and seeds, and rams, for many years past, have become 
absorbed, and place it on a pedestal entirely its own. The 
"giant's opportunity " lies in his strength and courage to do 
this thing. Politicians, generally, I believe, would hail such a 
change with relief and the country would be very much the 
better off: for it. 

In the hands of the "Giant," the live stock and general 
farming industry will completely change the present agricultural 
aspect of the country, and the " object lesson " will be his 
magic wand.

will administer the Government." 

The Hon. Mr. Hand is a native of Sf. John's, son of ihe late 
John Hand, granson of the late Pierce Phelan, and princip.il of 
the large and progressive firm of J. P. Hand & Co., Bermuda, 
Trinidad, Jamaica and Newfoundland. 

He is an ex pupil of the Chrislian Brothers' Schools, St. 
Patrick's Hall, and for some years worked at Messrs. Harvey & 
Coy's., wh^re he was generally esteemed, but owing to ill health 
he emigrated to Bermuda ab jut twenty years ago, where he took 
supervision of Harv( y & Coy's, business. The prominence 
gained by him in s-ocial and commercial life is emphasized by 
his recent honours. He is also Chairman of the Chambers of 
Commerce ot Bertuuda.

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The Late Hon» John Browning, M.L.C. 



HON, John Browning, Member of the Legislative Counci-1 
and Principal of the firm of G. Browning & Son, passed 
away at his honne, Vigornia, King's Bridge Road, Sept. 4, 
from an attack of heart failure with which he was taken on the 
previous morn'ng. 

The announcement of his passing, coming as it did unexpec 
tedly was received throughout the city with surprise and regret, 
the predominant feeling common to all who knew him being that 
the community had lost a man whom at the present juncture it 
it could ill afford to lose. 

The late John Browning was a man of the strongest convic- 
tions, one who left the impress of his personality upon that, 
whatever it may be, which received his attention. A son of the 
late Gilbert Browning, who was the founder of the well known 
manufacturing firm of G. Browning & Son, Ltd., deceased was

born in St. John's 65 years ago and on the death of his father 
succeeded him as head of the business. In commercial life 
Mr. Browning weilded exceptional power, whatever his aims, he 
was never daunted by obstacles be they great or small, that 
stood in the way of their attainment, but withal, he was sincere- 
ly fair and just in all his dealings. It could never be said of 
John Browning that he chose the line of least resistance, rather 
indeed did it often seem that with him, the keener the opposi- 
tion, the greater was his enjoyment in struggle to overcome it. 
While he was indefatigable in the promotion of his private 
interests, he was equally untiring and no less whole-heartedly 
interested in any project or problem of a public nature that 
demanded his assistance in support or elucidation and it may 
truly be said that in this connection his most helpful tribute 
was that, his views were always expressed without fear, favor 
or affeccion. He cared not for popular favor nor did 
he ever seek to qualify an expression of his opinions for 
the sake of avoiding conflict with those who did not see eye to 
eye with him. His, however, was the frank and manly nature 
of the man who unconsciously rose above the influence of petty 
or insignificant considerations and wherever his pronouncement, 
terse and uncompromising as they often were, induced a feeling 
of pique in others, it was soon dispersed by a heartiness of man- 
ner and a manifest bigness of nature that were characteristic 
of him. 



In 1920 the late John Browning was appointed member of 
the Legislative Council and although the deliberation.s of that 
chamber were assisted by his wide experience and exceptional 
ability for but two sessions, nevertheless, even in that short time 
he wrote himself down as a master in debate as he had previ- 
ously proved himself without peer in the particular circle of 
financial and commercial life which was the fount of the abund- 
ance of practical knowledge that gave his opinions a weight 
beyond the average. There was nothing of the partisan about 
him but on the contrary, when he was convinced that was right, 
he supported it, and it was well known (hat to him the sophist 
and the dissembler were alike unworthy of attention. 

In patriotic work, too, Mr. Brow ning was foremost in " doing his 
bit" but he was never in the fore front with those who sought 
the "applause of the multitude" or the recognition which may 
justly have been regarded as his due. Mr. Browning did a good 
deed for its own sake and not because of what it would mean to 
his material welfare. 

He was a prominent member of the Anglican Church being 
identified wiih St. Thomas's Church.

For many yeais Mr. Browning was 
President of St. Andrew's Society. He leaves a widow, two 
sisters, the Misses Browning of Richmond, two brothers, Mr. 'I'. 
B. Browning of London, E' gland, and Mr. Lewis Browning of 
California. Mr. James Crawford, a nephew, has recently been 
associated with him in his business in this city. The late 
Donald Browning, K C, was a brother. 

Although he had not been enjoying his accustomed good 
health for some few years, it was not thought that the deceased 
was approaching the end, and the shock which his almost sud- 
den passing meant to the community is only outweighed by the 
realization of how great will be his loss.

The proceedings opened with grace by the Rev. James Bell. 
After Luncheon, on the call of the Chairman, the Loyal 
Toasts were enthusiastically honoured. 

The Chairman: It affords me the greatest pleasure to 
have so many Newfoundland members here to-day at what is 
really the first Meeting of the Newfoundland Club. I wish to 
tender to everyone a sincere and cordial welcome. We are 
fortunate and very favoured to-day in having with us, amongst 
other distinguished guests, Lord Birkenhead, the Lord High 
Chancellor, who has very kindly consented to propose the toast 
of "The Newfoundland Club." I will now with his permission 
ask him if he will propose that toast. 

Lord Birkenhead : Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, 
the pressure under which many of us have to work must be the 
excuse for somewhat accelerating the very short oratorical busi- 
ness of the day. In proposing this toast, I shall be able to 
couple with it the name of your Chairman, because I know as 
everyone knows, the great obligation under which the Colony 
of Newfoundland has been for his service in this country. 
I think, ladies and gentlmen, this is a very remarkable gather- 
ing because, after all, the Colony of Newfoundland is a very 
small one, and this luncheon party is a very large one, 
so that it is very creditable to the enterprise of the citizens 
of Newfoundland here in this country that there are so 
many present to meet together to celebrate the Newfound- 
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land Club which is so totally bound up with the history 
of the Colony. You need no reminders from me of the 
many circumstances which lend interest to the long story of 
what one must never forget is, after all, the oldest of our 
Colonies. I speak in the most guarded way in the presence of 
my old friend, Sir George Perley, who represents the great 
Dominion of Canada, which has long been throwing covetous 
eyes over the Colony of Newfoundland, especially when he 
comes to this lunch and sees how powerful and numerous are 
the supporters of Newfoundland, and I may remind him and 
some others of the observation which I myself made long ago, 
that whilst the men and the women who were born in New- 
foundland are perfectly willing and indeed in the habit of 
abusing it, they never allow anybody else to do so. It is all 
to the good that you should have formed a Club in London 
where you can meet together and discuss matters about that 
Colony of Newfoundland which his played so great a part in 
the lives of so many of you. I am here to-day in view of the

circumstances of some twenty-five years ago, when I produced 
a volume on the subject of Newfoundland. I propose this 
toast gladly, and I know you will not put it down as rudeness 
on my part if I am compelled to leave the moment this toast is 
accepted, as I have to open in a few moments time the Inter- 
national Meeting of the Chambers of Commerce of the World, 
and therefore I know all the guests here will kindly allow me to 
leave. Without further words, ladies and gentlemen, I ask you 
to raise your glasses to the Toast of the Newfoundland Club, 
coupled with the name of the High Commissioner, Sir Edgar 
R. Bowring. 

The Toast was enthusiastically honoured. 

Sir Edgar Bowring : I am sure we have all listened with 
great interest to the remarks made by the Lord Chancellor. 
His Lordship identified himself with Newfoundland many years 
ago when he wrote the " Story of Newfoundland," a valuable 
contribution to the Colony's literature. Although Viscount 
Birkenhead has not visited the Island, he has acquired a great 
deal of knowledge about its affairs and has presented a masterly 
work on the conditions that exist there, and on the various 
problems that have been met with since the Island's discovery 
over four hundred years ago. We extend a very cordial 
welcome to all those who have joined the Club and to the 
friends of Newfoundland who have assembled here to-day ; I 
think, in fact, that it is my privilege to preside over the first 
real representative gathering, in London, of native Newfound- 



landers and those closely associated with the ancient Colony. 

We had hoped to have the Prime Minister, Sir Richard 
Squires, with us at the inaugural luncheon of our Club, but he 
has been unavoidably prevented from coming over to take his 
seat at the Imperial Conference. 

Another distinguished upholder of Newfoundland is Lord 
Northcliffe, who writes to us as follows : — 

" My wife and I are extremely sorry that we cannot be 
present at the first luncheon of the Newfoundland Club on 
June 27th. On that day we are entertaining a number of 
Rotarians from the United States and Canada. 

" I think I asked to be made a member of the Newfoundland 
Club. If I did not do so, I should be greatly obliged if you 
would find someone to nominate and second me." 

Lord Northclifle is the pioneer of a great and valuable 
industry on the Island and we owe very much to his enterprise. 

Mr. Henry Riseley, the veteran Chairman of the Bristol and 
Overseas Guild, is not able to be present, but sends his regrets 
in the following words : — 

'• I am more than disappointed as I want, with your help, to 
associate myself close'y with the fortunes of Newfoundland 
in promoting the development of trade and of intimate relations, 
commercial and social, with the City of Bristol and all that 
that means." 

The objects for which the Newfoundland Club has been 
formed are to provide a gathering-ground for Newfoundlanders 
when they come to England, and to create a national spirit in 
all those who have the interests of the Colony at heart. The 
exchange of views upon all matters relating to the Island, by 
those intimately concerned in its affairs, cannot but be helpful 
in shaping our destiny. We want the influence of all our 
friends and supporters to be thrown on the side of Newfound- 
land in the Island's pursuit of further progress, and in the 
eiTorts we are making to develop our natural resources. Owing 
to our sparse population amd relatively small area (although 
with Labrador our Jurisdiction covers an area of 163.000 
square miles) the attractions of our Colony are likely to become 
obscured by the larger glories of our more opulent neighbors, 
and it is with a view to keepirg the name of the old Colonv 
and its aspirations constantly before the world that this associa- 
tion has been forn-.ed. 

We want to show some hospitality, as far as that is possible 
to Newfoundlanders, when they visit England, and this will be 
one of the duties of members of the Ciub. We have upwards 
of one hundred members to start with and everone present is 
invited to join. We are considering asking the ladies to 
become members, for the influence exercised by them is often 
greater than that of the men. 

The charge for membership in the Club will be two guineas 
for resident members of the United Kingdom and one guinea 
for Overseas and Foreign members. 

Among our guests we are privileged to welcome some of the 
members of the Newfoundland War Contingent Association, an 
organisation formed in Londen at the beginning of the war to 
look after the interests of our soldiers and sailors. The work 
done so thoroughly and so disinterestedly by the members of 
the Association will never be forgotteh by Newfoundlanders. 
Among those prominently identified with the work of the War 
Contingent Association were Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, Bart.,

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We want through the agency of this Association to foster the 
feehng of loyalty and to make more real, if that is possible, the 
affection that is deep-rooted in the breast of every Newfound 
lander for the Mother Country. Similarly we hope to stimulate 
to more vigorous action the interest that is everywhere felt in 
the Old Country towards the first born of the Imperial family. 

It is not our intention at the present time to acquire premises 
for the Club ; its headquarters will be at 58, Victoria Street, 
London, S.VV. i, which for a number of years has been the 
centre of Newfoundland's activities in London. 

Another of our objects is to stimulate interest in the resources 
of Newfoundland and to make the country better known as a 
land for the sportsman and the tourist. 

One of our guests here to-day, Mr. J. G. Millais, has testified 
to the attractiveness of Newfoundland as a country for the 
sportsman. In that gentlemen's comprehensive work on sport 
in the Colony, I find the following : — 

" In reality, Newfoundland is a most attractive place, with its 
thousands of lakes and pools; picturesqe streams teeming with 
salmon and trout; great open moors and marshes, dotted with 
the ever restless herds of Carbou. A wild sea-coast imhabited 
by thousands of sea birds ; dense forests of varied and beautiful 
trees, all contribute to make the Island one of the most delight- 
ful of all wild countries, to the sportsman and the lover of 
nature." 

Major Hesketh Prichard, the well-known novelist, writes i — 
" In a fairly wide experience I have never enjoyed any sport 
and life so greatly as I have during my three autumns spent 
among the woods and barrens of Britain's oldest Colony." 

Our close proximity to the United Kingdom should of itself 
draw visitors to our shores, more especially when we are assured 
that there is such fine sport to be had. Our hope is that New- 
foundland may one d-iy become a holiday place for visitors from 
the Old Country. With Improved communications the journey 
across the ocean should easily be -iccomplished in less than a 
week. I hope I am not unduly optimistic when I say that we 
look forward, in the not distant future, to the time when it will 
be possible to go to Newfoundland from this country by a 
regular aerial service for week-end trips. 

We hope that the Newfoundland Club will fulfil an Imperial 
function in bringing into closer touch the indiv'idual citizens of 
the Old Country with those of Newfoundland. We hope to 
make the literature that has been prepared about the Island and 
its aflairs more widely known among the people. There is, for 
instance, Lord Birkenhead's story of Newfoundland and the 
interesting work of Lieutenant-Colonel Bsccles Wilson, as well 
as the numerous writings of the late Reverend Moses Harvey, 
Judge Prowse, and Sir Patrick McGrath, and those of that 
never-failing store-house of information about the Colony and 
its affairs. Lord Morris. 

In conclusion, may I hope that every one present here today, 
who is eligible for membership, will apply to be enrolled in the 
Newfoundland Club and thus help along an Institution designed 
for the advancement of the interests of the ancient Colony. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Morris: Mr. Chairman, ladies and 

gentlemen, I do not want to detain you except for a few minutes 

while I am proposing the health of our Chairman the High Com- 

missioi;er for Newfoundland, Sir Edgar Bowring. Sir Edgar 

will be leaving here to-morrow for a visit to Newfoundland, and 

I am quite satisfied that all Newfoundlanders, both here and in 

other parts of the world, as well as all his large circle of friends, 

we wish him a safe and pleasant passage to the old country and 

a very speedy return here. It is unusual, particularly at this 

period of our history, for members of the British Empi'-e to be 

assembled at any social gathering such as this, without making 

some passing observation in relation to the great British Empire, 

its wonderful possibillities, its future, the importance of its unity, 

and the effects of these aspects of the question on every one of 

us, particularly at a time like this when here in the heart of the 

Empire we have a Conference sitting of representatives of these 

great Dominions dealing with these various interests. I think 

you will all agree with me that in the production of the very fine 

patriotic feeling and sentiment that exists in our Empire, that 

that was very largely brought about by the splendid work during 



the last forty or fifty years of our High Commissioners here, as 
well as the Agents-General of the various parts of the Empire. 
The Empire after all, is not bound together by bands of steel, 
but really by affection for each other and the great interest we 
always keep up and maintain for our kinsmen beyond the seas, 
and when the war came upon us a few years ago, it was not 
necessary for the British Government or for any body to invite 
the Dominions or the other Dependencies to come over here 
and take part in the war ; they felt and they knew it was a 
privilege of theirs which they gladly responded to. I do not 
know any other cause that has done more to produce that good 
feeling than the establisement here for many years of the High 
Commissioners and also the Agents-General. They do their 
good work in a thousand ways. They look after the emigration, 
they send out thousands and thousands of people from these 
Islands all over the Empire, and they send them out under 
pleasing conditions, that make them go away feeling when they 
get on the other side of the water that they should still keep a 
friendly connection with this country. Newfoundland was the 
last to adopt the role of High Commissioner, we were really the 
Benjamin of the principle. We were particularly fortunate in 
having a man like Sir Edgar Bowring who was well equipped 
for the office. I have known him all his life, since we were boys 
together in Newfoundland, and I can say this, that I know of 
no man who has taken a greater interest in Newfoundland than 
he has, not alone in relation to the particular work he is now 
engaged in as High Commissioner, but in every respect. He 
is a member of one of the largest and most respected firms in 
Newfoundland, Bowring Brothers, with branches all over the 
world, in New York, London, and Liverpool, as well as in New- 
foundland. They have always maintained a high trading 
standard, and he has been the head of the branch in Newfound- 
land, while for twenty-five or thirty years he has been a member 
of the Legislative Council and is a member to-day. I remember 
not many years ago when Prime Minister of Newfoundland, a 
Dominions Royal Commission was being appointed, and the 
nomination of Newfoundland's representative fell to me, I went 
to Sir Edgar Bowring and asked him to serve, and he said he 
would but only on two conditions. The first condition was that 
he wanted no pay, and secondly he wanted the privilege of pay- 
ing his own expenses. He is doing the same to-day in relation 
to his position as High Commissioner, and I hope that nothing 
will happen to cause him to vacate that office. I know it is a 
very severe strain for a man engaged in business all over the 
world, but still I know he takes the greatest interest in the work, 
he likes the life and all that he is doing for his country, and he 
has learned the lesson which many have not learned, the 
pleasure of being your own executor. He wants to do some- 
thing for the country and for the people and he is prepared to 
sacrifice some of his personal interests to that end. I am glad 
to be able to contribute some reference to the work he has done. 
I like, and I believe, in saying nice things about such people 
while they are alive, and not wait for their obituary notice. I 
now have great pleasure in proposing the health of our Chair 
man, Sir Edgar Bowring, and also Newfoundland's High Com- 
missioner. 

The toast was cordially honoured. 

The CHAtRMAN : Lord Morris has been kind enough to over- 
whelm me with his remarks and I am sure I do not deserve 
one half of what he has said. If it has been my good fortune 
to be of use to my native countrymen, then the pleasure has 
been mine as much as theirs. I am sure my time here in 
London as High Commissioner has been very pleasantly spent. 
The authorities here have accorded me practically the same 
privileges as they have accorded the Commissioners of the 
other larger Dominions. I am grateful to all those I have met 
in London and I thank you, Lord Morris, for the way you have 
proposed this toast, and you, ladies and gentlemen, for the way 
you have received the toast of my health. 

The proceedings then terminated.

An Act respecting a Tax on Goods Sold in Newfoundland. 

Passed August 12, 1921. 

BE IT ENACTED by the Governor, the Legislative 
Council and House of Assembly, in Legislative Session con- 
vened, as follows: — 

1. (\) There shall be assessed, levied and paid upon all 
goods imported into this Colony, including non-dutiable goods, 
a tax of five per centum of the value thereof, which shall include 
the invoice cost of the goods and the freight and customs duty, 
if any, payable thereon ; provided that the tax on flour shall be 
three per centum. 

(2) This section shall not apply to the articles enumerated in 
Schedule A hereof. 

2. (i) The said tax shall be payable to His Majesty's 
Customs, and shall be collected in the same manner as Customs 
duties are now paid and collected; and the provisions of the 
Customs and Revenue Acts shall, subject to this Act, apply in 
the case of goods taxable under this Act as if made a part 
thereof. 

(2) The Minister of Finance and Customs may prescribe such 
forms of bills of entry, warrants, declarations and other docu- 
ments as he may deem fit for the purpose of the admission of 
goods taxed hereunder and the collection of the tax thereon. 

3. (i) There shall be assessed, levied and pjid upon all 
goods manufactured in this colony and sold therein the follow- 
ing taxes : 

(a) In the case of goods upon which any excise tax is payable 
a tax of two and one half per centum of the price at which 
such goods are sold. The said tax shall not be included in 
such sale price in computing the said tax. 

(b) In the case of all other goods, a tax of three per centum 
of the price at which such goods are sold. The said tax 
shall not be included in such sale price in computing the 
said tax. 

(2) This section shall not apply to the articles enumerated in 
Schedule B. hereof. 

4. The taxes mentioned in the next preceding section shall be 
paid by the Manufacturer of the goods : — 

(a) In the case of goods on which excise duty is payable, to 
the Minister of Finance and Customs in the same manner 
in which such excise duty is paid ; and the provisions of 
the Customs and Revenue Acts relating to the payment 
and collection of such excise duty shall, subject to this Act, 
apply to the payment and collection of the said tax ; and 
the Minister may prescribe such forms as he may deem fit 
to be used in connection with the collection of the said 
tax ; and 

(b) in the case of all other good, to the Minister of Finance 
and Customs through the office of the tax Assessor. 

5. (i) Every person (which term shall include any individual 
firm, body, Corporation or Association and the legal lepresenta- 
tives of such person) manufacturing goods liable to taxation 
under section three hereof, on which no excise duty is payable, 
shall on or before the first day of every calendar month without 
demand furnish to the tax Assessor at St. John's a statement 
verified by affidavit of the sales made by him of such goods 
during the month preceding the date of such statement, setting 
forth the number, amount and value of such sales with all 
necessary details. 



(2) The statement and affidavit in the case of a Corporation, 
Association or other body shall be made and signed by the 
president, secretary, treasurer or chief agent, having a personal 
knowledge of the affairs of such corporation, association or 
other body or in any case, by such other person or persons 
employed in the business thereof as the Tax Assessor may 
require. 

(3) If the Tax Assessor^ in order to enable him to make an 
assessment under this section, desires further information, or if 
he suspects that any person who has not made a statement is 
liable to taxation hereunder, he may, by registered letter, 
require additional information, or a statement containing such 
information as he deems necessary, to be furnished him within 
fourteen days. 

(4) The Tax Assessor may require the production, or the 
production on oath, by any person liable to taxation hereunder 
or by his Agent or Officer, of any letters, books, invoices, 
statements and other documents. 

6. (i) For every default in complying with the provisions of 
the next preceding section, the taxpayer and also any other 
person or persons required to make a statement shall be liable, 
on summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars for each day during which the default continues. 

(2) Any person making a false allegation in any statement or 
in any information required by the Minister of Finance and 
Customs or the Tax Assessor shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction, to a penalty not exceeding ten thousand dollars, or 
to six months imprisonment, or to both fine and imprisonment. 

7. (i) The Tax Assessor shall determine the amount payable 
by a taxpayer under section three hereof, and shall thereupon 
send, by registered mail a notice of assessment in such form as 
he may prescribe to such taxpayer, notifying him of the amount 
payable by him for the tax The tax shall be paid within one 
month from the date of mailing of the notice of assessment. 
The mailing of the notice of assessment shall be presumptive 
evidence that such has been given. I-f the tax is not paid when 
due, a penalty of five per centum of the tax shall be added and 
a further one per centum each month until the tax is paid. 

(2) The Tax Assessor shall not be bound by any statement 
or information supplied by or on behalf of a taxpayer, and not- 
withs'anding such statement or information, or if no statement 
has been made, the Tax Assessor may determine the amount 
of the tax to be paid by any person. 

8. When materials that may be used in the manufacture of 
goods have been imported into this Colony and the Sales Tax 
paid thereon, a rebate of the said Sales Tax may be paid to 
any manufacturer purchasing the said materials. Such rebate 
shall be paid to the manufacturer upon the production to the 
Tax Assessor of satisfactory afiidivits setting forth the amount 
of Sales Tax paid, and such rebates shall be paid at the time 
the manufacturer pays the Sales Tax on his manufactures as 
set forth in sub-section (b) of section 3 of this Act. 

9.The Assessment of any tax hereunder by the Minister of 
Finance and Customs or the Tax Assessor as the case may be, 
shall be final and conclusive. 

10. All taxes and penalties assessed and imposed under the 
provisions of this Act shall be recoverable as a debt due to His 
Majesty from the person upon whom it is assessed or imposed 
and may be sued lor and recovered in the name of His Majesty. 

11. The Minister of Finance aud Customs shall have the 
administration of this Act and the control and management of 
the collection of the taxation levied hereby, and of all matters 
incident thereto, and of the Officers and persons employed in 
that service. The Minister may make any regulations deemed 
necessary for carrying this Act into effect. 

12. Where a tax is payable under Section three hereof an 

Ibr^hol ^'".'r't" ^^ delivered by the manufacurer to 
the wholesaler and by the wholesaler to the retailer, or by the 
manufacturer to the retailer where there is not a whoi;sa er and 
the tax shall be stated separately upon all such invoices, under 
a penalty, ^^^,ch may be summarily recovered, not exceeding 



one hundred dollars. If a manufacturer has 



a retail distribu- 
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ting section he shall deliver such invoice when transferring the 
goods to such retail section. 

13. This Act shall come into effect on Monday, the 13th 
day of June, 192 i. 

14. This Act may be cited as the Sales Tax Act, 192 i. 

SCHEDULE A. 

Goods exempted by Act of the Legislature, other than the 
Revenue Act, from taxes, duties or other charges. 

Materials when imported by manufacturers for use in manu- 
factures within the Colony. 

Goods imported for transhipment or export out of the 
Colony. 

All mateiials for use solely for repairs, upkeep and operation 
of mills, transportation-plant, and accessories, for the manufac- 
ture and conveyance of paper and pulp. 

Currants and Sultana raisins, the products of the Kingdom 
of Greece. 

All articles named in Items Nos. 161, 163, 164, 165, 166, 
167,184,187,210, and 211 of Schedules, of the Revenue 
Act 1905, and the amendments thereof, clothing and medicine, 
when they are donations for charitable purposes, and books, 
scientific instruments and apparatus, when imported for use in 
Colleges, schools and scientific or library societies ; and speci- 
mens illustrative of Natural History. 



SCHEDULE B. 

Goods exempted by Act of the Legislature from taxation. 
Fishery and agricultural products of all kinds. 
Goods sold for export out of the Colony. 
Goods manufactured from raw material the whole, or sub- 
stantially the whole, of which is produced wholly in the Colony. 



An Act further to Amend the Revenue Act, IQO^. 

Passed August 12th, 1921. 

BE it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

1. (i) In addition to the duties, including excise duties, 
imposed by the Revenue Act, 1905, and by the Acts in amend- 
ment thereof, and by the Resolutions tabled on Thursday, the 
19th day of May, 192 i, and by this Act, and in addition to the 
Surtax imposed by the Revenue Amendment Act, 1914 (4 Geo. 
V. Cap. XXV. ), there shall be paid a special War Surtax of 
twenty-five per cent, upon the total amount payable in respect 
of all such duties, except only in the case of duties imposed 
upon coal and upon spirits the subject matter of Item 133 of 
Schedule A to the Revenue Act, 1905, and of the excise duties 
imposed upon Butterine manufactured in the Colony, upon 
which last mentioned duties the said special War Surtax of 
twenty-five per cent, shall not be levied or collected. 

(2) In addition to the duties, including excise duties, imposed 
by the Revenue Act, 1905, and Acts in amendment thereof, 
upon Spirits the subject matter of Item 133 of Schedule A to 
the Revenue Act, 1905, and Acts in amendment thereof, there 
shall be paid a special War Surtax of fifty per cent, upon the 
total amount payable in respect of all such duties. 

(3) Whenever it appears to the satisfaction of the Governor in 
Council that the operation of the said Surtax is producing a 
revenue in excess of the requirements of the public service, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor-in- Council, by Proclamation in 
the Royal Gazette, to reduce the rate of the said surtax to such an 
extent as will in the opinion of the Governor-in-Council suffice 
to provide for the said tequirements, and from the date fixed by 
such Proclamation the said reduced rate, and no other shall 
apply. 



2. Schedule E. of the Revenue Act, 1905 is amended by 
subsituting for the items : 

" Fish, viz : Cod, Haddock, Hake, Ling, Pollack, and Hali- 
but, dried or otherwise preserved, per quintal, 20 cents." 

" Fish, viz : Cod, Haddock, Hake, Ling, Halibut and Turbot, 
Fresh or exported from salt bulk, without spreading or airing, 
N.E.S. per cwt., 10 cents." 

The items following : 

" Fish, viz : Cod, Haddock, Hake, Ling, Pollack and Halibut, 
dried or otherwise preserved, N.E.S. when exported in sailing 
vessels of non-British registry, — per qtl. 40 cents. 

When exported in ships or vessels other than sailing vessels 
of non-British registry, per qtl. 20 cents. 

Fish, viz : Cod, Haddock, Hake, Ling, Pollack, Halibut, and 
Turbot, fresh or exported from " Salt Bulk" without spreading 
or airing, N.E.S., per cwt. — 15 cents." 

3. Item 90 of Schedule A of the Revenue Act, 1905 as 
amended by subsequent Acts, is further amended by striking 
out the words in Item 90, viz : — 

"Leather known as 'sole leather' ad val. — 30 p.c." and sub- 
stituting therefor 

" Leather known as 'sole leather' when imported in the side — 
ad. val. 20 p.c. 

" Sole leather, in strips or pieces and shaped, when imported 
by manufacturers of boots and shoes for use in their factories 
to be used in the manufacture of Ladies' fine boots and, shoes, 
ad. val. 20 p.c." 

4. (i) Sub-section (d) of Section one of Chapter 56 of the 
Act II, George V., entitled "An Act further to Amend the 
Revenue Act, 1905," is repealed, and Item 113 of the Revenue 
Act, as amended shall read " Kerosene Oil, per gallon — five 
cents." 

(2) Section two of the said Act is hereby amended by striking . 
out therefrom the words following; "Kerosene Oil, when im- 
ported in packages made of wood." 

5. (i) Item 138 of Schedule "A" of the Revenue Act, 1905, 
as amended by subsequent Acts, is hereby stricken out, and the 
following substituted therefor : 

" Sugars, Loaf, Cut Loaf, Cube, Castor and Icing or Fine 
ground — per lb., 5^ cents. 

All other kinds of Sugar, granulated or otherwise, white brown 
or yellow, per lb. — 4 cents." 

(2) The specific additional duty of two and a half cents per 
lb. imposed on sugar as provided for in this section and the 
surtax theron shall be placed to a separate account in the Bank 
of Montreal, to be held there for the purpose of liquidating the 
debit balance of the Food Control Board. 

3. Upon the certificate of the Auditor General that the 
amount of the deposits to the credit of the said account of the 
Food Control Board, has entirely liquidated the debit balance 
of the said Board, the Governor-in-Council may, on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister of Finance and Customs, by procla- 
mation published in the Royal Gazette, reduce the duty on 
sugar, the said Item 138 to then read as follows : — 

'• Sugars, loaf, cut loaf, cube, castor and icing or fine ground 
— per lb. 3 cents. 

All other kinds of sugar, granulated or otherwise, white, 
brown or yellow — per lb. i-^ cents." 

6. (i) In the case of articles exported to Newfoundland of a 
class or kind made in Newfoundland, if the export or actual 
selling price to an importer in Newfoundland be less than the 
fair market value of the same article when sold for home con- 
sumption in the usual and ordinary course in the country whence 
exported to Newfoundland at the time of its exportation to 
Newfoundland, there shall in addition to the duties otherwise 
established, be levied, collected and paid on such article on its 
importation into Newfoundland, a special duty (or dumping 
duty) equal to the difference between the said selling price of 
the article for export and the said fair market value thereof for 
home consumption. 
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Provided that tBe-'Said special duty shall not exceed twenty- 
five per cent. ad. valorem in any case ; 

Provided further that the excise duties shall be disregarded 
in estimating the market value of goods for the purpose of 
special duty. 

(2) The expression " export price" or " selling price" in this 
section shall be held to mean and include the price for the 
goods, exclusive of all charges thereon after their shipment 
from the place whence exported directly to Newfoundland. 

(3) If at any time it appears to the satisfactiom of the 
Governor-in-Council, on a report from the Minister of Finance 
and Customs, that the payment of the special duty by this 
section provided for is being evaded by the shipment of goods 
on consignment without sale prior to such shipment, the 
Governor-in-Council, may in any case or class of cases authorize 
such action as he deems necessary to collect on such goods or 
any of them the same special duty as if the goods had been sold 
to an importer in Newfoundland prior to their shipment to New- 
foundland. 

(4) If the full amount of any special duty of Customs is not 
paid on goods imported, the Customs entry thereof shall be 
amended and the deficiency pa'd upon the demand of the 
Collector of Customs. 

(5) The Minister of Finance and Customs may make such 
regulations as are deemed necessary for carrying out provisions 
of this section and for the enforcement thereof. 

(6) Such regulations may provide for the temporary exemption 
from special duty on any article or class of articles, when it is 
established to the satisfaction of the Minister of Finance and 
Customs that such articles are not made or sold in Newfound- 
land in substantital quantities, and offered for sale to all pur- 
chasers on equal terms. 

(7) Such regulations may also provide for the exemption 
from special duty of any article when the difference between the 
fair market value and the selling price thereof to the importer 
as aforesaid amounts only to a small percentage of its fair 
market value. 

7. There shall be paid to His Maje=ty, by every bank and 
banking corporation doing business in Newfoundland, except 
the Newfoundland Government Sivings Bank, an annual tax of 
one half of one per cent, to be computed on all moneys on 
desposit on December 31st of each year. 

8. This Act shall come into effect at 9 a.m. on Thursday, the 
26th day of May, 192 r, except in so far as the special War 
Surtax affects sugar, which said surtax on sugar shall come into 
affect at 9 a.m. on Friday, the 27th day of May, 192 i. 

9. Every Company accepting premiums of Insurance against 
fire upon property with the Colony shall pay to His Majesty a 
tax of five per centum per annum, to be computed on the amount 
actually received by the said Company, for such premiums as 
aforesaid during the calender years ending on the thirty-first day 
of December in each year. 

10. Item 167 of Schedule B. of the Revenue Act, 1905, and 
the Acts in amendment thereof shall be stricken out, and the 
following substituted therefor: — 

Articles imported by any religious body to be used only in the 
ritual of their worship in Churches, Chapels, or places used 
soley for such worship ; and bells, musical instruments, stained 
or other glass for windows, statuary, paintings, carpets, Chan- 
deliers, lamps, clocks, furnaces and other heating apparatus 
when imported solely for use in Churches, Chapels, or places 
used alone for worship, and building material when imported 
solely for the construction of such places. Clothing, fittings and 
building material when imported by religious denominations for 
the special use of their Orphanages, and building material and 
equipment, N.E.S. when imported for schools and colleges, and 
for the Maternity Home under the direction respectively of the 
school authorities and Salvation Army Officials.

VISIT to the Cold Storage Plant of the Newfound- 
land Atlantic Fisheries Company is, in itself, a 
liberal education in the modern methods employed 
in the preservation and preparation of fish for ex- 
port. The general public has, as a rule, no taste 
for technicalities and beyond a simple explanation 
of the modus operandi of the Cold Storage Plant, it is not the 
purpose of this article to deal in them. But to a country, whose 
chiefest product is that of the sea, a description of the industry, 
which is going to be one of the greatest boons to the colony, 
cannot fail to attract the interest of even the casual reader. 

The Manager Mr. Mcintosh, is a native of Scotland and 
came out here from Aberdeen during the first week of January, 
of the present year. He is a man who has had an enormous 
amount of practial experience in the handling of fish and is the 
general manager of not only the plant here, but of the Newfound- 
land Atlantic Fisheries Company, Limited. This company was 
formed some years ago and consists chiefly of English capital 
although there is a considerable amount of local interest in it, 
and local capitalists are represented on its directorate. The 
object of the company was the exportation of fresh frozen fish, 
but its activities have been enlargpd, and smoked fish of various 
kinds are now also exported. As time goes on the activities of 
the Company will be greatly increased in various directions. 

THE FREEZING PLANT. 

The building is large and square, and is constructed of con 
Crete. From the outside it has a most forbidding appearance 
as, beyond the few in the offices, it contains no windows. 

The engine-room is contained in the first floor of the building. 
In this room there are two immense engines of 200 horse power 
each. The power is given them from a dynamo of quite a large 
size. One of these engines only is used, as the other is kept as 
a substitute in case of accident. This is a very necessary pre- 
caution. At one end of the engine room are three very large 
cylinders which contain a highly volatile liquid which is forced 
through pipes in the freezing rooms by means of air. The liquid 
is highly compressed. 

The freezing rooms in which the fish is kept until ready for 
either smoking or export, are numerous and are scattered about 
the various floors of the building. They are quite large rooms 
and are fitted with pipes which run through in such a way as to 
form shelves on which fish may be laid. An icy chill shoots 
through one on first entering, whilst one notices that the floor 
and ceiling are covered with snow and ice. Nor is this to be 
wondered at when it is realized, that the temperature is between 
ten to twelve degrees below zero. Not below freezing point, 
notice, but actually below zero. Fish when placed in these 
chambers, which are know as "sharp freezers," are frozen solid 
within a couple of hours. 

Within these "freezers" are to be found piles of fish of all 
descriptions whilst there are also a large number of boxes of 
frozen and smoked fish ready for export. 

SPECIES OF FISH EXPORTED. 

Fish of many kinds are to be found in the Cold Storage 
Plant. Millions of pounds of cod, salmon, caplin, halibut and 
herring have passed through the plant, whilst large quantities of 
fish not so much in use here, such as soles or flat fish, and tur- 
bot are also to be seen in the various " freezers." 

In the chill or store room, which is on the first floor, were 
boxes upon boxes of kippers, and smoked and fresh fish includ- 
ing filleted cod, ready for export. The various " sharp freezers" 
on this flooi contain heaps of salmon, frozen whole, and looking 
as fresh as when they first left the water, there are also boxes of 
smoked salmon lying about. In one corner one finds huge white 



halibuts, frozen solid, fish which must weigh hundreds of pounds 
each ; near them is a mound of flat fish, one of the most delic - 
ous fish that there is, and yet unappreciated here and left rotiing 
on the wharves and on the beaches. Big turbot from Trinity 
Bay, though not in such large quantities as the other fish are 
also there; caplin, nearly a million pounds of them, are to bi 
found in the various chambers. Yet, that is a fish which is used 
here as manure, it being so plentiful in season ! In the Canadian 
and American markets it commands a ready sale both fresh and 
smoked. Even Finnan Haddie are put up in this huge pi int. 
In one room were 150 tons of salmon ready for export, whilst 
as much again, unpacked was contained in the same "freezer." 

HOW FISH ARE SMOKED. 

Smoked fish form no small part of the huge exportatiins 
made by the Newfoundland Atlantic Fisheries Co. In a 
special part of the building the smoking department is found. 
Here, in large kilns, fifty feet in height, fish of all kinds, such 
as herrings, kippered and red, caplin, salmon and even cod. 
are smoked over fires of sawdust and chips, which are burning 
at the bottom of the kilns. The capacity of each kiln is 16,000 
herrings or equivalent. 

Several women are employed in this department. Some are 
spliting herring, washing them and placing them in troughs of 
pickle from which the fish are taken and suspended on hooks 
ready to be placed in the kilns. Others are rapidly putting 
caplin on rods preparatory to hanging them in smokers. The 
small fish such as herring and caplin are smoked overnight. 
The larger fish such as cod and salmon take a lit le longer. 

In the basement heaps of sawdust and chips are to be seen, 
ready for use in the kilns. Spruce and pine sawdust is chiefly 
us.d but oak has been found to give the best results. Two 
small furnaces which generate heat through pipes which are 
used for drying fish are also in this basement. 

NATURAL ICE BY ARTIFCIAL PROCESS 

In a room on the first floor natural ice is made by an arti- 
ficial process similar to that which freezes the fish. This ice 
chamber has a floor divided into oblong sections or compart- 
ments, and in each of these compartments, a 300 pound block 
of ice is made. By this means, twenty tons of ice can be made 
in a day. 

There is also a room in the building where the boxes used 
for the export of smoked fish are made. 

The Newfoundland Atlantic Fisheries Company has ex- 
ported an enormous quantity of fresh and smoked fish during 
the present year. They have bought over 1,000,000 lbs. of 
salmon, 500,000 lbs. of halibut, 100,000 lbs. of caplin and they 
have contracted for two or three million pounds of herring. 

They are buying all the fresh cod they can get. Cod liver 
oil is also one of their exports and 500 barrels of this com- 
modity left by the s.s. Digby. Before long the company hope 
to have their own refinery. 

Everything possible is being done to increase their export 
trade and agents have been appointed in Boston, Toronto and 
New York, whilst negotiations are going on in connection with 
the p'acing of an agent in Montreal. Mr. Mcintosh expects to 
go to Canada and the States shortly to finalize arrangements 
for the marketing of the Company's products during the Fall. 
Pickled salmon is now coming in from Labrador, whilst men 
are already in Pack's Harbor preparing to erect a Cold Storage 
plant previous to the winter setting in. 

The Cold Storage Plant is undoubtedly a great 'oenefit to the 
Country and before long, even greater advantages than hereto- 
fore will accrue from having it in our midst. — From the Evening 
Telezram.

Under 'hese circumstances, the convenience 
of being able to order yeast served in a particular appetizing 
form is a boon to them. And the hotel or restaurant with fore- 
sight enough to render such service will discover that it has 
ma' y grateful pitrons. 

Logically yeast should be listed among the relishes, for it is 
distinctly an appetizer and best taken at the beginning of the 
meal. 

The style of serving is a matter of individual taste. The most 
popular ways are: spread on crackers or bread (in which case 
a dash of salt or paprika adds to the piquant flavour); combined 
with some tabty sandwich filling; taken in orange juice grape 
juice, malted milk, frosted chocolate, frosted coffee or egg-nogg 
In all drinks, the yeast should be dissolved and mixed thoroughly 
with the other ingredients. 

Many persons, some of them among the most enthusiastic 
users of yeast, do not realize that it is a food as well as a health- 
builder. It nas, however, distinct nutritional value, and is there- 
fore, an appropriate item to list on menus.

The Board of Governors of The St. John's General Hospital 

beg to announce for the information of the General Public that 
final arrangements have been made for the collection of fees to 
be paid by all persons who occup)' beds or undergo treatment 
at the General Hospital. The scnle of fees was advertised in 
December last as coming into effect on January ist, 192 1, but 
unforeseen circumstances prevented this from being carried out. 

The following regulations, in accord with " An Act respecting 
the General Hospital," will be strictly enforced : — 

Under an Act respecting the General Hospital (6 George V,- 
Cap. XIX.) and with tlie approval of the Governor in Counci' 
the Board of Governors of the St. John's General Hospital give 
notice that they have fixed and prescribed the following scale of 
fees to be levied from and paid by all persons who occupy beds 
or undergo treatment at the Hospital. The scale is to come 
into operation on the ist day of October, 192 i. 

Scale of Fees. 

Every person receiving treatment in the General Hospital 
shall, after the 30th day of September, 192 1, pay fees according 
to the following scale : — 

Persons admitted to the public wards $1.00 per day, persons 
occupying private rooms $10.00 per week in addition to the daily 
fee of gi.oo. Every applicant for admission to the Hospital 
must bring with him, or forward to the Superintendant of the 
Hospital, certificate signed by a duly registered physician that 
such applicant is a proper subject for Hospital treatment. 

Under the provisions of the General Hospital Act, 1915, all 
patients who are unable to pay fees shall be required to bring 
with them a certificate of their inability to pay, which shall be 
signed by the resident Relieving Officer, or, where there is no 
such Officer, by a Justice of the Peace, a Clergyman or other 
responsible persons. The fees of such patients thereupon 
become payable by the Commissioner of Public Charity, by 
virtue of the said Act.

Customs Circular 

^ No. 15 ^ 

WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicyc'es, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am 
munition. Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles. Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships !

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." • 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

(b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for ever)^ Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, iSiS." 

Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Vehicles moving slowly must 
be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowing more swiftly moving 
vehicles passage on the right. ^ & 

A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 
side drain of said street. 

A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 
Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 
The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 
Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 
Drivers of vehicles _ shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 

which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 
The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 

and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 

may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

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Passport Regulations. 



1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to "THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
, a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 

ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and oiher evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Pa.ssport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in thdr 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

FOREST FIRES 



THE ATTENTION OF THE PUBLIC IS 
CALLED TO THE FOLLOWING 
PROVISIONS OF THE FOR- 
EST FIRES ACT. 

I. — Any person who sets out, makes or starts a Fire 
for any purpose whatever, between the Fifteenth 
Day of April and the First Day of December, in or 

near any woods, or without selecting a place 
free from dry trees, underbrush or other inflam- 
mable material in which to make or start such 
Fire, or fails to remove all such dry wood, brush- 
wood or inflammable material wdthin a distance 
of ten feet from such fire in every direction, or 
fails to completely extinguish the same before 
leaving. 

2. — Throws or Drops any Burning Match, Ashes of a Pipe, 
Lighted Cigar or any other burning substance. 

3. — Or fails to totally extinguish any Camp Fire before 
breaking camp, shall be liable to a Penalty of 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $400.00 or 
Imprisonment for a period of Twelve Months.

GENERAL POST OFFICE. 



LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a special rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage within the Colony, also, 
books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers to the Dominion of 



Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up, to X lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or II cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Parcels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

Across the Couetry Between Eddy's Cove and Hare

^ P" are pleased to be in a position to reproduce in 
this issue of the Newfoundland Quarterly, a 
most interesting series of notes on the recent 
'jf journey of His Excellency the Governor, Si^- 
Alexander Harris across the country between 
Eddy's Cove and Hare Bay, the facts of which have been 
checked and verified by Sir Alexander himself. 

In explanation of three of the illustrations we may 
state that the little sketch map was speciiilly made for us; 
that the first photograph is one of the start from Curling, 
Bay of Islands, in the "Rambler," which was placed at His 
Excellency's disposal by the kindness of Mr. Simpson, of 
Lomond, this marks the beginning of the trip; the other de- 
picts the last meal of the journey taken on the "Jupiter," 
placed at the Governor's disposal by the courtesy of the 
Anglo-Newfoundland Development Company, obtained at 



some point in the Bay of Exploits on the passage from 
Tilt Cove to Lewisporte. 

Now that a great interest in "this Newfoundland of ours" 
has been awakened by the discussion of the Labrador Bound- 
ary Question and other matters of moment touching our 
valuable and varied resources, all information relating thereto 
is eagerly sought for, more especially concerning those com- 
paratively unknown sections of the interior which are, as 
yet, practically unexplored. The geological surveys so 
ably conducted in past years by Alexander Murray, Esq., 
and his successor, James P. Howley, Esq., F.G.S., have done 
much to increase our knowledge of the Dominion's vast re- 
sources, and every \'ear adds thereto; but, as regards the 
latent possibilities of the interior, a great deal has yet to be 
revealed, and we listen with assurance to what is said by 
intelligent and reliable observers like His Excellency the 
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Governor. 

Sir Alexander Harris' account of his journey, therefore, has 
a special interest and value just now, its publication will 
be welcomed by many, and will help to draw further at- 
tention to our island home— an island one-sixth larger than 
Ireland, and which recent researches have proved to be 
rich beyond the average in natural products. It is only reas- 
onable "to assume that, when full\- developed, these products 
will secure for us a foremost place, commercially, among the 
great British Dominions beyond the seas. 

The reason of the passage across country was that the 
Governor had made up his mind to see as much as he could 
of the settlements in the Colony on the Straits of Belle Isle 
and had also appointed to meet Dr. Grenfeli on the Eastern 
side of the Island and go down to White Bay. The time at the 
Governor's disposal was very limited and it seemed to him 
that far the quickest course was to try anf! get across the

Island; quite ai)art from the interest of seeing a bit of the 
country which had not been mapped. The gain of time by 
taking this route is shown by the fact that His Excellency 
cariied an important letter from the Rev. J. T. Richards 
of Flower's Cove to St. Anthony which would otherwise have 
taken some three weeks to get round, and probably then 
too late for its purpose. 

The original project was to go fiom Flower's Cove to 
Eddy's Cove by motorboat but (fortunately, as it turned 
out), the weather made it impossible to do this journey by 
sea. It is, as a matter of fact, veiy often quite unsafe to trust 
oneself in a small boat in those waters at that time of the 
year. 

The Governor was advised to get a guide, or guides, 
and at Flower's Cove it was possible to obtain the services 
of Lo. Whelan. Lo is a man who has a great reputation at 
Flower's Cove. He does a bit of fishing and a bit of trapping; 
he has his own motor-boat and generally speaking is a handy 
man. In particular he has one asset for a guide: he is ex- 
traordinarily good tempered and cheerful. Mr. Richards had 
advised that the other guide should be obtained at Eddy's 
Co^•e, since the Eddy's Cove men knew that particular 



route better than their neighbours: a very good man was 
obtained in the person of John Lemaire, a man ot l-xench 
descent living in a little bit of Eddy's Cove village which is 
still known as "France." Lemaire is not only a trapper but 
he carries his farming operations some 6 or 8 miles into the 
interior from Eddy's Cove and knows that part of the coun- 
try extremely well. He also had a good general knowledge 
of the whole country across to Hare Bay. 

It may be said generally that the country over which 
the Governor passed is pretty well known to the local trap- 
pers at all seasons of the year, so the Governor did not expect 
to go into a terra incognita. Indeed, from what he had 
heard he expected to find a much better route than proved to 
be possible. Mr. Richards seemed to regard the undertaking 
as a serious one. Perhaps the real element of difficulty was 
that it was to be done so quickly: such a march against time 
had not been attempted before. 

It is well to remember that the bit of country which is 
mapped in the sketch (drawn b\- the Governor for this 
Journal) is practically never used in the summer time, 
though quite well known in winter: at certain points the 
party guided themselves by the winter marks. The mail 
route with komatik and dogs comes from Locke's Cove on 
Hare Bay; passes by the so-called Green \Yoods where a 
distinct path has been cut through the firs, usually 4 to 6 
feet above the ground so as to leave a quantity of stumps and 
young trees obstructing the path in the summer time; 
crosses Indian Pond to what is locally known as Big Brcok 
Pond (but whether this is really a Pond or only the wide 
steady below the point at which the party crossed Big Brook 
the Governor has not been able to ascertain) ; then goes over 
the Big Marsh picking its way by poles and so through to 
Louis' Nuddick* and into the more or less established track 
which leads from the Nuddick to Eddy's Cove. Along this 
route in the winter go not only the mails but the ever 
active doctors and nurses of the Grenfeli Hospital at St. 
Anthony, and by this route they keep their connection with 
the West side of the peninsula. To aid this passage when the 
ice is breaking up, before the dog team is taken off entirely, 
a dory is kept by the contractor at Big Brook Pond. It is 
understood that Dr. Chandler of the Grenfeli Mission last 
year crossed on foot, when it was too late to depend upon the 
dogs and komatik. Presumably he used the dory at Big 
Brook and the ice had not yet given out on Indian Pond. That 
walk must have been a thoroughly adventurous and plucky 
effort. In the summer, according to the two guides, 
an inspector of telegraph lines spent two or three 
days in working through the country very much 
along the same lines, though he may have come out at a 
more northerly point where the going is said to be better. 
Information has reached the Governor that his guides on 
returning early in September tried a new line considerably 
to the North West of the track he had taken and came out 
on the sea at Big Brook a good deal to the North: they 
reported it a much better crossing. Dr. Grenfeli seems to 
know of that route and thinks the same, but Mr. Richards 

*0n enquiry as to the meaning of the term the Governor was informed that 
a Nuddick was a local name for a patch of trees or woodland in the middle 
of marsh ground: that it was not necessarily on a hill though it would ap- 
pear from the study of general conditions in Newfoundland that it general- 
ly would be higher ground than the surrounding country. 

His Excellency's opinion is that the word is a diminutive of Knott, and 
does mean a hill, and this view is supported by Spence's Nuddick a' pro- 
mment hi!l in Trinity Bay. 
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thinks it would not be nearly so interesting as the one 
taken by the Governor. So much for the history of transport 
across this bit of country. 

The preliminary walk from Flower's Cove to Eddy's 
Cove on the 31st August was certainly most replete" in 
human interest and we endeavour to re-produce the 
Governor's impressions. It was a beautiful bright day 
with a strong breeze from the west which kept away 
most of the flies but made it quite impossible for the 
motorboat to go down the coast. On this walk His 
Excellency had the advantage of Parson Richards' company 
and pays a strong tribute to the vigour, the manliness and 
the keeness of the Rural Dean of that section of the coast. 
R appeared to be about due time for a visit from the parson 
to that particular section of his mission and the Governor 
found it the greatest gain to have his company. Both carried 
their packs along quite a good cartroad which follows the 
shore the whole way, the coast of Labrador, Forteau, Loup 
Bay, etc., being constantly in view on the other side. The 



welcomed the Governor and parson in courtly fashion: 
although she was suffering from rheumatism she" was quite 
cheery and bright, and when it was related how kind 
she was to every one who passed that way she remarked 
"I love to see them all come." Next on to Green Island 
Cove where the Governor had a talk to the McLeans and the 
Michelmores, and then to Gieen Island Brook, 2 or 3 miles 
further on where first the Noseworthy family and then 
the Hughes and the Maceys came out with their guns and 
cordial welcome. It was not till nearly 6 o'clock, (true time), 
that Eddy's Cove was reached and here once more Mrs. 
Coates, whose husband is a sort of 'head' of the settlement, 
was ready with refreshments before the party went on. 
It was interesting in discussing farm matters to hear that 
Mr. Coates had acquired his pigs from Dr. Grenfell; an 
unexpected touch with the Grenfell Association's work. 
It was not possible to stay long here as the Governor had 
made up his mind that he must make a start upon the real 
serious journey before light completely failed. There was a 
difficulty however about a guide: Lemaire had gone in to see

first settlement after Flower's Cove, Savage Cove, was pas- 
sed on the left as the road runs away across country straight 
for Sandy Cove. Between the two coves it was interesting 
to meet Nurse Footer, one of the nurses of the Grenfell 
Mission, coming back from a visit to the settlements along 
the shore. As the Governor's orderly, Vincent Walsh — of 
the Constabulary, and formerly of the Newfoundland 
Regiment,and Lo Whelan had gone on some time in advance 
everybody on the route was prepared to welcome the Gov- 
ernor. By the time he reached Sandy Cove flags were up and 
sealing guns were ready and the representatives of the Whites 
and the Coles who chiefly inhabit that Cove came and had a 
chat with His Excellency before he passed on to the next 
point, which was Shoal Cove East. Here he had a chat 
with certain of the Caines in their hay-field and Mr. Stevens 
looking after his fish, here George Caines, the Chairman of 
the Road Board, a charming old fellow with a patriarchal 
beard, very proud of various bridges which had been erected 
under his chairmanship, decided to accompany the walkers to 
the next Cove and carried the Governor's despatch bag. At 
Pine Cove once again flags and guns, and pause for tea about 
3 o'clock at Mrs. Mugford's, who, in her black silk dress, 



some hay and couLl not be got until later. Young Matthew 
Coates was good enough to go as guide over the first part 
of the walk. 

The sun was practically .setting when the party struck off 
from the northern corner of Eddy's Cove, following in the 
first place for a half mile or so a track through rough cul- 
tivation belonging to the little farms and houses of the 
settlement. For this distance the going was pretty good 
though it was necessary to walk in single file, young Coates 
the guide leading. Mr. Richards had insisted upon going the 
first bit of the journey so as to see a piece of country which 
he had never visited before and to make sure that all things 
were favourable for the walk. It was not long before he 
realized the difliculties of the country. There was soon very 
little of a track to follow, and beautiful as the evening was 
it became increasingly difficult to keep a path The maj) 
sufficiently indicates the general character of the route — up a 
steady incline, so gradual that is very little noticed, between 
innumerable ponds and water holes stretching away as far 
as the eye could reach on each side, now and again passing 
a pond for which the guide had a name: the fir.st of these 
was Gull Pond and then some little distance further on, Long

Pond, which with another pond apparently not very much 
smaller, just beyond it, was passed on the left. At this 
point the guides practically lost the track for some time; 
and the party had to stimible in the darkness through scrub 
and brush until at last they struck a ponil (without name 
apparently), where the guides once more knew their position. 
Working along the edge partly in the water they came to 
the outlet of the stream known as Half-way Brook, that is 
to say, the party had reached the source of the Brook of that 
name which enters the Straits of Belle Isle some 7 miles 
North East of Eddy's Cove. They were not now so very 
far from their night's resting place; but it was a tortuous 
course, leading round marshes and ponds and on many 
occasions o\'er just a neck of grass between two ponds; 
they reached what is known as Louis' Nuddick*, some- 
where towards eleven o'clock in the evening. Shortly be- 
fore arriving at the Xuddick some interest was caused 
by what was apparently a light following at some dis- 
tance. It was thought almost certain that it was Le- 
maire following uj) with a lantern, but it proved afterwards 



thorght it might be a bear. In a few seconds however, he 
found that it was Lemaire who had come on at day-break and 
evidently followed the route very much more quickly in the 
daylight than the others had been able to do at night. Curi- 
ously enough when Mr. and Mrs. Hett were m a similar 
position up in the interior on the Gander about the same 
period thev had the reverse experience; they also were 
disturbed in the evening by the crashing of the brush-wood; 
on that occasion they thought it was the guides coming 
through,but it proved to be a bear which raided their camp. 
At an earW hour on the 1st of September, which turned out a 
beautiful "bright day, the party at the old tilt broke up: 
Mr. Richards and young Coates took their way back to 
Eddy's Cove while the Governor's party with Lemaire 
leading, Lo Whelan following, himself next and orderly 
Walsh bringing up the rear, started upon the day's walk 
which was expected to bring them out on Hare Bay about 7 
or 8 the same evening. As Lemaire noticed that the 
Governor was walking simply in shooting boots without 
rubbers he said that he would avoid a more direct line owing 
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not to be Lemaire: it must either have been a star low down 
on the horizon throwing its reflection upon the numerous 
sheets of water or possibly a "Will o' the Wisp." Even on 
arriving at Louis' Nuddick it took some little time to find the 
old tilt which stands a little off the track for the sleighs in 
winter, but after a while the guides struck it and then there 
was great activity as the party set to work to cut wood, light 
a fire and prepare the evening meal. The first attempt was to 
light the fire in the old stove of the tilt but as the chimney 
was broken and the flames began to break out of the top in 
such a way as to endanger the whole of the wood around the 
locus of the fire was pretty soon transferred to the open air 
and there the party settled down round it drying such things 
as had been wetted on the way up (for there had been various 
slips in the marshes), getting a good supper and cutting the 
fir boughs for the various beds. On the whole the camp-out 
was a very successful and pleasant one and everyone seemed 
to get a fair night; although Parson Richards was perhaps 
the most active in keeping awake and looking after the fire. 
Early the next morning the Governor, lying half awake, 
heard something crashing through the bushes and at first 



to the amount of water through which they would have to go 
and this perhaps was in some measure responsible for his 
ultimate loss of his bearings: the route taken was generally 
more circuitous and then again every efi'ort to avoid spe- 
cial ponds might drive the travellers further out of their 
way. Leaving Louis' Nuddick the party struck to the 
right of what is known as the Big ]\Iarsh and held on through 
country very much the same as that which they had passed 
during the last night, through innumerable ponds and 
marshes, constantly having to bend the line so as to get on 
to little strips of ground between ponds. It was a not un- 
picturesque procession. Both guides carried a heavy pack 
which covered not only their shoulders but a good part of 
their back. One had a saucepan dangling in the middle and 
the other a kettle. Both had their rifles and before so very 
long one of them had a duck or two slung to his rifle. The 



* It may not be generally known that Mr. Seccombe Hett, a well known 
surgeon who is also an ornithologist and sportsman went into the interior 
last summer with his wife and two children up the Gander River beyond 
Burnt Hill. He himself crossed almost to the South Coast It is probably 
the first time that a lady from the centres of civilisation has ever gone 
right up into the wilds of Newfoundland. 
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Governor thinks the two guides made an interesting picture. 
The first point of interest was a large area of flat ground close 
to one of the ponds where Lemaire himself had his hay- 
pooks, that is to say at about 7 or 8 miles from Eddy's Cove 
it was his custom to come up and get his supply of local hay 
for the winter. It may not be generally known that there is a 
great quantity of good grass all through the island, especially 
along the banks of some rivers and some ponds, which is 
usually made into a very fair class of hay. From this point 
the guides were making steadily for BigBrook which seemed 
to be a particular point in the march. Their chief marks 
were Harry's shelter, away to the North West, and South 
West Pond seen from rising ground over a long tract of level 
ground fairly wooded some 4 and a half miles away to the 
South West and probably called from its bearings. The first 
considerable crossing turned out to be Little Brook and al- 
though the Governor did not get the exact history of this 
he thinks it probable that it is the other brook which runs 
into the Straits near Half Way Brook. Near this is the Goose 
Pond and a Camp well known to the local trappers. The 
crossing of Big Brook proved to be a double crossing. The 
stream was a broad one but tolerably shallow and by going 
over big stones it was faily easy to get across without getting 
wet. After crossing the first arm the traveller is apparently 
on a large flat island and has to cross again a rather rapid 
but less wide ri\-er over heavy boulders below which the 
stream opens out to the South East in a big steady, sweeping 
round to the northward and joining the main course of the 
river: quite an interesting crossing and suggestive of salmon 
which are understood to come up in numbers further than 
this point. Here it was possible to get an idea of the course of 
Big Brook which comes out at the Straits of Belle Isle 
about 14 miles along the coast from Eddy's Cove. After per- 
haps another half an hour of heavy walking the party came 
to an unnamed nuddick by numerous ponds where they 
decided to stop for the first mug-uojand it is fair to say that 
this stop for nearly an hour put considerable life into them ; 
the guides especially seemed to respond at once to the 
influence of a good cup of tea and something to eat. Mean- 
while the day kept very fine though the wind was gradually 
rising to the proportions of a gale. It was bad for walking 
but it had the advantage of keeping away the flies. It would 
be wearisome to repeat the rather monotonous details of 
the march in this section : the trail was twisted a great deal by 
various ponds and intervening bits of water till at last after 
sighting what was well known to the guides as Dick Saunders' 
Pond(Dick Saunders was a well known old guide), the party 
began to lose their way. It is very easy at first to find 
fault with a guide for making a blunder of this sort but an 
acquaintance with Newfoundland in walking and shooting, 
even round St. John's, shows how easy it is to lose one's 
bearings in little bits of heavy wood and hollows and this is 
probably what the guides did, for from the point when at a 
moderate distance through the trees Dick Saunder's Pond 
was first seen the party wandered for a very long time o\er 
a dry moss country following caribou tracks, occasionally 
sti iking fair sized ponds, until at last it became pretty evident 
that they had turned on their tracks, for when the afternoon 
was fairly advanced they came to a considerable pond of 
peculiar shape which was pronounced definitely as 
Dick Saunder's Pond. They now worked down the west 
side of the pond and evidently somehow across their old 



trail to Shellback Pond which was another well known to 
them. Here they pointed out Rocky Marsh and Watts 
Wood said to surround the pond from which a river ran to 
Watt's Bight. Evidences of the Rocky Marsh seemed to be 
struck in various dry beds of ponds giving a paassage over 
rocks, which after all were better walking than very much of 
the bog and moss ground which the travellers had met so far. 
After crossing Stag Pond they wound in and out amongst 
ponds in the open and then through some bad scrub and 
finally into a delightful wood on higher ground over which 
they appeared to make considerable progress; but at the hour 
when they ought to have been getting out on Hare Bay, 
Lemaire was not yet able to find Indian Pond. Their ob- 
jective during the whole afternoon had been the track through 
the Green Woods anfl now Whelan admitted that he had 
seen the beginning of the Green Woods at the first mug-up 
about three miles away and that the party had been passing 
up and down part of the woods for the whole afternoon 
though he did not like to interfere with his fellow guide. It 
was striking the wood at an unknown point that had thrown 
Lemaire out. The unfortunate part of it was that darkness 
was now falling rapidly and things began to look rather 
serious as the party were not prepared for an extra night in 
the open. However, fortunately, just as darkness fell Le- 
maire struck what he knew as Indian Brook and following 
it up brought his party to Indian Pond where any risk of 
actual loss was now at an end. Yet on the whole the direction 
taken must have been pretty good; the line on the map 
shows that they were not so very far out of their course; 
but it had taken them a long time. 

Here the worst part of the journey was to come: 
there was only one way in which the guides could certainly 
strike the trail and that was along the edge of the pond 
which was said to be about a mile and a half in length al- 
together. It was now dark and the party began to try and 
make their way across the outlet of Indian Brook and along 
the shore: but boulders and darkness made it almost im- 
possible: after 100 yards or so a slip brought one down into 
the water wet up to the knees and then there was no object 
in doing anything but beat down the edge of the pond over 
the rocks and in the water. This was fatal to one who had 
been walking dry foot and very bad for rubbers and skin 
boots: that bit of walking dam.aged everybody's foot gear. 
For a mile it continued, with the wind three parts of a gale 
lashing the water up against the legs. It certainly was a 
relief to get to the cutting of the trail through the Green 
Woods. It now was easy to see the line foi possibly a mile or 
so ahead. Here the Governor was in a difficulty: he had ap- 
pointed to meet a boat and jiarty from St. Anthony at the 
arm: that was still (i miles away; it was quite dark and the 
question aro.se whether it was possible to follow the trail, 
which the guides at first reported as straight. Indeed after 
debating the matter the Governor actually followed the 
trail for some distance, but then he fortunately took coun- 
sel again and arrived at the conclusion that the guides 
could not be certain of the trail for more than a mile or so, 
that afterwards they might get lost and be \ery much worse 
oft' than they were. Though reluctant to give up all chance 
of meeting his party the same night he returned to the tilt. 
The disappointment of failing in the day's object was great 
and even the cheery Lo Whelan lost all heart after the wait- 
ing and disappointment. The tilt WDuld lunc been com- 
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fortable enough in winter but was \ery hot as soon as a fire 
was lighted for the cooking. The first idea was to let the fire 
go out but again it was wanted for drying the wet things and 
it was important to be ready for a start in the morning. The 
bit of night which followed therefore was most uncomfort- 
able. 

By daybreak tlie party were up and got a snack and 
pu.slied on. It tlien became apparent how foolish it would 
have been to go on in the darkness. It was not long before 
the path broke over a marsh, not for very long but sufficient 
to ha\'e thrown any one completely out at night in his reck- 
oning. Then again came a well marked track for a consid- 
erable distance, not good walking however, because of the 
stumps and trees and all sorts of little pit falls. After about 
2 miles the woods ended and the track came out into the 
open at a point where Lemaire showed the Governor what he 
called the "bottomless pit." From this point the track wound 
round a number of ponds and over another large marsh 
for a mile or more. On the right Little Indian Pond was 
pointed out: here the going was over very bad country, 
very much like that of the previous day on the other side of 
the peninsula, full of numerous ponds and marshes as far as 
eye could see. At last at the end of the marsh one comes across 
the komatik poles again and a little further there is once more 
a track cut through the woods, this time right down the hill, 
a very sharp declivity, to the North West Arm of Hare Bay. 

Here the ad\-entures ought to have ended but the storm 
whicli had affected the walk the previous day had blown off 
the boat from St. Anthony and made it impossible for it 
to get up the arm in time. It may therefore be of interest 
to explain that the (iovernor and his part,\' had now no al- 
ternative but to walk to Locke's Cove where they thought 
they might hear of something. Locke's Cove is a little settle- 
ment some 5 or (i miles down the Bav by water but involving 
a long and tedious tramp round all the indentations of the 
bay if the traveller has no boat or the ice and dog team of 
the winter. This had to be faced and a tribute must be paid 
to the pluck of Lemaire who went on in front in order to gain 
time and intercept any news of those who were coming to 
meet the Governor. All is well that ends-well : in due course 
the meeting was effected and the Governor describes his 
relief at having a good wash and brush up at Mrs. Elliott's 
at Locke's Co^'e before he parted with his guides and moved 
on to St. Anthony. The guides seem to have returned almost 
immediately but they told Mr. Richards that on arriving 
at Indian Pond they struck a very much better route home- 
wards coming out at the mouth of Big Brook and then along 
the shore. 

The Governor describes the country over which he tra\'elled 
as unlikely to be at any time of any agricultural value; al- 
though at Indian Brook, that is to say towards Hare Bay 
they found themselves in a splendid bottom which might 
be good agricultural land. Possibly the fact is that on the 
Hare Bay side of the island there are fair agricultural possi- 
bilities. The drop from the highest point to the level of the 
water at Hare Bay is considerable and from the level ground 
at the top of the hills the country appears to fall away grad- 
ually to the westward. Apparently from about the Rocky 
Marsh the incline to the westward becomes more decided 
and streams from that point for the most part run towards 
the straits of Belle Isle. In the centre of the country traver- 
sed are some fine mosses where there were manv tracks of 



caribou. The ponds are well known to the trappers for tjjc 
geese, shell-backs and other water birds but no beavers were 
noticed on the walk. The amount of general game seen 
was small; a few grouse fpartridgej and one or two foxes. 
Yet the countr^' looked to be a good game country and it 
was perhaps impossible to gauge it properly in the course of 
so rapid a journey. 

Generally speaking it is a bare country, largely, as has 
been seen, marshy: at points with a perfectly extraordinary 
network of ponds and marshes, elsewhere the characteris- 
tic moss areas of the Newfoundland barrens. : for the most 
part bare of woods, though there are considerable stretches 
of scrub : several of the nuddicks already referred to are nice 
little woods; beginning with the Green Woods towards Hare 
Bay there is much more tendency to good spruce and fir 
wood. All land to the west of Indian Pond, gives one the idea 
of being swept by the North West winds — the vegetation is 
stunted. The plants are much the same as those noticed in 
other parts of Newfoundland but very much fewer in number: 
few of the ordinary azaleas, few of the calmia, few of the 
rhododendrons; cotton grass, asters, cLstus, etc., but nothing 
remarkable was noticed. Very little if anything was seen in 
the way of butterflies or moths, but the weather might partly 
account for this; in such high wind they try and lie close. 

It is astonishing how a walk like this is devoid of exciting 
incidents. It is on the whole just hard slogging to get through 
by a given time, varied by stiunbies and occasional full length 
falls due to broken ground or the traps that always lurk in 
moss and bog land. Nor does such a country as that over 
which the party passed hold any special promise of romance. 
As soon as the unknown track is faced it becomes more or 
less ordinary. There is a different feeling altogether in 
looking at the frowning hills which back the coast near the 
River of Ponds and Parsons' Pond, etc. There one looks on 
woody fastnesses which rarely have been penetrated, hears 
^'aguely of such lakes as Spottiswoode Lake and possible 
connection with the East Coast and can imagine behind 
the mysterious range all sorts of wonders which are still 
there for the explorer and the geographer to reveal.

I CTOBER i2th, '-Columbus Day," 192 1, witnessed 
the formal opening of the K. of C. Memorial 
School erected by Terra Nova Council, No. 1452, 
Knights of Columbus, of St. John's, as a Memorial 
to the noble, gallant and devo'ed brothers of the 
Council who made the .supreme sacrifice in the 
Great War. The names of those who fell on the field of honor 
are as follows: — Cap'ain Augustus O'Brien, Captain Frank 
Summers, Captain James Donntlly, Lieut Frank Burke, Lieut. 
Stephen Norris, Segeant John Fitzgerald. They were of our 
very noblest and best, and at duty's call they went serenely forth 
ready and willing to shed their life's blood to protect the weak 
and oppressed and in defence of right and justice. Crusaders 
were they, brave, gallant and chivalrous Knights, truly exempli- 
fying in the brief but glorious span of their young lives the great 
principles on which our noble Order is founded — Charity, 
Brotherly Love and Patriotism. 

" His arm is still that struck to make man free, 
****** 
But let no cloud of lamentation be, — 
We keep the vision of his chivalry." 

Yes, thank God, we do keep the vision of their chivalry. _Their 
names are graven in letters of brass on the Memorial Tablet, 
but not more lastingly or enduringly than is written the memory 
of their noble sacrifice in the hearts of their brother Knights of 
Columbus. And it is with a solemn, tender and loving pride 
that we claim the privilege of honoring them in a particular 
manner as Brother Knights, and we their fellow membrs of 
Terra Nova Council have reared this building as a monument to 
their sterling patriotism, in admiration of their steadfast courage 
and devotion to duty even unto death, and as a symbol that the 
memory of their glorious sacrifice will not lightly fade but will 
be treasured for all time in the hearts of their fellow country- 
men. 



" Weep but the wasted life 

Of him who shrinks from the strife, 

Shunning the path that the Ijrave have trod, 

Not for the friend whose task is done. 

Who strove with his face to the morning .Sun, 

Up and up to his God!'' 

That the memory of our dead heroes should be fittingly honored 
is but in keeping with the spirit and tradition of the Order of 
Knights of Columbus, which created an enviable record 
in the United States and Canada by its work during 
the war, when it had the disbursement of nearly fifty million 
dollars in comforts, entertainment, recreation and instruction for 
the soldiers, all being done under the justly famous inotto : 
"Everybody welcome; everything free." But the Order's 
service in this particular did not cease with the war but has 
continued right up to the present time. Knights of Columbus 
Employment Bureaus in the principal cities of the United States 
at the end of 1920, when they were finally discontinued, had 
placed in positions some 300,000 ex-service men ; 440 Scholar- 
Ships in 36 Universities and Colleges were awarded returned 
soldiers, and at the beginning of the present year T25 K. of C. 
Evening Schools, /«f fo ex-service men, were in operation with a 
total enrollment of about 100,000 students. Lastly a sum of 
five million dollars, representing the final balance of the Order's 
War Fund, was this year set aside to be devoted to the comfort, 
entertainment, instruction and education of the returned soldiers 
still in Hospital. It should be here noted that as in the case of 
their war work all the above has been extended by the Knights 
of Columbus to the returned soldiers absolutely free of charge 
and altogether irrespective of race or creed. 

That this Memorial Building should take the form of a School 
and be a valuable aid to the progress and advancement of 
Catholic Education in Newfoundland is also fitting and proper, 
because it is in the field of help and encouragement to Educa- 
tion that the Knights of Columbus have perhaps accomplished 
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most — as witness the Order's magnificient gift of one million 
dollars to the Catholic University of America at Washington. 
This, of course, was the gift of the Order as a whole, but in 
addition have been the literally thousands of educational efforts 
of the individual Knights of Columbus Councils scattered 
throughout the United States and Canada, — Schools built. Col- 
leges and Universities aided in various ways. Chairs endowed, 
Scholarships awarded. It should be a matter of just pride that 
our local Council has now added another record to the educa- 
tional achievements of the Order. 

In closing, a few words descriptive of the Building itself, 
which is really the most up-to-date and complete structure of its 
kind in the country, may not be out of place. It is a very 
handsome structure, 63 feet by 68 feet, forming a western wing 
to the Academy of Our Lady of Mercy. It is three stories in 
height and built of reinforced concrete. Twelve Classrooms, 
each 24 feet square, provide accommodation for 480 pupils. 
Each Classroom has a special stationery accommodation closet 
attached and contains an electric clock. In addition there is a 
large Auditorium, 25 feet by 70 feet, part of which can be 
converted into a first class gymnasium. A special feature is the 
Domestic Science Room for a class of twenty, fitted with gas, 
hot water, and all modern appliances for this branch of training. 
A Dining Room is attached. The building also contains three 
Dressing Rooms and seven Music Rooms. There is a special 
Toilet and Lavatory for the classrooms on each floor, both walls 
and floors of which are finished in white tileing ; whilst on each 
landing is installed a sanitary Drinking Fountain. The mterior 
of the building is handsomely fitted up, plastered, and finished in 
light oak, with hard wood floors. Over tivo thousand feet of 
Blackboard is inlaid in the walls. Fire alarm systems and call 
bells, together with thorough fire protection in the shape of hose 
and stand pipes have also been installed. The roomy basement 
houses a smoke-consuming Furnace of the latest design, and 
generally nothing has been left undone to secure the greatest 
degree of security and comfort for pupils and teachers. The 



main vestibule is very handsome, with the flooring fitiished in 
coloured ceramic tiles and the walls with woodwork of light oak. 
The glass panels in the doors are hand-painted, the work of the 
Sisters of Mercy. Over the main entrance on the outside of the 
Building appear in marble letters the words:—

The Architect was Mr. Jonas C. Barter and the building was 
constructed by Messrs. Pidgeon & Murphy. Mr. W. J. Ryan 
installed the plumbing and heating apparatus, whilst the painting 
was executed by Mr. Charles Gamberg. The pla.stering con- 
tract was carried out by Mr. William Payne. In the Auditorium 
may be noticed several beautiful drop curtains the work of Mr. 
Dan Carroll.

fovEROR Wir^LiAMS, vvho succeeded Sir William 
MacGregor as the King's representative in this 
dominion was born in 184.8 in Carnarvon- 
shire, North Wales, at the little village of 
Landdeiniolen, of which his father, the Rev. T. 
R. Williams, of Treffos, Anglesey, was Rector. 
Sir Ralph received his education at Rossall, and inarried Jessie 
Dean in 1875. He was actively employer! up to the time the 
latter interesting event took place, having been on e.xploralion 
service in Patagonia in 1873-74, and for some time subse- 
quently. 

In 1883-84 he had similar employment in Central Africa and 
became head of the Civil Intelligence Department of the 
Bechuanaland Expedition in 1884-85, during which years he 
was also special correspondent of the London Standard. 
Governor Williains received an appointment as British Consular 
Officer of the South African Republic in 1887, and as First 
British Agent of the South African Republic, with letters of 
credence, in 1888. 

He was appointed Colonial Treasurer of Gibraltar in 1890, 
and to the associated office of Captain of the Port of Gibraltar 
in 1895. Four years previously he received a silver medal and 
vellum certificate from the Italian Govirnnient for service in 
connection with Ihe wreck of the s.s. Utopia. He also servtd 
four years as Colonial Secretary of B.irhadoes, with a dorma' t 
commission as Proconsul. In T908 he went to the U'indward 
Islands and there reigned supreme till 1909, when the Colonial 
Office made him Governor of Newfoundland, where he remain- 
ed till 1913. Then he became President of ihe Second Line (i 
Defence for the War in British East Africa, but w.is iuvalided 
the following year, receiving on his departure for home the 
thanks of the Governor and the General Officer Commanding. 
Sir Ralph is the author of two books— '^ The British Lion in 
Bechuanaland " and " How I beame a Governor.'' Of the 
latter, which he published in 1918, I shall have something 
more to say further on in this article. 

My first personal acquaintance with Governor Williams was 
made under such circumstances as I shall not soon forget. His 
Excellency's predecessor had instructed tne to keep a warden 
and some prisoners regularly employed on the grounds at 
Government House, and I called there one morning shortly 
after Sir Ralph's arrival to see what special work, if any, he 
wished them to do. Entering by the back gale, I walked up the 
avenue till I approached the building, where I found an unusu- 
ally big man, with his hands well down in his breeches' pockets 
moving about apparently in no very amiable mood. Not hav- 
ing seen His Excellency before, and without knowing what 
manner of man I had to deal with, I advanced to meet htm 
(vith my perceptive faculties on the alert. In a moment he 
became conscious of my presence and, suddenly stopping, 
looked me over with a frown on his ordinarily not unpleasant 
face as if to say ; " Well, what Ao you want here ?" I begged 
pardon, hoped I did not intrude, and proceeded to explain ihe 
object of my visit. Sir Ralph immediately relented and, assum- 



ing a more friendly attitude, went on to express the dissatisfac- 
tion he felt with the condition of his surroundings. 

" Just come in here for a moment,"* said he, " and glance 

around. Did you ever see things in such a d d mess in all 

your life ? They've been putting in coal and the whole place is 
covered with dust and dirt. Even the window hangings and 
blinds are falling to pieces through age and infirmity ; and the 
annoyance part of it is that nobody seems to care a penny 
about it all. What are we going to do ? Lady Wiljiams has 
arranged for an ' At Home ' in a day or two, and you can 
imagine how she must feel. The furniture and carpets are 
filthy. Only see here, and, suiting the -action to the word, he 
rubbed the palm of his right hand across a table in the hall and 
turning to me, explained, with dramatic emphasis, " Look at 
this — 'tis as black as h — 1 ! " . I informed him I was on my

way to the Department of Public Works, and, if he had no 
objection, I'd speak to the obliging superintendent, who would 
I felt sure, put things in order without delay. He requested 
me to do so, and I did it, with the desired result. Anyway, 
the ''At Home" took place at the appointed time and proved 
an unqualified success. 

I met Sir Ralph freciuently after that, and managed to get 
along with hiin fairly well ; bnt I do not regard him as the most 
genial Governor I have ever met. He was prone to sarcasm 
and to say embarrassing things when least expected ; perhaps 
he is so still ! For instance, at his first reception here, I think it 
was, among the callers were two prominent city clergymen, 
both members of the Social Service Committee and ardent 
prohibitionists. They, of course, warmly shook hands with 
His E.x;cellency and proceeded, in a leisurely manner, to extend 
to him their hearty congratulations. Whether he was anxious 
to have the reverend gentlemen " move on " or wished them to 
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partake of his hospitality with as little delay as possible I am 
not prepared to say. But. be that as it may, bending towards 
them in his usual patronizing way, he said, quite audibly to all 
near him : " Go right up to the buffet in the next room and have 
a whiskey and soda— I'll see you again!" Did they ao ? I 
cannot say for certain, but 1 presume not, as I saw them 
shortly after, leave the building in what appeared to me to be 
a very thoughtful and suggestive mood. 

Governor Williams had a good many important public func- 
tions to attend and preside over during his term of office and 
almost invariably, rose to the requirements of the occasion. On 
the 6th of May, igio, intelligence reached us of the death of 
Kmg Edward. We are, it goes without saying, a' patriotic 
people and loyal to old memories. His visit here in i860 
when Prince of Wales and little more than a boy, was still fresh 
in the recollection of many, so that his loss was keenly and 
personally felt. I distinctly remember to have seen him land 
at the King's Wharf, and to have joined the great procession of 
citizens which accompanied His Royal Hitjhness to Govern- 
ment House. He occupied the Governor's carriage and sat 



Day. Never did anything happen more fortunately or exactly 
Direct electric connection was established between the founda- 
tion stone and a room in Buckingham Palace, and at 4 p.m. 
the Iving was to touch a button in England which would lower 
the stone into Its place in Newfoundland. The time fixed 
brought It to almost 12.30 here in St. John's, and a befitting 
ceremonial was arranged for it. 

Governor Williams was bold enough to take it for granted 
that everything would be punctual to an instant, and at one 
minute to the time fixed he had the brigades called to attention, 
the massed bands ready, and (hen, turning to the people, he 
said : " In a few seconas His Majesty the King will touch a 
button at Buckingham Palace which will lower that stone in its 
place. He will be with you Newfoundlanders on this his 
Coronation Day in sympathy and in action, as you are in 
sympathy with him. Raise your hats in honor of His Majesty." 

He (Sir Ralph) then turned towards the stone, and on the 
instant the big gong rang and the stone descended quietly into 
the place in which he had laid the mortar to receive it. A burst 
of cheering broke out, the brigades presented arms, the bands 
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between the Duke of Newca>ile and Sir Alexander Bannerman, 
the latter being then Governor of the Colony. 

But to return to Sir Ralph Williams and his movements. 
During the year after his arrival, on th:^ said 6th of May, he 
had the honor of proclaimin;; the accession of King George, 
which he did in the Legislative Council Chamber in the pres- 
ence of most of the members of our two Houses of Parliament 
and a large number of prominent people. He afterwards read 
the proclamation to some thousands of citizens from the steps 
of the Colonial Building — a picture of which is hv^re given — 
and, later in the day, to six or seven thousand children in the 
Prince's Rink, where he addressed them at .some length. It 
was his lot as Governor to proclaim both the accession of 
King Edward - and Kiig George — the former previous to his 
appointment to Newfoundland. 

It is not too much to say that we excelled ourselves in our 
celebration of the Coronation of King George in June, 191 1, and 
were peculiarly honored in the fact that His Majesty himself 
took a personal part in our doings. A very large, sum of 
money had been collected by Dr. Grenfell for the erection, of a 
Seamean's Institute on a most extensive scale, the foundation 
stone of which His Majesty consented to lay on Coronation 



played " God Save the King," and in no corner of the far flung 
British Empire did the King and Queen get a more loving, loyal, 
and real outburst of enthusiasm than here at that moment when 
His Majesty so honored us. 

Shortly after the Coronation Sir Ralph left us for England, 
«here he spent some thirteen weeks, returning on the 30th of 
October, 19 11, for the second half of his four years of official 
service as our Satrap, during which he completed his tour of 
the Island, embarking in the s.s. /-'loiia- ior over a month's trip. 
This is what he says of it : — "Our journey embraced nearly the 
whole of the West Coast and all of the South Coast, and the 
beauty of 'he coast-line and of the many bays in it struck me 
with fresh admiration. There is nothing in Scotland which can 
exceed the charm of Bonne Bay, Fortune Bay, and, best of all, 
Hermitage Bay, and the whole coast-line reveals fresh beauties 
to those who explore it." In May. 1912, he visited Toronto to 
pay his respects to the Duke of Connaught, and in July he again 
visited Canada, going to Halifax in H.M.S. Siriits to be offici- 
ally present al the opening by His Royal Highness of the 
Memorial Tower. 

Let me here quote a few extracts from Sir Ralph's book on 
" How I Became a Governor." The sarcastic and insinuating 
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references to our people, contained therein, deserve more 
criticism than my space admits of at present. On pages 406 
and 407 he says : — , , ^ ^ 

One of the early matters which struck me was the neglect to 
raise their hats to the Governor on the part of .so many of the 
people and at first I was inclined to ascribe this to purposeful 
rudeness but I learnt better later. The Newfoundlander of 
the humbler classes is self-contained, undemonstrative and shy, 
and he does not readily transform his goodwill into demonstrative 
actior I recollect one dav, shortly after my arrival, while out 



where the people were drying their tlsh, and, on leaving, the 
good woma 1 of the house turned to the ladies of my party, giv- 
ing them f .ur e.gs, and sajing : " There, my dears, take them 
home and eat them wi,h jour tea to-night." Anolhert.me 
a fisherman p^es'nted me. as a leslimony of goodwill, with two 
large dried coifish, which I carried in my hand about a mile 
back to my carriage, there handing them to my coachman on 
ihe box, much to his dis^u-st, he having been formerlv one of 
Queen Victoria's postillions at Buckingham Palace, and unused 
U) such homely pioceedings. 
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alone for a walk, 1 came upon a somewhat dour old fisherman 
sitting in his hut engaged in the unsavory work of gutting his 
great pile of fish. I asked leave to go in, and chatted with him 
a long time, asking him many questions, and on leaving I shook 
hands wiih him, despite his raiher unclean work, and he then 
said: ''And who might it be that I am speaking to? 1 should 
take you for a stranger from the Old Country." I replied : " Oh, 
I am the Governor." The old man looked up astonished and 
said : " The Governor ! The Governor sit<ing in my poor place 
with me, just talking like any one else." Once when out with 
my wife and her niece for a drive, we called at a little house 



.\lluding to the religious senliment of the community and its 
connection with local politics, on page 416 Sir Ralph observes : 

I^enominalionalism reigns supreme in the colony, even to the 
extent that, apart from the Piinie Minister, the Cabinet must be, 
if practicable, evenly divirltd between the Church o' England, 
the Roman Catholics and ihe Non-Conformists. Even the local 
policemen must, if possible, be similarly selected, and occasions 
on which a policeman has had to be withdrawn for failure of 
this precaution are not unknown. Many of the peop'e are vt ry 
conservative in their church views and do not change. A Iccal 
cleric once described to me an interview between a woman of 
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his neighbour's flock and her rector. Said she: " Parson, I've 
got a beautiful new sewing machine since you were here last 
which does all my work in half the time." " Take it away," 
said the parson, "it is the work of the devil." "Oh, but, 
parson, why do you say that, when it saves my poor fingers?" 
To which his reverence replied: "I am only saying what you 
say when I try to improve the services of the Church and make 
them brighter; you tell me that my changes are devil's work." 
■' But surely, parson," was the reply, " that's different. My 
sewing machine is just my sewing machine, but our religion is 
as it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall be, world with- 
out end, Amen !" 

Nor does Sir Ralph omit to have a fling at us politically. He 
reminds us that it is the fashion in England to imagine Ministers 
of the Crown in Newfoundland to be corrupt to the cere. But 
he tries to soothe our feelings somewhat by telling us that his 
knowledge of Canada, Australia and South Africa leads him to 
think that Newfoundland is neither better nor worse than the 
other self-govein'ng colonies of the Empire in its administrative 
methods. The doctrine of '' the spoils to the victor," he assuies 



" How good it must lie 

To be an M.P., 
And find when one needs a change of air somewhere, 

With a free railway pass 

And can travel first class. 
While ordinary folks pay their fare and swear. 

" Therefore we agree 

That to be an M.P. 
Is a very good job, as jobs go, although 

Times does dull the edge 

Of an election pledge 
And the leaders they hurry on so, you know." 

" Broadly speaking," says Sir Ralph, " every election in every 
constituency here turns on local matters, the erection of bridges, 
the sinking of wells, the establishment of a ferry, the subsidizing 
of a local steamer and other little kindred jobs. Every soul in 
the colony is painfully cognisant of the fact that the enormous 
sums voted each year for the repairs of roads are largely thrown 
away, the money beirg simply allotted /ra rata to each district, 
and then divided up in payment for nominal labor on the roads, 
which the evidence of one's eye-sight proves to be purely 
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US, prevails in Newfoundland just as it does elsewhere, and to 
this extent the system is bad. He believes the bad reputation 
Newfoundland has got is due to the extraordinary oblique ideas 
which the electors at large hive of their political duties and re- 
sponsibilities. " Electors give no thought to genial principles of 
policy, of which they know nothing. For them it is simply a 
a case of the 'ins' and the 'outs.'" 

Then he reminds us of the exalted and enviable position of 
Members of the House of Assembly, and we recall the lines of 
the poet : — 

" How nice it must be 

To be an M.I'., 
And earn twelve hundred a year (tax clear) ; 

And stand up and speak 

For an hour or a week 
While other M.P.s cry " Hear, hear," and cheer. 

" How grand it must be 

To be an MP., 
And enactments sagacious and wise devise. 

Or vote blithely away 

Half a million a day, 
While ta.xpayers economise with sighs. 



chimerical." 

Then Sir Ralph goes on to relate a case which completely 
illustrates " how thoroughly the Newfoundlander expects to be 
paid for his labor in conveying his food on his fork from his plate 
to his moulh." This is precisely how His Excellency puts it:—" A 
pitiable wail comes to me of the terrible harships endured by a 
small settlement in the Colony, due to lack of drinking water, 
and application was made for a Government grant of eighty 
dollars in respect to it. The petition, drawn up by a ministej 
of religion, detailed how, by a little labor on a well, abundant 
water could be procured to meet all necessities, and implored 
the Government to step in and avert the horrid consequences of 
thirst which were so imminent. The well was necessary to pro- 
vide water for the people to drink; the duty of the Government 
was to pay wages to the men for providing themselves with 
water, and there was the whole matter in a nutshell. I do not 
hesitate to say that unless that settlement was subsidized to the 
extent they asked, they would at the following election have voted 
against the Government to a man. It is a fact that some years 
ago a Prime Minister of Newfoundland, in asking for money to 
relieve distress, which he painted as acute almost to starvation, 
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in a certain district, read out a letter from a clergyman Who 
wrote that the conditions were so terrible that, if relief did not 
soon come the people would be compelled to draw out their 
money from the savings bank to enable them to support them- 
selves. This grotesque appeal was fortunately too much for even 
a Newfoundland Legislature." 

Touching the matter of titles, Sir Ralph " lets the cat out of 
the bag' in the following manner: — "One of the most tiresome 
of a Governoi's duties is the power that he holds in the recom- 
mendation for honors at the King's hands. He is not infre- 
quently harassed by local gentlemen, who insist on seeing him 
personally, and urging upon him the desirability of getting some- 
thing for them. One persistent applicant badgered me for a 
C.M.G. in season and out of season, but all to no purpose; ulti- 
mately, however, obtaining his reward by catching my locum 
ienens napping during my absence, and persuading him into 
putting his name forward with a successful and triumphant 
result. ' 

But I must not exhaust the patience of my readers with these 
quotations. Just one more from page 432 and I shall p.iss on : — 

There was a very general routine in all towns of the Colony 
when the Governor visited them. An address and speeches, of 
course, for the Newfoundlander loves speeches, and will listen 
with endless forbearance to the most dreary of them. One un- 
failing duty which must never be omitted was a visit to the 
churches of the several denominations and ; if possible, to the 
schools. After the usual round there was something of a 
luncheon or tea gathering, the latter being preferable, inasmuch 
as local option was in force in most places, and a heavy meal at 
mid-day with raspberry vinegar or liquids of a kindred nature, 
to refresh one's tired senses, was not invigorating. It was quaint 
to hear a hospitable gentlemen rise in his place and call ou! : 
" Ladies and gentlemen, I ask you to charge your glasses with 
milk and water." As one of my staff said : " It would have 
been all right if there had been any milk, but the Governor was 
so thirsty after his speeches that he drank it all up at his end, 
and there was nothing but water left for us." It is, perhaps, 
better to be dry after one's speeches than in the delivery of 
them. 

When Sir Ralph Williams holds the mirror up to nature and 
to man, Newfoundlanders will be excused if they shrink from 
contemplating their features as Sir Ralph reveals them. To 
exaggerate the littleness of human nature, to dwell on the short- 
comings and the failures and the weaknesses of man, and to flout 
and jeer, or, still worse, to ignore those greater and grander 
elements which are, after all, the dominant forces in human 
affairs, may be usetul, but it is a thankless task from which most 
men would recoil. Sir Ralph, however, revels in that task, and 
is so happy in the doing of it that it is impossible to disturb his 
equinimity, or at all events, the composure with which he con- 
templates his handiwork. 

It is not merely that he does not appreciate those deeds of 
high emprise which make up so large a portion of the romance 
of " Greater Britain ;" they absolutely fill him with contempt 
if not with loathing. He will say, no doubt, that he sees the 
reverse of the medal, and that everything has its seamy side, that 
he is just as faithful an observer and accurate chronicler as anyone 
else, although in his survey he only sees that which is unworthy 
and mean, where others see the chivalous exploits of our brave 
and brawny toilers of the sea. That, no doubt, is true, but it is 
all a question of perspective, and it is not the mean and the 
base things of the world which should occupy the centre of 
the picture ; they are but the shadows which bring into clear 
relief that which is good and noble and of eternal fame. 

And yet Sir Ralph ought to be taken seriously. There is 
much good of a certain kind in him, and if he could only take 
himself seriously, instead of perpetually mocking and jeering at 
his own ideas, he might still be useful in some capacity or 
other. I admit that he has been useful in many ways, but no 
man has been so unmindful of the precept " Let not your good 
be evil spoke of !" It it indeed his pride and special delight 
just to do that same thing. Sir Ralph is no idealist of the 
ordinary type. He has run a tilt at many windmills and has 
gone on the war-path against as many of the savages of civiliza- 
tion as any man that can be named. That is only one more 



of the paradoxes with which Sir Ralph's character abounds. 
There is about him a certain impishness which is so distinctive 
and so unique as to obscure his more sterling qualities. The 
joy of making mischief— what the Germans call " Schaden- 
freude "—is so strongly developed in him as to continually inter- 
fere with the execution of the undertakings which he conceives 
in his graver moments. 

When Sir Ralph undertakes to gratuitously ridicule the 
people of Newfoundland he gets beyond his depth. Mistakes 
in minor matters are permissible and unavoidable. Mistakes 
in supreme matters are not. A captain may make many 
blunders in navigation and yet bring his ship safely into port; 
but if he persists in putting out to sea with a big leak in his 
vessel's hull, i/iat is a kind of mistake for which nature ruth- 
lessly exacts punishment. 

There is no need, however, to dwell upon this unpleasant 
feature of his reign here any further. 

There are spots in the sun, and Sir Ralph, being but mortal, 
has his failings, as I have shown, like the rest of us. We might 
have wished that his shortcomings had been in connection with 
his official career in any other Dominion ; but these things are 
beyond our choosing. Besides, even now there are many who 
still believe that, before the end comes, Sir Ralph may wake up 
to some sense of the wrong he has unwittingly inflicted upon 
the people of this Colony. He is seventy-five, but "while the 
lamp hold out to burn " hope still lingers. 

Yet, with all his faults, Sir Ralph Williams is a remarkably 
good speaker. In those days he was always ready to make a 
speech, and seemed to have at his command a vocabularly to 
suit his subject. In November, 191 1, I had an opportunity of 
knowing this from actual experience. On the 8th of that month 
accompanied by a large number of public officials and promin- 
ent citizens, he went out with a good deal of pomp and circum- 
stance, on a special train to open the Bonavista branch of our 
railway. The Reid-Newfoundland Company had the cars 
amply furnished and supplied for the auspicious occasion, and 
the whole affair passed off in a highly successful manner. What 
struck me most of all was the marvellous resourcefulness of 
His Excellency. At every stopping place along the line he 
delivered an original address, generally at one of the halls or 
school-houses, and when these were not available, he spoke from 
the platform of his car, rising to the requirements of the occasion 
every time and eliciting loud and prolonged cheering. But 
there were many marked differences between Sir William 
MacGregor and Sir Ralph Williams — 

The one was deep and slow, exhausting thought 
And hiving wisdom with each studious year, 

In meditation dwelt, with learning wrought. 
And shaped his %veapon with an edge severe. 

The other fiie and fickleness, a child 

Most mutable in wishes, t)ut in mind 
A wit as various — gay, grave, sage or wild. 

Historian, " sport," and orator combined.

Beneath a broad grey sky, upon a vast and dusty plain 
devoid of grass, and where not even a nettle or a thistle was to 
be seen, I met several men who walked bowed down to the 
ground. 

Each one carried upon his back an enormous Chiinajra as 
heavy as a sack of flour or coal, or the equipment of a Roman 
foot soldier.

Her fabulous head reposed upon the brow of the 
man like one of those horrible casques by which ancient 
warriors hoped to add to the terrors of the enemy.

iOULD a brief account of a visit to Bethlehem, I 
wonder, be of interest to readers of The New- 
foundland Quarterly ? It is difificult, of course, 
to say anythinjj new respecting that historic town : 
as everything known to man has bi?en told over 
and over again. And yet Bethlehem is the centre 
of interest to untold millions of the human family whose thoughts 
inevitably wander there at least once a year; and while in 
many respects the same thoughts occupy their minds from year 
to year, Christmas and all that it stands for never loses its charm, 
not for youth only but also for old age. 

May I invite your readers then to accompany me in thought 
as we start from Jerusalem upon that oft trodden road — the only 
highway — which leads to Bethlehem. The conveyances call 
for us at the Hughes' New Hotel; each carriage containing 
three spacious seats and drawn by three horses. We pass the 
Jaffa Gate and Mount Sion on the left and the Pool of the 
Sultan on the right, and are soon ascending the steps leading to 
the plain of Rephaim where David waged warfare with the 
Philistines and smote them, after he had heard " the sound of a 
going in the tops of the mulberry trees". Our attention is soon 
arrested by the sight of the Ophthalmic Hospital of the English 
Knights of St. John, one result of the Christianity of Palestine 
which was proclaimed in the Western World and is now bearing 
fruit in the land which gave it birth. And truly this is a land 
sadly needing the ministrations of eye specialists — a land where 
diseases of the eye are constantly in evidence. The next object 
of special interest, as we journey on, is the VVeil of the Magi, 
where, according to legend, the Wise Men halted on their way 
in search of the child Jesus, until the star which they had seen 
in the east reappeared and guided them to Bethlehem. This 
Well is in an elevated position from which a glimpse can be had 



of both Jerusalem and Bethlehem — the only place on the road 
where this is possible. 

The tomb of Rachel next arrests our attention and we are 
given an opportunity to in.spect the curious little building erected 
as her memorial. In the journe3ings of Jacob and his family a 
rest was taken at this place, and here Benjamin was born. The 
dying mother named her new born child Benoni, '■ Son of my 
sorrow"; but the father renamed him " Son of my right hand," 
and as Benj imin he is known down through the centuries. 

We resume our journey, and ere long reach Bethlehem — an 
interesting old town situated in what is possibly the most fertile 
part of Judea. Its name meaning " House of Bread," associ- 
ated with Ephratah, meaning " fruitful," would indicate the 
natural fertility of its soil and the prosperity of its people. 

Having taken a hurried survey of the town we pause at the 
" Well of David," so called because of David's association with 
Bethlehem, in general, and with this well, in particular. It will 
be remembered that when David as leader of a band of outlaws 
was besieged by the Philistines in Adullam and was suffering 
from thirst, he expressed a wish for a drink from the well whose 
refreshing waters had so often quenched his thirst in his early 
years. Upon hearing this his three inighty men started off, 
broke through the ranks of the Philistines, obtained water from 
this sime well and took it to David. But David, realizing at 
what cost the water was obtained, refused to driuk of it, and 
instead poured it forth as an offering to God, thus giving an 
exhibition of his instinctively religious spirit and of intense 
devotion to his God which is most illuminating. 

And now we pass on to the object of our visit, the Church of 
the Nativity. This Church, it is claimed, was erected by 
Constantine in A.D. 330, over the very place where the Christ 
was born. The evidence concerning the genuineness of the 
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site is very ancient and seems quite convincing. It is believed 
to be the oldest Church in Christendom and strange to say, 
although the Moslems had for so long been in possession of 
Palestine and had transformed so many Christian Churches 
into Mosques, this building has remained as a Christian Church 
and been the scene of Christian worship for 1600 years. It 
was repaired and beautified by Justinian in the 6th Century, 
and later ceiled with English oak, the gift of King EHward IV. 
The entrance is very low and leads through a dark porch to the 
old nave with a doub)e row of columns adorned by Corinthian 
capitals. Three denominations claim a share in the building, 
Greeks, Armenians and Latins, and their rights are so jealously 
watched that a Turkish soldier was kept on guard to prevent 
bloodshed. We witness worship from the Greek altar, the 
priest being a man with a full rich voice which completely 
filled the church. 

We pass down a dark, crooked stairway, slippery from the 
drippii gs of candles, to what is called the Grolto of the Nativity. 
This is a chamber about 40 x 10 feet, lit by thirty hanging 
lamps. A silver star before the altar marks the birth-place of the 



poets have penned inspired verse, and orators have soared to 
heights sublime. And despite all this consecrated talent, the 
mystery of it re nains hidden and the full meaning of it awAits 
the language of eternity. 

Having retired from the Church of the Nativity and spent a 
little time in the town, we returned to Jerusalem— covering the 
five miles in a brief space of time— the five miles which link 
up the scene of Christ's birth with the scene of his death and 
resurrection, and a mile or two farther on is the scene of his 
ascension to heaven. Holy Ground ? Yea, in very truth ; and 
yet not the only holy ground ; for has not the Holy Spirit, the 
purchase of his sacrifice, sanctified every part of our earth by 
his Presence, and made all our redeemed world holy ; so that 
in every part of the globe men may meet with God and from 
every altar worship acceptable to God mav be presented ? 
This, I take it, is the lesson of Bethlehem and Calvary. The 
lesson of the open tomb and of Pentecost.

HAT time IS more liitiiio; than the Xmas season 
to review, for the benefit of our leaders in thought 
and action, a prevailing tendency relatii'e to a f'ew 
matters pertaining to public work in this, our well- 
beloved country. 

The expending of public money in any form 
always has its attractions, and if any be spent before an election 
no matter for what purpose, it is, as a rule, listed amongst the 
pre-election kites by "the man on the street." The general 
pubHc may or may not be right in their surmise, but one thing 
is certain, very considerable expenditure takes place almost 
every Fall on public work of some sort and it is usually in the 
Fall that elections take place", and, as every one knows, the 
Party in power holds the trump card always, and it is a fact that 
work given out must necessarily create a certain amount of 



nece.ssary to work for "Government" money; that if the time is 
put in, "in any old way," it is " good enough." 

I had an occasion to pass through a certain settlement not so 
very long ago, the day after a first fall of snow for the season. 
A number of men had got home from the fishery on the previous 
day. They were employed to use up their per capita grant, 
which had been reserved for them by the Chairman of the Road 
Board, and when I saw them they were shovelling the freshly- 
fallen snow from the wayside ditch to the middle of the road. 
B.-fore sunset no snow was visible anywhere in the locality. The 
men who were so employed W2re known to me as "loyal sub- 
jects of the King" and I do believe that they considered they 
were justified in using up their "bit of road money" in the man- 
ner described and did not consider that there was anything un- 
patiiotic in their action. 
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prestige. It nevertheless goes without saying that the occurence 
of such expenditure is a very good thinjj-f )r tnen out of wnnk. 

The fascination that power conjjrc:s u:j in men's breasts, how- 
ever, is a poor god to bow down to and it has occurred at times 
that notwithstanding, their mist humble obeisance, worshippers 
at its shrine have not always made theiiselves heard. 

The method of expenditure of the per capita Road Grant 
does not always indicate a patriotic motive and its influence has 
'unk so deeply into the community life that people now look 
upon Government funds as their own right, as tax payers. The 
origin of this suggestion has been pliced as the usual stock-in- 
trade of cheap politicians, and to their influence may be traced 
the present idea abroad amongst a certain element that it is un- 



For a number of \ear> cash grants had been gi\eii to so-called 
Agricultural Societies to be expended as was thought fit by their 
Committees. P'r. qiently a Committee could not decide as to 
how the mo ley should b:: spent. I have heard of a case where 
a ' pound" or enclosure had been built to employ the members 
of the Society to use up the giant; ostensibly, to provide a pen 
where a sheep could occasionally be driven in to be caujht. 

To " haul the wool" over the eyes of a Minister or a Cotn- 
rnissioner of Agriculture, and induce him to give a bull, a rai^i 
or a young pig, was a joke freqnently indulged in by an inter- 
viewer, and I would not be surpised if there are buchers in town 
who have more than once "swapped an ewe of no special merit" 
for a "Government Ram," the deal being arranged before the 
Comtnissioner was approached. 

The " little pig" has come in for very much more than its 
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share of abuse and, together with the Ram, it has been lost and 
won many a time on the way to its destination. 

It is the "Government bull", however, that is the most abused 
of all animals, and no animal should be better protected. We 
import into this country yearly fresh meat to the value of 
$804,763.00 and salt meat to the value of $2,587,623.00 (1919- 
1920 figures) and each year as Spring comes around demands 
for bulls are so frequently made on the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Mines, and these demands so persisted in, and the 
claims so urgently presented by leading politicians, clergymen 
and others, that, under the avalanche of these sympathetic 
advocates, the Department, with its reduced grants for agricul- 
tural purposes, has its hands more than fully occupied. 

From my experience in the past, and especially during 
war time and since, and judging from the treatmnt meted out to 
the many bulls sent to outports, I -conclude that, as a people, 
we are absolutely destitute of that finer feeling people who 
associate themselves with lovely animals acquire. Can it be 
that our occupation as seal killers has so benumbed that finer 
quality in us that the sight of animals starving in the Fall, on 
hills and in other places destitute of any kind of vegetation, no 
longer affects us? Where is our patriotism? A patriot with 
the proper quality in him would use 'any influence he may 
possess for the improvement of his environment. His environ- 
ment takes in " his neighbour's ox, his neighbours ass, and the 
stranger 'the Government bull ' that is within his gates." 

A bull, generously placed by the Department, free of cost to 
the community, with a prepaid return ticket on file at the 
station office, surely has a claim for protection from a patriotic 
people whose desperate pleadings for the animal's use could 
certainly not be considered as a joke. 

Bulls sent out in the manner described have been met at the 
coastal boat, or at the railway station, by the proposed care takers 
and taken to their destinations. Invariably the Department is 
expected to pay for such expenses, and when bulls have been 
allowed to break into people's gardens and destroy crops, the 
Department also is expected to "pay the piper.,' 

I am unable to trace an atom of patriotism, or public spirit, 
in such conduct, yet the Department gets soundly abused 
because it hesitates, while making an enquiry, before placing 
bulls at large on the hills. 

Some of the most pathetic scenes imaginable have taken 
place in the Department of Agriculture. In that basement 
apartment legislators have used more eloquence in their plead- 
ings for bulls and pigs and rams for their constituents than I 
have noticei in the official reports of their debates demanding 
increased grants on agricultural account to enable the Depart- 
ment to pay for these animals' support. This applies to Govern- 
ment and Opposition Members alike, but of the two the pleadings 
of the latter are the more inspiring. Often, too, clergymen ap- 
proach the Department, with their missionary zeal, and I have 
it in mind that if their sermons to their parishioners are only 
one-half as inspiring as are their pleadings for bulls, every 
parishioiTer must necessarily be public spirit personified. 

If the Country insists that the Department of Agriculture 
shall supply male animals by the hundreds for the summer 
months, only for the benefit of the various communities, the 
Legislature should, at least, make the grant on account of Agri- 
culture sufficiently large to keep the object of the " prayer of the 
petition" in a condition becoming the honorable applicants. 

A much respected clergymen in one of our outports, after a 
very poor codfishery, away back in the sixties when bad fisheries 
were the rule, rather than the exception, wrote to the Prime 
Minister of that day, making the statement, that, " it the Govern- 
ment did not come to their assistance the poor people would be 
obliged to draw their little savings out of the bank." 

History repeats itself, even in these unsettled times, for dur- 
ing the potato "giving out" the past Spring, the witty clergy- 
man's statement was frequently in my mind's eye especially 
when Honorable Members filled up the office, the large hall- 
way, the corridor of the building, Jim Phelan's Lane, and a good 
sized piece of Duckworth Street, with "poor applicants for seed 
potatoes." 

To my mind it is not a square deal that "the Government" 



should get " all the blame all the time " for a system of distribu- 
tion introduced in the musty past. And since wartime conditions 
have increased the cost of keeping animals, people demand Gov- 
ernment stock more than ever, but will not accept a ihare in the 
increased cost of feeding them, and whatever occurs it must be 
borne in mind that babies born in the future, and mothers, and 
invalids, must be provided for, and to do this animals must be 
kept to furnish them with a supply of milk. 

In many countries the feeding of dairy cattle on hay is no 
longer considered an economical undertaking. Green crops, 
such as Sweet Clover, Sunflowers, Oats. Peas and Vetches, are 
even now supplementing the at one time popular corn ensilage 
as a feed for dairy cattle, because of the better returns the feed- 
ing of these crops give in the economy of the farm when pre- 
served as ensilage. 

I predict, therefore, for this country that, at a time not very 
far distant most of our best milk supplying farmers will own at 
least two silos; that enough hay will be harvested for the 
horses, but very little more. 

We do not hear enough in these days about patriotism, public 
spirit, and Agriculture although the door is ever wide open. 

Patriotism and Public Spirit should be so interwoven with 
Agriculture, especially where an isolation exists, such as ours, 
that it ought to be- difficult to separate the subjects when we 
discuss agriculture on general lines. 

I should like to hear our legislators from their places in the 
House of Assembly send forth messages to their constituents, 
as opportunity occurs, entwining these subjects one with the 
other, and the two former with our national industry and all 
sorts of public work. 

I cannot but think that a series of good, honest and whole- 
some speeches on these lines would be but messages sent forth 
that would have in their wake the dawn of better conditions, 
and that the result of such effort would, in lime, be reflected all 
over the country. And would not the present session of Parlia- 
ment be an opportune time, and such themes fitting messages 
to send out to the various constituencies at Chrismastide ?

After the cessation of hostilities Rev. Mr. Earp remained in 
England, accepting the position of Deputation Secretary of the 
Colonial and Continental Church Society.

Two years ago Canon Buchanan offered 
him the Precentorship of Holy Trinity, Hull, said to be the 
largest Parish Church in England, and there Mr. Earp remained 
until this year when he was appointed Vicar of St. Barnabas, 
York. Simultaneous with the appointment came the invitation 
from the parishioners of St. Thomas's in this city. After giv- 
ing the matter full consideration and upon the advice of his 
Bishop, who recognized the larger field on this side of the water. 
Mr. Earp decided to come to Newfoundland. 

The reverend gentleman, accompanied by his wife, son and 
daughter, arrived in St. John's by the s s. Bi/(/>j on October 
14th, and on the following Sunday morning was inducted Rector 
of St. Thomas's by the Lord Bishop of Newfoundland. Unusual 
interest was taken in the induction ceremony, the church being 
filled. In all eight clergymen were present in their robes, the 
others being Canon Bolt, Registrar of the Diocese ; Canon Jeeves, 
Rector and Sub-Dean of the Cathedral ; Canon Field, Rev. 
A. B. S. Stirling, Rector of St. Mary's ; Rev. A. Clayton and 
Rev. C. A. Moulton. The service concluded with the Holy 
Communion, the new Rector being Celebrant. The old Parish 
Church was again crowded in the evening, when the Rector 
preached for the first time. The sermon was impressive and 
inspiring, delivered without the aid of either manuscript or notes 
and couched in graceful diction. After the Benediction the large 
audience dispersed with the confidence that the Parish had 
reason to rejoice and be glad. 

It is fitting that the old Garrison Church of St. Thomas 
the Martyr, built in the days of the Sailor King, William IV, as 
a Military Chapel for the Imperial troops stationed here at the 
time, should as it is nearing its hundredth year have as its Rector 
and was first attached to the Canadian Base E;pot. Later he one who served so faithfully in the Great War, and who, since 
was sent into the line with the 3rd Canadian Infantry Brigade, ordination fifteen years ago, has sucli a fine record of service in 
serving with distinction on the Western Front between the Church in the neighbouring Dominion and in the Mother 
Vpres and the Somme, being present at the famous attack on Country.

lARK and sullen in dispcsition ; careless and un- 
kempt in his appearance ; it was obvious from the 
first day of his reporting with the French 
Chasseurs that Pierre DeCourcy was no addition 
to the ranks of that gallant unit. He was the 
despair of his Corporal, and the Commandant of the Barracks 
roundly cursed the Maitre d' Affairs for sending such a Con- 
script to his command. 

In the quiet little village of Daours, DeCourcy was the only 
son of a gray-haired, hard working Mother, whose dissolute 
husband bad passed away when Pierre was a mite, and who 
left behind him a bad name and a life of labour as his only 
inheritance to a faithful spouse.

Tears streamed down his cheeks 
as the Regiment, to a man, burst from their ranks, surrounded 
his horse, and cheered him to the echo. 

That night Pierre DeCourcy disappeared from the Barracks, 
and when the Regiment fell in to march away on active ser- 
vice he was posted as a deserter. Information was duly given 
the proper authorities, and, when a few days later, in the little 
village of Corbie, an old gray-haired lady, with poke bonnet and 
shawl, carrying a basket, emerged from her cottage, she was

accosted by a file of soldiers, who asked her where her son was 
hiding. The emotion of the poor old soul was visible to the 
escort.

Whilst the tears from a broken heart flooded the eyes of the 
Mother, DeCourcy had quickly jumped into the room, closed 
the casement and drawn the curtain. "You" she exclaimed, 
brokenly, " You ; here — in this village — while your comrades 
are on their way to battle; " the uniformed figure sank to his 
knees, burying his face in his hands ; " you, whose Mother's 
family perished with the soldiers of France — whose heart has 
been thrice rended by the misfortunes of your Father, — 
— and whose prayers to Heaven have ever been that 
some drop of the blood of my race would be found in 3'ou — 
Pierre, Pierre, you have broken my soul." 

Early the next morning, the military escort who had spent 
the night in Billets, found on the Rue du Corbie the forage 
cap of a Chasseur. Conferring with the Gendarmes it was 
decided to surround the cottage of Madame DeCourcy and 
once more searced the premises. As the uiorning sun rose in 
the sky a cordon of armed men had completely surrounded the 
place and at a given signal would advance. The Corporal of 
the escort — kindly soul that he was — -desired the Mother to go 
on her way and not have the capture effected in her presence. 

Soon the door of the cottage opened, and the watchers saw 
the old lady, shaking with age, with poke bonnet and shawl, 
carrying her market basket, with bowed head, moving slowly 
to the road which lead to Corbie. The Corporal, sentimental 
soul that he was, raised his cap in sympathy as the figure passed 
out of their view. Then a whistle sounded, and with rifles ready, 
the cordon closed in around the little cottage. The Corporal, 
with a Gendarme, moved to the door, and rapped : no reply ; 
" open" he shouted ; ■' open you pig of a coward, and give yourself 
up to us !" Crack ! a bullet came through the door, catching 
him in the thigh, and he fell. At this juncture, the party, 
firing at the windows and doors, were in action : there was no 
return fire. Waiting a few minutes, two of the Gendarmes, 
advanced to the door, which they quickly brought from its 
hinges. A dramatic picture met their view! 

Behind a capsized table, which served as a temporary barri- 
cade, grasping the trigger of an old Army musket, lay the dead 
body of Madame DeCourcy !

The Rhodes Scholar for 1922.

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^ Letters on Newfoundland History. ^

J, UeAU NKWKOUNULANlJliKS I 

A short while ago I picked up, or rather it was 
handed to me, a little book by Lord Birkenhead, 
entitled the " Story of Newfoundland." 1 read it 
through with much pleasure. It aroused my in- 
terest in the history of my own country to such an 
extent that it is my apology for addressing you through the 
columns of the Quarterly. We have many books which deal 
with the history of Newfoundland. Some of them are excellent 
in matter and make up. Others do not profess to be of the 
same value. Practically all are the result of careful research, 
and show a tolerable acquaintance with the originals. But they 
are not all available to the " man-in-the-street" of Newfoundland, 
and it is to meet this friend that I purpose in this and following 
letters to write about the general history of this country. 

I do not profess to bring original research work before you. 
But possessed with the average intelligence, I hope to tell you 
its story from the impressions I have gained when going through 
the many available history books. I have read the history of 
my Coun'ry since I have been able to read. I have been en- 
thralled by the story of her progress. The brave deeds of her 
sons have always fascinated me. Therefore, 1 feel that I will 
bring into the treatment of this important subject matter, a love 
of my country and her past as deep and sincere as that of any- 
one who has dealt with the subject. I wish to be simple, direct 
and clear, at the same time refraining from monotonous extracts. 
I would like very much to reach the younger readers for to them 
I primarily look and they are indeed uppermost in my mind. I 
know by experience th.it the history of Newfoundland does not 
receive that attention it shou'd with the young. 1 am not here 
going to apportion blame. It is beyond my purpose. But for 
the people of Newfoundland — for the rising generatiom of New- 
foundland — f<ir those who love and have faiih in Newfounland. 
one history at least and ihat the first must be understood and 
appreciated — the history of their ow'n country. 

The early adventures leadi ig up to the discovery of this country 
are shrouded in the mists of the distant past. Did the Northmen, 
those bold Vikings of whom we read in the Sagas, visit our 
shores when they colonized Iceland, and later Gre:;iiland ? 
Did they find their way accross the stormy trackless ocean, and 
found homes for themselves in our sheltered coves and bays ? 
Had others settled there already — a native population — and to 
which family of races did they belong? What was the state of 
their civilization, or had they advanced beyond the primitive 
stage? Did these adventurers from the North ir^fluence them, 
and if so in what way and to what purpose ? 

These are questions that must interest every student of New- 
foundland history. Many writers have treated this subject. 
But it is all so far away in the past, the records are so vague, 
their number is so limited that it is extremely difficult to deter- 
mine whether the Sagas refer to Ne.vfoundland or some nearby 
portion of the American Continent. In the compass of letters 
like these I cannot give arguments pro or con, but I merely cite 
the question. The disposition of facts and the confounding 
theories will be found in any of the fuller approved books. 

Let us begin in the long ago in the year 1497, and on the 2nd 
day of the month of May. In the little town of Bristol in 
Devonshire, England, the good ship Matthew is ready to depart 
for unknown parts. The commander is a foreigner — one John 
Cabot. He is a notable seamen scientific as far as skill went in 
those days. He has sailed in many waters, and strange ports 
are not new to him. He has even'now persuaded some Bristol 
Merchants to fit out a ship and man it giving it over to his sole 
command. King Henry VII. envious of his royal brother of 
Spain's growing empire has granted him a charier. 

Try to imagine the little Caravel Ye Matthew as she stood 
out to sea from Avonmouth some four hundred years ago. As 
the moorings are loosed from the ship, and she drops down the 
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.-iver, Cabot and his sturdy West Country crew are cheered by 
the crowd gathered upon the shore. For years he has been 
dreaming of Cathay and Cipango. He has heard the tales of 
Marco Polo, he has met strange merchants in Eastern ports and 
now he is desirous of testing his theory. He is eagerly seeking 
the shorest route to the East. What thoughts crowd the 
minds of these brave sailors on this glorious May day as they 
see sinking behind them the hills and familiar scenes of their 
native land! What a sturdy company this that manned the 
tiny vessel of 60 tons as with sails unfurled she leaves behind 
her the while coast line of old England ! What anxious days and 
weeks they passed as they were tossed over the swelling billows 
of the rude Atlantic I What joy must have been theirs on that 
June day when the cry of " Land ! Ho! Land! Land" rang 
loudly upon their ears ! 

We know very little indeed of the Matthew's voyage. We 
know it is true the day of her departure and of the discovery 
of Newfoundland. But the intimate sketches that history 
twines around the great name of Columbus is wholly wanting 
here. We would very much like to know intimately the story 
of that famous trip. We would like to hear from Cabot 
him.self, or one of his crew, the true story of the 
voyage. We would like to know whether the sailors 
of the West Country murmured as those of Columbus 
had done but a few years previously. But vain is our wish. 
No record exists to enchant us with the story of how the 
Empire's Hag was reared to the breeze on our own native soil. 

Cabot returned to England bearing wonderful news of a new- 
land found. He had with him miny tokens of this strange 
country. He was able to prove satisfactorily to the King and 
his advisers that he had really made a discovery. He could 
tell them that the cou.Ttry was fair and temperate, that the sea 
abounded in fishes, that strange animals ro.rmed the wilds. It 
is written in the family correspondence of the Venetian 
Pasqualigo a resident of London that Cabot had discovered 
land s me 700 leagues away. This letter was dated August 
23rd, 1497. It must hive been wriiten shortly after the latter's 
return. In a letter of R^imondo di Raimondi of August 24th, 
1497 we find that " Cabot has the desciiption of the world in 
a chart, and also in a solid globe which he has made, and he 
sho.vs where he has landed, and that going towards the East he 
pjssed considerably beyond the country of Tansis. And they 
s.iy that it is a very good and temperate country, and they think 
that Brazil wood and silks grow there; and they affirm that 
that sei is covered with fishes, . . and this I heard the 

same master John relate." These letters are interesting as 
being written at the very time of the discovery, very few days 
having elapsed between Cabot's return and the penning of the 
letters. 

The place where the discoverer touched our shores has been 
warmly disputed. Judge Prowse by many arguments, as well 
as the citation of local tradition, favors Cape Bonavista. The 
late J. P. Howley, Esq., favored Librador and by strong argu- 
ment. His illustrious brother, the late .Archbishop, in a lecture 
delivered in 1897 before the .\thena;um was ot the opinion 
that Cape St. John not far distant from Cape Bonavista was the 
point. But I notice in the proceedings of the Royal Society 
of Canada a small brochure dated May 19th, 1903, in which he 
revises his opinion and holds that our own city of St. John's 
was indeed the landfall. Cape North in the island of Cape 
Breton has had ^ome sponsors, but Cape Bonavista, Domiio mi 
Labrador, or Saint John's have the most adherents. 

That Cabot made at least one other voyage and in the year 
following is known. He sought help from the King that he 
might be enabled to voyage thither again. He was granted a 
second patent in February 1498 by which he was empowered to 
take six ships " to the land and isles of late found by the said 
John in our name and by our commandment." About May of 
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that year he sailed away to the new land. There is no 
acccOLint of the voyage. There is even no record of 
his return. In fact from this time the name of John 
Cabot is not named in the official writings. Closely associated 
with him was his son Sebastian, a very capable and thorough 
mariner. After his father's retirement he made several voyages 
of discovery, and died in London about 1560. For many 
years the names of the Cabots were unhonored in the land they 
had discovered. However, since then we have had Cabot Tower 
erected as a monument to mark our appreciation of these 
intrepid navigators who dared to sail the unknown seas in 
search of new Countries. 

Newfoundland, the country in which we live, is a large triangu- 
lar island about 43,000 miles in area, and amongst the ten 
largest in the world. It is some sixteen hundred miles distant 
from Europe, whilst at its northern point it is but nine or ten miles 
from the neighbouring continent of America. It is almost as 
broid as it is long, the length being 317 miles, and the greatest 
breadth 316, these measurements being taken from Cape Ray to 
Cape Norman, and from Cape Spear to Cape Anguille. It has 
roughly 6,000 miles of coast-line, due to the deep indentures of 
lovely bays comparable in scenery to the fiords of Norway. 
Rivers and lakes, mountains and hills, wooded country and 
moorland all lend a charm to this land tliat has been called the 
" Sportsman's Paradise". The rivers are not as navigable as 
those of other lands, but nature his compensated by giving us 



deep water harbour in our magnificent bays. Fish of every 
de.scription teem in our waters fresh and salt. Close to our 
shores the northern ice-pack carries thousands of valuable seals 
every spring. Big game as well as small game is had in abun- 
dance. Valuable mineral deposits are found in every section of 
the Country. It is truly a rich land that Cabot added to the 
British realm, and one that after the l.ipse of centuries has been 
called the Cinderella of Colonies. It should be our duty on 
every occasion that comes to us, indeed we should make these 
occasions, to put forward the claims of our country — historically, 
politically, socially, commercially. More than once those who 
professed friendship foi her people have given her a name 
amongst other peoples that in justice they could not give. No 
opportunity should be lost by Newfoundlanders to stop such 
damning tactics. It is truly a great vice that would blacken or 
belittle the fame, the name, the praspects spiritual or material 
of a little land like ours. 

I find myself at the end of the first chapter of Newfoundland 
history, and at the close of my letter. In next Quarterly I 
shall write you something of the early annals of colonization. 
Meanwhile I wish you all a happy Christmas, and put forward for 
your consideration a New Year resolution : '■ A fuller knowledge 
of the Country's history."

Cold Storage Plant of Newfoundland Atlantic Fisheries, Ltd. 

Prepared for Export. 



-Millions of Pounds of Fish 




^^^S3^ VISIT to the Cold Storage Plant of the Newfound- 
land Atlantic Fisheries Company is, in itself, a 
liberal education in the modern methods employed 
in the preser\'ation and preparation of fish for ex- 
port. 'I'he general public has, as a rule, no taste 
for technicalities and beyond a simple explanation 
of the modus operandi of the Cold Storage Plant, it is not the 
purpose of this article to deal in them. But to a country, whose 
chiefest product is that of the sea, a description of the industry, 
which is going to be one of the greatest boons to the colony, 
cannot fail to attract the interest of even the casual reader. 

The Manager, Mr. Mcintosh, is a native of Scotland and 
came out here from Aberdeen during (he first week of January, 
of the present year. He is a man who has had an enormous 
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amount of practical experience in the handling of fish and is the 
general manager of not only the plant here, but of the Newfound- 
land Atlantic Fisheries Company, Limited. This company was 
formed some years ago and consists chiefly of English capital, 
although there is a considerable amount of local interest in it, 
and local capitalists are represented on its directorate. The 
object of the company was the exportation of fresh frozen fish, 
but its activities have been enlarged, and smoked fish of various 
kinds are now also exported. As time goes on the activities of 
the Company will be greatly increa.sed in various directions. 

SPECIES OI- FISH EXPORTED. 

Fish of many kinds are to be found in the Cold Storage 
Plant. Millions of pounds of cod, salmon, caplin, halibut and 
herring have passed through the plant, whilst large quantities of 
fish not so much in use here, such as soles or fiat fish, and tur- 
bot are also to be seen in the various " freezers." 

In the chill or store room, which is on the first floor, were 
boxes upon boxes of kippers, and smoked and fresh fish includ- 
ing filleted cod, ready for export. The various " sharp freezers 



on this floor contains heaps of salmon, frozen whole, and looking 
as fresh as when they first left the water, there are also boxes of 
smoked salmon lying about. In one corner one finds huge white 
halibuts, frozen solid, fish which must weigh hundreds of pounds 
each ; near them is a mound of flat fish, one of the most delic- 
ous fish that there is, and yet unappreciated here and left rotting 
on the wharves and on the beacties. Big turbot from Trnity 
B,iy, though not in such large quantities as the other fish are 
also there ; caplain, nearly a million pounds of them, are to be 
found in the various chambers. \'et, that is a fish which is used 
here as manure, it being so plentiful in season I In the Canadian 
and Alnerican markets it commands a ready sale both fresh and 
smoked. Even Finnan Haddie are put up in this huge plant. 
In one room were 150 tons of salmon ready for export, whilst 
as much again, unpacked was contained in the same " freezer." 

HOW FISH ARE SMOKED, 

Smoked fish form no small part of the huge exportations 
made by the Newfoundland Atlantic F'isheries Co. In a 
special part of the building the smoking department is found. 
Here, in large kilns, fifty feet in height, fish of all kinds, such 
as herrings, kippered and red, caplin, salmon and even cod, 
are smoked over fires of sawdust and chips, which are burning 
at the bottom of kilns. The capacity of each kiln is 16.000 
herrings or equivalent. 

Several women are employed in (hs department. Some are 
spliting herring, washing them and pi icing them in troughs of 
pickle from which the fish are taken and suspended on hooks 
ready to be placed in the kilns. Others are rapidly putting 
caplin on rods preparatory to hanging them in smokers. The 
small fish such as herring and caplin are .vmoked overnight. 
The larger fish such a.'- cod and salmon take a little longer. 

In the basement heaps of sawdust and chips are to be seen, 
ready for use in the kilns. Spruce and pine sawdust is chiefly 
used but oak has been found to give the best results. Two 
small furnaces which generate hcrt through pipes which are 
used for drying fish are al>o in this basement. 

The Newfoundland Atlantic Fisheries Company hjs ex- 
ported an enormous quantity of fresh and smoked fish during 
the present year. 1 hey have bought over 1,000,000 lbs. of 
salmon, 500,000 lbs. of halibut, 100,000 lbs. of caplin and they 
have contracted for two or three million pounds of herring. 

AMERICAN' MARKETS. 

This firm have now established markets throughout the United 
States and Canada, and already large shipments have been made 
to these countries, while also about 400 tons of fresh salmon 
have been shipped to England. 

The Cold Storage Plant is undoubtedly a great benefit to the 
Country, and before long even greater advantages than hereto 
fore will accrue from having it in our midst.

Drivers of Carriages, Carts, Motor Cars, He. 

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, 1918." 

1. Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Vehicles moving slowly must 

be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowing more swiftlv moving 
vehicles passage on the right. 

2. A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. 

3. A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 

4. Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 

5. The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 

6. Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or southerly direction. 

7. Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 
which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 

8. The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 

on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 
and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passeno-er who 
may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

The Board of Governors of The St. John's General Hospital 

beg to announce for the inforjnalion of the General Public that 
final arrangements have been made for the collection of fees to 
be paid by all persons who occup}' beds or undergo treatment 
at the General Hospital. The scale of fees was advertised in 
December last as coming into effect on January ist, 192 1, but 
unforeseen circumstances prevented this from being carried out. 

The following regulations, in accord witii " An Act respecting 
the General Hospital," will be strictly enforced ; — 

Under an Act respecting the General Hospit il (6 George V., 
Cap. XIX.) and with ttie approval of the Governor in Council 
the Board of Governors of the St. John's General Hospital give 
notice that they have fixed and prescribed the following scale of 
fees to be levied from and paid by all peisons «ho occupy beds 
or undergo treatment at the Hospital. The scale is to come 
into operation on the ist day of October, 192 i. 

Scale of Fees. 

Every person receiving treatment in the General Hospital 
shall, after the 30th day of September, 192 1, pay fees according 
to the following scale : — 

Persons admitted to the public wards $1.00 per day, persons 
occupying private rooms $10.00 per week in addition to the daily 
fee of $1.00. Every applicant for admission to the Hospital 
must bring with him, or forward to the Superintendant of the 
Hospital, certificate signed by a duly registered physician that 
such applicant is a proper subject for Hospital treatment. 

Under the provisions of the General Hospital Act, 1915, all 
patients who are unable to pay fees shall be required to bring 
with them a certificate of their inability to pay, which shall be 
signed by the resident Relieving Officer, or, where there is no 
such Officer, by a Justice of the Peace, a Clergyman or other 
responsible persons. The fees of such patients thereupon 
become payable by the Commissioner of Public Charity, by 
virtue of the said Act.

WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am 
munition. Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Sliips ! 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

( c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

REGULATIONS 

RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION OF 
ENGINEERS.— CHAPTER J. 

GENERAL RULES. 

1. — These Regulations are issued in pursuance of 
an Act respecting the quahfication of Engineers 
(6 Edward VII., Cap. 24). 

In accordance with Section 9 of the said Act, 
" No steamers registered in Newfoundland shall 
go to sea from any port in or of Newfoundland 
or its dependencies unless the engineers thereof 
have obtained and possess valid certificates for sea- 
going ships, appropriate to their several stations in 
such ships, or of a higher grade from the Board of 
Trade in the United Kingdom, or valid certificates 
of competency appropriated to their several stations 
in such ships, or of a higher grade granted in any 
British possession, and declared by Order of His 
Majesty in Council, published in the Lojidon Gazette 
under the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
(Colonial) Act, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, or 
of any Act of the Parliament of the United King- 
dom containing such provisions, to be of the same 
force as certificates of competency for foreign-going 
ships granted under the Acts of the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom relating to merchant shipping, 
or a certificate of competency under the provisions 
of this Act. And every person who, having been 
engaged to serve as an Engineer of any sea-going 
ship registered in Newfoundland, goes to sea as 
aforesaid after that date as such engineer without 
being at the time entitled to and possessed of such 
certificate for sea-going ships, as hereinbefore re- 
quired, or who employs any person as Engineer of 
any sea-going ship, as aforesaid, without first ascer- 
taining that he at the time is entitled to, and pos- 
sessed of such certificate, shall for such offence incur 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars."

GROCERY DEPT. 
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Passport Regulations. 



1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to " THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in Lidia. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, .Jr 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

WHEREAS it is provided by Chapter 35 of the Consolidated 
Statutes of Newfoundland (Third Series) entitled ■■ Of the Postal 
and Telegraph Services," that, upon the recommendation of the 
Board appointed under the provisions of the said Act, the Gov- 
ernor in Council shall, by Proclamation, give notice of any 
alteration of name, naming or re-naming of places within this 
Colony, provided that Public Notice of such proposed alteration 
of name, naming or re-naming of places shall have been given 
for three months previous ; 

AND WHEREAS, by Public Notice of dale the 25th day of 
October, 192 1, certain alterations of name and re-naming of 
places within this Colony were notified, as required by the above- 
mentioned Act; 

I do therefore, by this my Proclamation, order and direct that 
the alterations of name and renaming of places within this 
Colony, as contained in the said Public Notice of the 25th day 
of October, 192 i, shall come into effect from the date of these 
Presents, that is to say: — 

1. Broom's Bottom, District of St. George, to be regarded as 
part of York Harbour, and in future both of these settlements to 
be known by the latter name. 

2. Horse Cove, near Portugal Cove, Conception Bay, to be 
re-named " St. Thomas's." 

3. Caplin Bay, District of Ferryland, to be re-named 
" Calvert." 

Given under my Hand and Seal, at the Government House, 
St. John's, this 30th day of January, A.D., 1922.

^ Governors I Have Known, ^ 

And Some of Their Outstanding Characteristics.

Sir Walter E. Davidson, K.C.M.G. 

" 'Tis not indulging private inclination, 
The selfish passions, that sustains the world 
And lends its ruleis giace ; no. it is not then 
That glory springs, and high immortal deeds : 
The public good, the good of otheis, still 
Must bear fond nature down, in him who dares 
Aspire to worthy rule; imperious honor 
Still o'er the most distinguish'd lords it most " 

!OVERNOR Davidson, who succeeded Sir Ralph 
Williams as Proconsul of Newfoundland, arrived 
here in February. 19 13, and immediately entered 
upon the duties of his important office. Walter 
Edward Davidson was born at Killybeagh, 
County Down, Ireland, in 1859, 'he son of James 
Davidson, E^q. : and, after a successful career at Rossall Col- 
lege, entered, in 1888, while a student at Christ's College, Cam 
bridge, for the competitive examination for Eastern Cadetships, 
and passed second on the list, and in December of that year left 
England to take an appointment in Ceylon. Among his com- 
panions on the voyage out were two other successful candidates, 
these bound for the Straits Settlements — both of whom achieved 
success, — Sir Edward Merewether, subsequently Governor of 
Sierra Leone, and Sir Walter Egerton, Governor, of New 
Guiana. 

Young Davidson's first holiday was taken to Calcutta where 
he had an opportunity to turn to good account his physical 
strength and training as an oarsman by stroking a Ceylon four 
which won the Hoogly Challenge Cup, and in winning the pair- 
oared race also, after a very close contest. Here, in a sporting 
centre like St. John's, it niay be of interest to know that be con- 
tinued to row and 10 play football until 1885, despite the unfav- 
orable conditions of a tropical climate. 

He was nominated in t886 as Secretary for Ceylon at the 
Colonial and Indian Exhibition held at South Kensington that 
year, where he had the good fortune to meet, and make the 
acquaintance of, many leading representatives of the Colonies. 
The object of Ceylon — at that time just emerging from the in- 
dustrial calamity caused by the sudden failure of the coffee 
crop — was to introduce to the world its new industry of tea- 
planting. The export of tea was then under 8,000,000 pounds, 
while it has now reached more than 200,000,000 pounds. Pne 
plan of the Ceylon authorities was to get visitors to the Ceylon 
Court by a show of attractive exhibits in order that tea should 
be dispensed at the Tea Pavilion adj icent to the Court. This 
policy, which was pursued at subsequent exhibitons, notably at 
Chicago, Palis and St. Louis, was one of the principal methods 
by which the attention of the world was secured to the tea in- 
dustry of Ceylon. It is hardly necessary to add that Ceylon tea 
is now sold and largely used everywhere ! 

For upwards of twenty y^ars Mr. Davidson filled various 
posts, administrative and judicial, in the Ceylon Civil Service : 



perhaps the most interesting of all being that of Chairman of 
the Muncipal Council and Mayor of Colombo. During his two 
years of office in charge of Colombo, he carried through many 
important improvements, including a new sanitary service for 
the disposal of night soil, the development of electric tramways 
into the suburbs, which paved the way for the reduction of the 
overcrowded areas in the town itself, and the extension of the 
system of electric lighting. 

In 1899 and 1900 he (Mr. Davidson) was employed as the 
representative of Ceylon at the Paris Exhibition, where his aim, 
under cover of an attractive show, was to aid in the expansion 
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of the tea industry and to promote the commercial interests of 
the Colony. About this time he was nominated to membership 
of the International Jury which determined the awards to be 
given to exhibitors, his special duties relating to sporting equip- 
ment. The Government of the French Republic honored him 
with the Rosette of the Academie and a Service of Porcelain 
from the Government works at Sevres, in recognition of his co- 
operation with the direction of the Exposition. On returning to 
Ceylon he was appointed Land Settlement Officer in connection 
with the Governor's scheme for the adjudication and registration 
of native titles; but in August, 1901, was selected by the Sec- 
retary of State to join the temporary administration of the 
Transvaal, which was being formed by Lord Milner after the 
occupation of Pretoria. His connection with the Transvaal 
continued for two and a half years. 

At first he was appointed Assistant Secretary of the Adminis- 
tration and subsequently, on the retirement, through illness, of

Sir George Fiddes, was made to succeed him as Secretary to 
the Administration and, on the promulgation of the temporary 
constituiioii under the Crown Colony system of Government, 
was appoinied to be the first Colonial Secretary. During this 
eventful period it was the duty of the Executive Council, under 
the governorship of Lord Milner, to reconstruct the civil govern- 
ment of the Transvaal, to enact new laws suitable for the altered 
position of the country, to reconstitute the administration, urban 
and provincial, to repatriate and restore to their holdings the 
population of Dutch descent, to bring into harmony the conflict- 
ing elements in the population and to prepare the ground for 
self-government. It was during this period that he was honored 
by having the C.M.G. conferred on him. 

Early in May, 1904, he was appointed Governor of the Sey- 
chelle Islands, where he remained until December, 1912, and 
during these eight happy years, he aided in the development of 



the resources of those rich and beautiful islands. Perhaps his 
most important achievement was the arrangement of a contract 
with the directors of the steamship company, the " Messageries 
Maratime-s," to carry copra at a minimum scale of freight in 
return for an augmentation of the mail subsidy. This gave those 
engaged in that industry the cheapest and best arrangement for 
transportation of any country exporting the products of the 
cocoanut palm. He also encouraged the preparation of cinna- 
mon and vanilla, which constitute the principal subsidiary pro- 
ducts of Seychelles. 

The exploitation, also, of the phosphate guano deposits on 
some of the islands meant steady and remunerative employment 
for labor and a large addition to the revenue. He left, as a 
memento of his administration, apart from public works, a new 
and very beautiful Government House set in exquisite grounds, 
besides a full treasury, no public debt and light taxation. His 
Excellency married for the first time at an early age, in 1882, 
the daughter of Dr. Baber, of Thurloe Square, a well-known 
physician ; and his son Douglas — thanks to the love of letters 
and the instruction imparted by his mother — was brilliantly 
successful as a Scholar at Winchester and at Balliol College, 
Oxford. His mother fell a victim to an epidemic rife in Pretoria 
in December, 1901, after nineteen years of married life. Her 
memory is commemorated in their old Kandyan home by the 
erection of a rest house for way-farers at Ruwanawella, to the 
cost of which all races, castes and creeds contributed ; and her 
name is still venerated throughout the country. She was also hon- 
ored by the Government of the French Republic, by appointment 
as an officer d'Academie, an honor rarely bestowed on women. 
Governor Davidson married again in 1907 — this time a daughter 
of a distinguished soldier and veteran of the Crimea, General the 
Hon. Sir Percy Feilding, of Broome Park. Betchworth in Sur- 
rey, and their two litde girls (Diana and Daphne) were with 
them while they sojourned with us in St. John's. 

During the early part of his Administration here. Sir Walter 
had the exceptional honor of entertaining two members of the 
Royal Family — first. Prince Albert Duke of York, and then His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught. The former was 
quite a young lad at the time, and none the less interesting to 
most of us on that account. He came by way of our West 
Coast, where he had a good time angling for salmon. He was 
at that date a midshipman on board H.M.S. Cumberland. When 
Governor Davidson became aware of the Prince's arrival there. 
His Excellency at once made ready to meet him. That was on 
the i6th of June, 1913. Accordingly, on the 17th a special 
train left here at 7 p.m. for Bay St. George. The private car 
Terra Nova was put on, and there went forward the Governor, 
bis A.D.C. and several guests. The object of the part)', as I 
have already intimated, was to meet Prince Albert and the 
officers of the Cumberland and enjoy a few days' sport with 
them. 

Subsequently the warship came on to St. John's, and at 
3 o'clock on the afternoon of July ist the Prince came ashore 
with other cadets, and managed to put in a pleasant hour or two 
at Government House and at the residence of the Prime Mini- 
ster. At 3.45 on the afternoon of the 3rd the Prince made a 
formal landing, and was received on the pier by the Governor 
and Lady Davidson, who accompanied him through the city. 
They drove to Government House by wav of Water Street, 
New Gower Street, Theatre Hill, Queen's Road and Military 
Road. He occupitd a seat in the Gjvernor's landau and many 
people lined the streets to see him. He attended a Garden Party, 
from 4 to 5.30, during the greater part of which time he freely 
fraternized and played cricket and football with the young men 
present, drned with the Viceroy at 6, and at 7 p.m. returned to 
the Cumberland which left at 4 30 the following morning. 

Since then Prince Albert has blossomed into manhood and 
assumed quite an attractive personality. Much of an interesting 
nature could be said regarding his recent movements, but my 
space IS limited and I am now writing about Governors, not 
Prmces. Let this, therefore, suffice : When, with the custom- 
ary ceremony, he was introduced to the House of Lords on his 
creation as Duke of York, there was much pomp, much cere- 
mony, but the Prince was just the usual British youna man

lithe, attractive, smiling, wearing with ease and grace the flow- 
ing robes of the peer, and looking up affectionhtely at his 
mother and sister who were watching the scene from the gallery. 
He is absolutely without " side," and I doubt whether he has 
the fascinating personality and compelling charm of his elder 
brother, but he is always completely at ease, and perfectly sure 
of himself. The Prince of Wales is very like his grandfather ; 
the Duke of York is very like his father. He is not an orator', 
yet he knows how to say just what he wants to say, and does so 
usually without notes. 

Only once has he been known to slip, and then he quickly 
recovered himself. In short, the Prince represents quite accur- 
ately those qualities of British manhood which have done so 
much to make this British nation of ours such an immense 
power in world affairs. He is a modern influence cast in the 
right mould, and he is popular because he deserves to be. 

Perhaps the next most interesting local event that occurred 
during Sir Walter's reign here was the visit of the Duke of 
Con naught in 19 14. Between 9 and 10 o'clock on the morning 
of July 14th that year H.M.S. Essex arrived, bringing to our 
port His Royal Highness, who was then Governor General of 
the great neighboring Dominion of Canada. He had been on 
a salmon-fishing trip to our West Coast, and Sir Walter, our 



It was the intention of the Duke to call at Bonavista and 
Trinity on his way south from Grand Falls, and the people of 
those two important towns had built arches, decorated their 
houses with flags, and imported fireworks to give the Duke a 
fitting reception. But they were doomed to disappointment, and 
they felt it keenly. " Owing to fogs and numerous icebergs, he 
was compelled, with deep regret, to pass by the harbors of Bona- 
vista and Trinity without paying the good people there that 
fondly-anticipated visit." And so His Royal Highness came on 
here directly, arriving a day earlier than we had expected. 

Although he did not officially land till the following day, the 
15th, yet we were glad to have him in port and to know that he 
would be with us three days instead of two, — that he would 
come on shore at once (unofficially, of course) lunch with the 
Governor, take a drive through the city in the afternoon and, on 
the way, call at the General Hospital, and speak a kindly word 
to the s.s. Newfoundland's irosl-hMtn sealers still confined there. 
This outward and visible sign of His Royal Highness's sym- 
pathy, I need hardly say, touched the sufferers very sensibly. 

On the following day, Wednesday, the 15th, the official pro- 
gramme was opened by Governor Davidson, who, shortly after 
9 o'clock a.m., proceeded on board the Essex to receive His 
Royal Highness. The Duke, accompanied by His Excellency 
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own Governor, availed of the opportunity to invite him to this 
city, as the guest of the Government, which invitation he was 
too good and too gracious to decline. 

His Royal Highness, accompanied by his military Secretary, 
first landed at Bay of Islands, St. George's, where he was met 
by Governor Davidson and suite and given a right royal wel- 
come. The people of that important district turned out in 
force, and with flags, banners, volleys of musketry and every 
other conceivable expression of loyalty, besought him to make 
the Colony and all it contained his own while here. 

However, the Duke did not remain long at Bay of Islands. 
He enjoyed a week's fishing there, and had a charming trip- 
in spite of the mosquitoes— up the Humber River, where His 
Royal Highness was pleased to change the name of Marble 
Mountain (which abuts on the Humber) to that of " Patricia 
Head " after his amiable and popular daughter, the Princess 
Patricia. He did this, it seems, at the happy suggestion of 
Governor Davidson, who, by the way, never fec-ls happier than 
when he is suggesting something of an interesting nature The 
royal visitor then proceeded down through the Straits of Belle 
Island calling at St. Anthony, where he inspected the Grentell 
Tospital, fox farm and herd of reindeer. Thence he came on 
to Grand Falls, where a brilliant reception awaited him. I here 
he spent Sunday and attended Divine Service in the morning at 
the Church of England, the preacher on the occasion being His 
Lordship Bishop Jones, who had gone on there to meet His 
Royal Highness and accompany him to Si. John s. 



and entourage, landed at the King's Wharf at lo sharp, and was 
received by a guard of honor of forty formidable-looking men of 
the Newfoundland Constabulary, whose fine soldierly appear- 
ance we could not help admiring. Then the band of the Me- 
thodist Guards played the first six bars of the National Anthem ; 
this they did just as His Royal Highness stepped on the wharf. 
Here, too, the Municipal Commissioners presented an address 
bidding His Royal Highness welcome to the capital of this 
"ancient and loyal Colony." The Duke very graciously replied, 
and then the Mayor and Council were presented to His Royal 
Highness by His Excellency the Governor, as were also, at the 
same time, the Prime Minister and Members of the Executive 
Council, the heads of the religious denominations and the 
different foreign Consuls. 

The Duke then started on a tour of the city. The first halt 
was made at the King George V. Institute, where His Royal 
Highness was received by the Directors and Secretary of the 
Newfoundland Grenfell Association and conducted through the 
different departments of the concern. Having carefully inspected 
the Institute and taken leave of the officials and committee, the 
cortege preceded through the city to St. George's Field, where 
they arrived at 11.30. Here our amateur army, consisting o." 
the Church Lads' Brigade, the Catholic Cadet Corps, the New- 
foundland Highlanders, and Company A from Harbor Grace, 
and Company A from Carbonear, of the King Edward Cadets, 
were drawn up in quarter column. On entering. His Royal 
Highness was received with a royal salute, the massed bands 
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playing the National Anthem. The Duke then walked down 
the ground and, with the keen eye of a soldier, carefully in- 
spected the various companies, the bands playing all the time. 
The inspection over, he took his place at the saluting base, and 
the brigades formed fours and marched past. When the second 
corps had reached their halting ground, the officers on parade 
returned to the saluting point and were presented to " His Royal 
Highness Field Marshall the Duke of Connaught." 

On leaving the Parade Ground the Duke proceeded along 
Military and King's Bridge Roads, entering Governmeut House 
grounds by the eastern gate. In the afternoon he drove along 
the Waterford Bridge Road, arriving at Bowring Park at 4 
o'clock, where more than ten thousand people had gathered to 
greet him. Assembled on the spacious platform erected for the 
occasion were many prominent citizens, guests of the generous 
donor of the Park. Here the Prime Minister formally presented 
the Hon. Edgar R. Bowring (now Sir Edgar) as the public 
benefactor through whose generosity the Park had been obtained. 
Mr. Bowring, then, in a very unostentatious and graceful man- 
ner, asktd His Royal Highness to declare the Park, open for 
the pleasure and recreation of the public. The Duke smilingly 
acceded to Mr. Bowring's request, and enhanced the value of 
the gift by the handsome compliment he paid the giver. 

Then Governor Davidson, in a most befitting manner, ten- 
dered to Mr. Bowring the thanks of the community; after which 
His Royal Highness, accompanied by the guests, and followed 
by the vast assemblage, proceeded to another part of the

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grounds, where he commemorated the event by planting a tree 
and accepting a miniature silver spade as a souvenir of the in- 
cident. Tea followed and the Duke shortly afterwards left for 
the site of '■ the contemplated hospital for the treatment of 
tuberculosis." Here Mr. W. D. Reid, " the donor of the 
Hospital," was presented to His Royal Highness by Sir Walter ; 
whereupjn Mr. Reid prayed the D'uke to lay the foundation 
stone of the structure, which he well and truly did. In this con- 
nection, and by way of explanation, it may not be amiss to 
quote here the following extract from one of our local papers 
published the year previously : — 

" Towards the end of January an announcement was made 
through the daily press in St. John's of a benefaction to the 
Colony, the generosity of which was almost startling in its mag- 
nitude, especially in this community where there are few 
instances of gifts by wealthy citizens for public purposes. It is 
rather a regrettable circumstance that, in spite of all the great 
fortunes made in this Colony in bygone days by those who have 
developed its principal industries either through their firms in 
Newfoundland or their connections abroad, there has never been 
any substantial philantrophic offering made on their behalf until 
the present year, when two very generous sums were set apart 



by leading concerns to be utilized for purposes of general public 
advantage. This is a gratifying circumstance, for the change 
denotes a better realization of the moral, if not the legal, claims 
of men of wealth to contribute to the betterment of the com- 
munities in which they have made their money ; and in this 
respect the action of the Messrs. Reid in following in the foot- 
steps of monied men elsewhere, will serve as an example to 
many others amongst us. The gift of the Reid Company is in 
the form of Sanatoriums — we prefer this word to Sanatoria — for 
an anti-tuberculosis campait;n. Mr. W. D. Reid, the President 
of the Reid-Nfwfoundland Company, learning that the Govern- 
ment had decided to set on foot vigorous measures against the 
Great White Plague, offered to build and equip a Sanatorium in 
St. John's for the purpose of treating tuberculosis patients, this 
building and equipment to cost — $50,000, while his brothers 
Messrs. H. D. Reid and R. G. Reid undertook to provide 
sixteen cottage hospitals in the outport districts for the same 
purpose, to cost about three thousand dollars each, or 
another $50,000 altogether. These structures will be com- 
pletely finished and equipped and handed over, free of any cost 
whatever, to the Government; which will thenceforth maintain 
and operate them as a part of the public service of the Colony. 
Mr. W. D. Reid, who left St John's a day or to after the offer 
was made, will, while in Canada this winter, have the necessary 
plans made ; and the building of the Sanatorium in St. John's 
will be started in May." 

Comment on the foregoing paragraph is unnecessary. Suffice 
it to say that the good intentions of the Messrs. Reid failed to 
materialize, and that the only Sinatorium we ran boast of to-day 
owes its erection, equipment and maintenance to the Govcin- 
ment of the Colony. It is coritrolled by the D partment of 
Public Works and Dr. Herbert Rendell. the Superintendenr. 

But to return to Governor Davidson. His Excellency had a 
pretty strenuous experience during the whole four years of his 
reign here. The Duke of Connaught had scarcely left our shores 
when the Imperial authorities found it necessary to declare wir 
against Germany. This upset all Sir Walter's peaceful calcula- 
tions, and compelled him to formulate a new and entirely 
unanticipated programme. VVhat with consultations with the 
Intelligence Officer (Captain Abraham) and the largely-increased 
correspondence with Downing Street, His Excellency bad little 
time to devote to social functions. Nevertheless, he managed 
to honor with his presence many of the more important events, 
and to inspire the public with confidence in the successful out- 
come of the greatest of all our struggles for national freedom. 

About this time arrangements had been made by the Com- 
mittee of the Grenfell Institute for a series of lectures and 
musical entertainments during the winter months, and Sir 
Walter, in spite of the many other demands upon his time and 
attention, very kindly consented to open the course with a lecture 
on '• The Great War." The hall was filled to its utmost capacity, 
and the Governor had his data so carefully prepared and the 
whole subject so well in hand, that he gripped his large and 
intelligent audience at the start and held the attention of all 
right on to the finish. By means of maps and diagrams on a 
screen in rear of the platform, and with the aid of a billiard cue, 
as a ■' pointer," he traced the advance of the German Armies 
from their base through Belgium to the positions they then 
occupied. The lecture throughout was most instructive, as well 
as interesting, and the vote of thanks accorded His E.xcellency 
at the close was heartily endorsed by all present. 

Then he had to function the indispensable receptions, " at 
homes," dinners and executive meetings at Government House, 
open bazaars, sales of work, and other money-making enterprises 
set agoing by the dififerent religious denominations and secular 
institutions, and make himself generallv useful here, there and 
everywhere. As in the case of Goldsmith's village schoolmaster, 
" the people all confessed how much he knew" and governed 
themselves accordingly. That is to sav, they asked him to pre- 
side at everything, from the billiard tournament at the City Club 
to the opening of the Legislalature at the Colonial BuUdinc.. 
io be a Governor under such circumstances, and in view of 
such requirements, it must be admitted, involves responsibilities 
of a very exacting nature. But in addition to all these obliga- 
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tions, Governor Davidson assunned the Chiirmanship of the 
Newfoundland Patriotic Association. And not only did he, in 
his capacity of presiding officer, attend pretty well all the meet- 
ings, he made out and presented to the Legislature a lengthy 
and comprehensive report of the Association's proceedings, the 
preface to whicn I here quote, just to remind us of those stir- 
ring and eventful days. His Excellency says : — 

" I have the honor, in my capacity as Chairman of the 
Patriotic Association of Newfoundland, to lay before the Legis- 
lature a report covering the course of the whole volunteer move- 
ment from its inception on August 12th, 1914, to the end of 
March, 1915. Notification was received on the night of August 
4th that war had been forced upon Great Britain by Germany. 
The Government, having taken council as to the duty of tfie 
Colony in this supreme crisis in the history of our race, 
authorized on the 7th idem the despatch to the Secretary of 
State of a telegram in these terms : — ' My Ministers desire 
authority to enlist men for service abroad, by land and sea. 
Ministers undertake to raise the force of Naval Reservists by 
October 31st to 1,000 efficient men available for the Naval 
Service abroad for one year, and are willing to meet all local 
expenses. Several hundred men with efficient local brigade 
training offer themselves for enlistmen": for land service abroad. 
Believe that 500 ciuld be enlisted within one month. Propose 
to' induce serviceable men between eighteen and thirty six years 



to enroll themselves in training for home defence wherever 
corps instructors are available. These would form material for 
further drafts.' " 

The Secretary of State, on the 9th idem, responded to the 
offer of our Ministers in terms of the following telegram ; " Re- 
ferring to your telegram of August 7th, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment gladly avail themselves of offer of your Government to 
raise troops for land service abroad. Will telegraph later as to 
Naval Reserve." The acceptance of our Government's offer by 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty was received on 
August 14th, and the action thereon is reviewed under para- 
graph II to 15 of the said report, copies of which are still 
available, as large numbers were printed, and freely distributed 
at the time. But enough in this connection. 

Sir Walter easily adapted himself to the conditions which 
existed at the time I refer to. He has something of the Tudor 
roughness about him. Like Henry the Eighth, one can well 
imagine him wrestling with a butcher on a village green and 
apologizing to the butcher's friends after giving him a licking. 
He is equally at home with the masses and the classes. He is 
not only a man of the world, but a man of more worlds than 
one. His connection through his better half with the Feilding 
blood does not prevent him from descending on selected occa- 
sions to democracy. If the late Governor MacGregor might be 
taken as the Athos of the Bri:ish Proconsulate, ai)d Sir Ralph 
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Williams as its Aramis, Sir Walter is even more its Porthos. 
So well ofif, so insolently brave, with so much muscle, and — 
well Porthos needs no further description. But Porthos had, 
with all his bluffness, an occasional weakness for the part of 
Aramis. He sometimes intrigued — though not in the manner 
of M. I'Abbe. Now, intrigue is exactly what Sir Walter cannot 
abide. In this respect he differs widely from Sir William M<c- 
Gregor who, as everybody knows, intrigued outrageously with 
the leader of the Opposition in 1908 for the overthrow of the 
Bond Government. " We'll have no intriiiuers here," he said, 
in the decisive tones of Mrs. Quickly on ''Swaggerers". 

The mere facts are, of course, that in the transactions that 
led to Sir Robert Bond's resignation. Sir William MacGregor 
played no unimportant part. He supported the Opposition 
leader of that time, and received his reward, no doubt; but as 
to the shape and substance of that reward 1 am unable to say 
anything at present. The man who led the Opposition at the 
time, however, knows all about it, and maybe induced to speak, 
now that Sir William has taken his departure from this mundane 
sphere. 

But was there really any intrigue ? Let the leader of the 
Opposition himself answer. In the course of a handsome 
eulogium on himself, delivered a few days after the cha-- ge of 
Government, he remarked : " I know of no intrigue. I would 
not have been in one if I had known it, you may rest assured." 
And, if this were not enough, he returned to the subject : " I 
hope that you will believe that I never entered into an intrigue." 
He had, he said, " no personal motive of any kind or sort,' no 
ulterior motive whatever" ; there never was such a categorical 
negative since the Grand Inquisitor's in "The Gondoliers". 

Of course, one takes the said denial for what it is worth. 
But one cannot help feeling rather like Mr. Micawber after his 
wife had assured him for the sixteenth time that she would not 
desert him : '-My dear, I am not conscious that you are expected 
to do anything of the sort". It needed no such emphasis to 
make us believe the then leader of the Opposition ; indeed, such 
is the inconsistency of human nature, we might have had a more 
profound sense of his disinterestedness had he less insisted on 
calling attention to it. Nobody thinks him self-seeking in the 
vulgar sense. Men with titles, honors and incomes are seldom 
that. Becky Sharp has put it on record that she would have 
been an innocent lamb on fifty thousand a year. There are, 
however, other objects of ambition beside the income of a 
Minister. 

But in Newfoundland to-day things are not the same as 
they were in 1917, when Sir Walter Davidson left us for the 
Antipodes. Then business was " booming" and the financial 
and industrial outlook realized our most sanguine expectations. 
Now a feeling of depression exists the world over and the dis- 
astrous effects of the war are felt everywhere. Somewhere in 
his " Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire" Gibbon tells us 
that "history in certain highly important respects repeats itself 



ev^ y centurv". Be that a'^ it n>a\, we have had at least two 
very remarkable instances within the past hundred years. For 
example, only a brief interval of seventeen years divided the 
death of George III. from the accession of Victoria. It was a 
peiod of national collapse due less to the exhaustion of England 
of which there were few signs till after Waterloo, than to the 
impoverishment of the Continent. 

So long as war lasted it gave a stimulus to British industry 
and commerce which more than compensated the drain upon 
the national purse. In England alone was industry secure from 
the eruption of armed men, and capital free to operate in con- 
fidence of ample returns. From England belligerent Europe 
was compelled to draw its supplies of manufactured articles, and 
British shipping alone could be relied upon to transport its raw 
njaterials. 

The peace of Paris brought about an immediate contraction 
of foreign orders. Compulsory demands ceased at once, and 
the Continent had little money to spend upon commodities with 
which it could dispense. A great industrial population had 
grown up in England, dependent for its daily wages upon the 
foreign demand thus summarily curtailed, and the sudden loss of 
a considerable percentage of its employment threw it into acute 
distress. 

At the beginning of Queen Victoria's reign, and for some 
years afterwards, the condition of the mass of the population 
was deplorable. Reforms of certain institutions, the urgency 
of which had been patent to Pitt, had been postponed by the 
double strain of war and commercial activity. As foreign 
nations recovered from tlie depression and insecurity of the 
Napoleonic era, they naturally strove, as far as possible, to supply 
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their own needs, and thus reinforced the primary cause of 
English distress by introducing a new and permanent force 
which had up to the beginning of the "World War " of 
scarcely reached its full development. 

Political abuses and social wrongs, which passed unregarded 
while the nation was intent upon amassing wealth or prosecut- 
ing foreign enterprises, were thrown into prominence by its 
enforced leisure, and the cry for reforms was accentuated by 
the more terrible cry for bread. The neglected problems of 
many years pressed for revision, and the best men in every 
department of national activity awoke to the consciousness that 
the whole social and industrial system had to be made new in 
order to meet the imperative needs of a new time. 

Very similar conditions prevail to-day, not only in England 
but all over the Empire, and it will take even a longer time now 
than it took them to put in operation remedial measures. It is 
needless for me to apply the moral contained in the foregoing, 
for the simple reason that it so obviously applies itself. He 
who runs may read it. History disports itself all along the ages. 
We need not go beyond our own country and recent events to 
see how the o'd human passions and instincts still govern the 
people and, alas ! in too many instances, even the people's 



sorts and conditions of men, won him the cordial affection of 
his subordinates, and the confidence and respect of his chiefs. 
Touching the immediate outlook in our local politics, Governor 
Davidson, no doubt, wonders how we manage to get along so 
well. Looking further afield than to the mere vicissitudes of 
the " ins " and the " outs," Sir Walter must indulge in some 
interesting speculations as to the probable trend of events here. 
Possibly he regards it as not unlikely that we shall, before long, 
witness the formation of a Great Central Party, towards which 
will gravitate all those who, alarmed by the fissiparous tendency 
of local groups, are determined to create, if they can, a grow- 
ing unit sufficiently compact to be able to answer for the 
administration of the Colony. The first duty of this Centre 
Party would be to restore the efficiency of the House of 
Assembly. Governor Davidson 
strongly of opinion that this is a 
plishment as most people believe. 

All that is needed to overcome obstruction and to make the 
House of Assembly an efficient instrument of legislation is to 
order that every Bill shall be debated according to a Time- 
Table drawn up by the House for each measure. By this time- 
table arrangement the House would decide how much time

leaders. I make no reference to any particular party or com- 
bination. I refer to men and things generally. 

The great momenls in our recent history, when Newfound- 
landers felt that it was worth while to live, have many of them 
been associated wiih Sir Robert's name. The epic strain is 
not frequent in our politics, but wherever it has occnred since 
Sir F. B. T. Carter's time we owe it to Sir Robert Bond. He 
has touched, and he alone, with the exception of Mr. John H. 
Boone, the higher nature of man in his public capacity here. 
" His appeal " as Arnold would put it, "is to the over-soul." 

Said one of his old-time friends, the late Sir E. D. Shea, at 
the time of the Bank disaster. " If I were asked «hat was the 
distinguishing characteristic of Sir Robert Bond's influence. I 
should say that he never for a moment forgets or allows his 
hearers to forget that they are voters, toilers, merchants ; but, 
over and above all, there is constantiv present to his mind the 
fact that they are morally responsible beings." 

As an Administrator, Sir Walter Davidson had been pretty 
successful. There is at this moment, so far as I can learn, 
not a serious blunder connected with his name, nor a single 
false step of importance charged to his account. Even in 
offices in which he served in a subordinate capacity he left his 
mark Everywhere and alwa)S his sound common sense and 
capacity for business, and his facility for getting on with all 



should be devoted to the co'isideration of each important Bill, 
ard having done this, it should still further decide how much 
t me is to be devoted to the discussion of each of the clauses. 
If this system were worked intelligently, and with sufficient 
elasticity to adapt itself to the needs of the situation, it is 
thought that obs'-ruction would be stopped, and the House 
would once more become an efficient instrument of legislation. 

But not to further digress. His Excellency Governor 
Davidson has proved himself an excellent Viceroy, eminently 
fitted to administer, humbly and without prejudice, the affairs of 
a self-governing Colony like Newfoundland. As I have already 
shown, he had to govern in troublous times, while the gospel of 
dynamite was pealing through the air, joining in unholy dia- 
pason, with the sound of canon thundering in France and 
Belgium. Hence, when Sir Walter came to Terra Nova, every- 
thing combined to give him a unique chance to make changes 
for which the time was fully ripe. Yet no one could have 
impressed his ideas upon the public mind with less of the 
histrionic art. Indeed, Governor Davidson's only art has beer 
the art of concealing art, which, indeed, may be regarded as 
the very essence and consummation of art, and for which, 
rightly or wrongly. Lady Davidson comes in for most of the 
credit. Anyway, His Excellency was one of the first Proconsuls 
to make our Government House worthy of its name and 
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designation. It was the residence of the Ruler. He ruled 
there with dignity and in simple fashion, but nevertheless with 
a spirit and a sympathy which transformed it from a mere 
bureaucratic department into the natural seat of the Executive 
Head of a modern and industrial Dominion. 

In social life Sir Walter is not a man of many words. 
Rather does he encourage others to talk, though leaving on 
their minds later the imjression that he has been the spokes- 
man. He has perceptions as well as opinions, and does not 
look at life from its intellectual side only: a common error in 
this our cultured day. He may not himself be emotional, but 
he knows that the emotional plays a dominant part in many 
natures ; he may not himself be blinded by glamour, but he 
knows that those exist who see life only through a golden or an 
ink-black haze, emananating from their own inner mood ; and 
he judges of men as individuals and not in the aggregate, while 
with him instinctive feeling precedes criticism, though the former 
is followed closely and modified by the sterner verdict of the 
latter. 

I like Sir Walter very much, socially as well as officially. 
You have only to meet him at one of his " receptions" to be prepos- 
sessed in his favor. A ready word and a kindly disposition to 
speak the word that is ready, gives him the key to unlock even 
a stranger's heart. There is a grace of simple kindness in his 
manner as there is the strong love of simplicity in his saying: 
" I hate unnecessary display and extravagance, even at State 
functions." To speak as he thought, as he felt, as he believed, with 
faith and with sincerit}', this was enough ; this his one secret of 
true power. Of a sensitively generous nature, his benefactions 
are many and judiciously bestowed. He still, I understand, 
benevolently remembers two or three old civil servants here (or 



at least he did until very recently) whose pensions are 
inadequate and sends them regularly, remittances from his own 
private income. It is a well-remembered fact that, during his 
sojourn with us, he never sent any deserving applicant away 
from Government House empty handed. " Depend upon it," 
said he to a mutual friend who met him last year at his present 
seat of Government in Sydney, New South Wales, " I have by 
no means forgotten poor old Newfoundland, nor the people that 
dwell there. A strange rugged beauty is still in my memory of 
; a country frost-bound at times and always exposed 
of the " North Adantic Ocean, but noble never-

my notes on one of the few 
Governors of our time who, after a long and honorable career, 
retains in his old age the enthusiasm and faith of his early man- 
hood. Of his home life I have not left myself space to speak, 
even if I felt at liberty to do so. It is enough to be brought for 
a brief period into the presence of one of the old heroic breed 
whose lives ennoble the generation in which they live.

extent brought it about. Besides the widespread spirit of 
adventure then prevalent in Europe, conditions in England were 
decidedly in its favour. Bosworth Field had ended the Wars of 
the Roses. Henry VII.— the founder of the Tudor line— had 
ascended the throne. The people of England, now that that 
cruellest of civil wars was at a close, had time to think of peace- 
ful pursuits. They began therefore to be increasingly interested 
in commerce and its development— to think more of the place 
England occupied relatively to the other European nations— to 
consider as we would phrase it in modern jargon their position in 
world affairs. Through force of necessity, that is through the 
capture of Constantinople principally, the Portuguese were 
compelled to seek a route to the Eist around Africa. Vasca da 
Gama doubled the Cape of Good Hope, crossed the Indian 
Ocean, and sailed to Malabar. The adventures of the Spaniards, 
and the travels of Polo, the stories of wealth— of gold and

. . . was created and fostered by the English ■ venturers' 
so that they might enjoy the monopoly of the fishery them- 
selves.'' This is in brief an outline of what I am about to 
amplify in this letter — early colonization schemes in Newfound- 
land. 

Looking over the earth's surface in our day, we see that a 
great portion of it is included in that Empire of which we form 
a part. A natural question arises in our minds. What circum- 
stances were responsible for the coalescin-j; of so many lands and 
so many peoples ? To trace the growth of England's colonial 
possessions, we must inform ourselves somewhat on the thought 
of the times in which these schemes were conceived ; nay, more 
than that we will find it useful to keep before us the motives of 
the promoters. To understand why men and women left old 
ties and old associations at home in Europe to build up 
lands discovered so recently, would be to re-create the lead- 
ing questions by which the minds of men were then agitated. 
The story of the attempted colonization, as well as the develop- 
ment of life and industry in Britain's oldest colony forms a 
valuable contribution to the knowledge of this subject. 

It would not be profitable to take up the question of early 
colonization without making some reference, however brief, to 
those conditions which materially influenced it, and to a large 



precious metals thit had been found, were common gossip in 
village inn and city tavern. So fired were the imaginations of 
the common people by these oft-told tiles that when men like 
Raleigh, Vaughan, and others put forward their daring plans 
thev found little difficulty in finding men to man the ships. 
Motived as these early colonizers were by one or more of these 
ideas — gold, silver and precious stones, fishing, or idealists striv- 
ing to make England great — they sought by every means in their 
power to further the projects that were so engaging. 

Almost a century before the Pilgrim Fathers touched American 
soil at Plymouth Rock. Sir Humphrey Gilbert endeavoured to 
found a peruianent settlement in Newfoundland. Although 
Gilbert was the Captain and leader of the expedition, it seems 
fairly cert-iin ihit Raleigh it was who conceived the project, and 
was the brains behind the adventure. The story of the voyage 
is soon told. Gilbert sailed for Newfoundland in 1583 having 
five vessels under his command. He had been in the country 
in 1579 and he was therefore in a position to know what might 
be necessary. He reached St. John's on August 5th and found 
already there twenty-four vessels. In the name of his royal 
mistress he took possession of the island, set up the arms of 
England, and after some slight opposition on their part due to 
misapprehension received the homage of commanders and 
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crews of the twenty-four vessels. It is interesting to note that 
at this early time St. John's possessed a summer garden or park 
somewhere it is said on what is now the Waterford Bridge Road. 
There must have been a considerable number of people in the 
settlement even at this time. Gilbert " ordained and establish- 
ed three laws : (i) establishment of the Church of England, 

(2) attempts prejudicial to Royal rights considered as treason, 

(3) words of dishonor against the Royal Person to be punished 
by offender losing his ears, his goods and his ship. 

Since Gilbert was the first to attempt colonization in the 
Country, historians have perhaps given him more space than 
his services to this country would justify. On his voyage of 
colonization he spent but two weeks in the island. During that 
time save for asserting the Queen's authority we know of no 
valuable contribution he made to early Newfoundland history. 
He had from the Queen a patent to discover, colonize, fortify, 
own and rule territories not in possession of friendly Christian 
Powers. By this patent he was allowed six years to carry out 
his contract. Whilst in Newfoundland one of his crews deserted 
and sailed away in a stolen vessel. We know the story of his 
homeward voyage. His famous saying as he sat on the deck of 
the tiny Sf//i> re/ thut '■ we are as near heaven by sea as by 



reigns and through many ministries. The antagonism between 
livyer and merchant did not diminish. It may explain why even 
in some places to-day when one would think the old sp'nt should 
be dead merchant and fishermen look somewhat suspiciously 
on one another. Let us note here in connection with progress 
for reference later on in our letters that it is not yet one hun- 
dred years since the great fight for popular liberties was waged 
and won in Newfoundland. 

Twenty-six years elapsed between the failure of Gilbert and the 
attempt of Guy. This organized scheme by John Guy an alder- 
man of Bristol was mooted several times. At length in 1610 
Guy came out. He had a grant of the land between Cape St. 
Mary's and Cape Bonavista. He set up his staff house and 
headquarters at Cupids in Conception Bay, where he built three 
houses, stores and wharves, as well as a fort. In 16 12 he made 
a srcond voyage when he was accompanied by a clergyman the 
Rev. Erasmus Stourton. Yet his heart was in the old country 
and to it he soon after returned there to enjoy the civic h )nors 
of his city and to spend an honorable old age. His colony suf- 
fered in various ways from the adventurers who burned his mill 
and harassed his settlers. It was never a perm ment success 
although it struggled along for some time. We must admit,

land" is familiar to us all. His expedition was a failure. He 
himself was drowned on that homeward voyage. His character 
has been warmly debated, attacked and defended, criticised and 
lauded. As far as one can judge he was not a leader of men, 
although circumstances placed him in that position. Prowse in 
his " History of Newfoundland" writes of him, (p. 67) "Gilbert's 
crew consist! d partly of the off-scourings of the jails, and the 
result, as might be anticipated, was mo^t disastrous; one ship 
took to piracy, and a great portion of his villanous followers 
deserted." The voyage was doomed to failure. In spite of 
his experience of the country, his ships were poorly victualled, 
the members of his Expedition were poorly selected, and the 
captain himself was not the leader that men were inclined to 
think. However, he was a brave man and an enthusiast, but 
beyond saying this it can hardly be expected that we Newfound- 
landers owe much more to this worthy Knight of Devon. 

Whilst Gilbert had failt-d in his project, there were merchant 
fishermen becoming acquainted with Newfoundland harbours 
and Newfoundland fisheries. They were not actuated by any 
of the grander ideals of colonization. They were simply West 
Country fishers and merchants who saw in Newfoundland great 
possibilities for their trade. Into their hands the country fell 
for many long centuries in which its progress was retarded and 
blocked, and its interests exploited for the benefit of those con- 
cerned. Powerful at the Court, they had laws passed by which 
settlers were forbiden to remain on the island. It was to be a 
place where fishers gang to fish for cod and nothing else — a 
mere fishing station. This state of affairs existed for many 



however, that it was a serious attempt at colonization the ter- 
centerary of which was kept but a dozen years ago. 

Sir William Vaughan made a settlement of Welshmen at Tre 
passey in 1617 and 1618. Sir William wrote favourably of the 
country. His settlers seem to have been as badly picked as 
were Gilbert's sailors. They ruined him. He was compelled 
to dispose of part of his interest to Lord Falkland and the re- 
mainder to Lord Baltimore. In 1627 Sir George Calvert (Lord 
Baltimore) had been granted a charter of Avalon. He made 
Ferryland his headquarters. He remained but two years in 
Newfoundland. Like the other settlements mentioned before, 
this, too, was badly managed and was never a success. 
Baltimore was a man of intelligence and had carefully selected 
his followers. But the turbulence of his surroundings was too 
much for him. He and his Company of forty left for the 
Continent where he founded Maryland with its capital Balti- 
more as an asylum for his Catholic co-religionists. Ferryland 
was then taken over by Sir David Kirke famous for his success 
against the French at Quebec. Being a man of strong mind 
he compelled the French to pay dues, and the fishermen to pay 
for privilege of fishery stages. He was relieved of his duties in 
1640 and died about fifteen years later. 

A very interesting point is noted by the late Dr. Harvey 
in his book "Newfoundland in 1897." Rewrites "these 
organized attempts under Royal sanction to colonize the 
Island were attended with but a scanty measure of success. It 
was not by these that settlement was to be effected, but by the 
hardy fishermen themselves, who year after year, and in spite of 
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all efforts to drive them out, established themselves along the 
shores of the island and erected hamlets and villages . 
the process proved to be very slow, and the Colony did not ad- 
vance at the same rate as the other American colonies founded 
at a later date." About i6i6 the population of the island is 
said to have been about 2000 souls. It had not doubled its 
population half a century later. A century ago our population 
numbered about 20,000. Some thirty years later this was greatly 
increased by immigration from England and Irehnd. To-day 
our people must number in the vicinity of 260 000. 

Our country has grown in population and importance 
during the last three hundred years. In spite of star chamber 
methods, of fishing admirals, and other enlightened aids to 
colonization, people were found willing and determined to settle 
on the island. Friends she had who were ready to make her 
known like old Sir Richard Whitbourne in his " Discourse of 
Newfoundland" published in 1622. Even in his day the trade 
and fisheries of the island were not inconsiderable. Yet the 
settlement of the Island has been a slow one, and this despite 
the fact that the climate is healthy and the resources great. It 
was a struggle for centuries between cruel repression and the 
rights of permanent settlement. Shipowners coming to the 
country were forced to return with ihe same complement of 
men. It may be said that fire and sword were used to drive 



the inhabitants from their settlements, and to so terrorize them 
that they would be forced to leave the country. From 1500 to 
1729 when Captain Osborne was appointed the first Governor, 
Newfoundland was at the mercy of these " venturers." 
Although this appointment by no means ended their domina- 
tion, yet there was implied in his appointment this fact that the 
home authorities no longer thought of Newfoundland in terms 
of fish alone. The eighteenth century had grown well into the 
nineteenth before the power of these men was broken. In the 
words, then, of Lord Morris in his address quoted above "in 
view of her past history, the wonder should be not that New- 
foundland has made so little progress, but that she has made 
so much." 

In the course of this letter I have refrained all mention of the 
part played by the French nation in attempted colonization. I 
did so because I thought it was important enough to demand 
separate attention ; and also because it was in reality separate 
from as well as antagonistic to the work of the English. The next 
letter will contain the story of French Settlements in Newfound- 
land. I think it well to couple with it the Treaty Shore ques- 
tion. This may not be ideal from the chronological point of 
view. Yet we will have thereby a connected account of French 
i iterest in the country until the day came when we were made 
masters in our own house.

NEW CHURCH AND PRESBYTERY. 




8E herewith publish a photograph which must be of 
deep interest to all lovers of local" history. On 
one side of the picture is the old stone Church at 
Torbay, built by the Very Rev. Edward Troy 
about the year 1859 ; whilst on the other side is 
the new Church and Presbytery, built by the Present Pastor — 
Rev. John T. Ashley, L.Th. 

Whilst we admire the new and very beautiful structures, as 
well as the initiative qualities of Father Ashley, in erecting these 
as well as his other churches, presbyteries and schools, erected 
in Portugal Cove and Argentia, and built without any debt, yet 
our thoughts take us back to those other days, when those great 
Irish pioneers, both men and women, left their homes and came 
to Newfoundland to foster the seed of Catholicism, and we can- 
not but think of the hardships they endured, of their struggles 
against tremendous odds and their great and silent victories. 

The Venerable Father Troy was a Pioneer Priest in ever}- 
sense of the word. It may not be geneially known that he built 
two churches at Torbay. "On Sunday, June 5th, 1834," Bishop 
Fleming says, " he had arranged to sail from St. John's, to con- 
secrate the beautiful Church of ' Corpus Christi ' at Torbay. 
erected almost solely at the expense of Rev. Edward Troy — a 
Missionary than whom this country has never seen one more 
zealous or more ardently devoted to the duties of his sacred 
calling." The late and revered Archbishop Howley often stated 
that Father Troy brought the nails on his back from St. John's 
for the building of this Church. About 1859 he started the 
stone Church of " Holy Trinity," and said Mass in it in 1862. 
Archbishop Howley says : " Father Troy was a prominent figure 
for many years, in our Ecclesiastical Annals, He was a man 
physically (being about six feet three in height) and mentally a 
giant. He was always the confidant and right hand man of 
Bishop Fleming during all his troubles and contests for re- 
ligious liberty. He wai the great Crusader, in the matter of 
ensuring the observance of the Sanctity of the Sunday. The 
name of Father Troy was respected and feared ; but though 
feared, he was a man of the gentlest disposition and was be 
loved even by those who feared him. A man of this uncom- 
promising character, was sure, however, to make enemies 
amongst those for whose abuses and tepidity he had no mercy. 

It was Father Troy, who made the Announcement to the 
Catholic people of St. John's, that the land, on which their 



Cathedral, Palace, Convent, etc., stand had been obtained by 
- Bisiiop Fleming from the British Government, after his several 
trips accross the Atlantic, which announcement was the signal 
for great rejiicing, which bursts all bounds on the arrival home 
of Dr. Fleming himself. In the latter days of his career, this 
venerable Pioneer, became through over-work and hardship, 
feeble and almost blind. He had to be helped from the Pres- 
bytery to the Church, but he labored in harness to the end. 

The remains of Father Troy lie in a vault in the Church at 
Torbay and over them is a magnificent and beautifully written 
marble Slab. The Coffin is as perfect, as the day it was laid 
there, and the remains will be transferred to the New Church about 
next June, coincident with the fiftieth anniversary of his death, 
thereby forging a new link, in the annals of our Ecclesiastical 
History, connecting up the old and the new, the past and the 
present, the energetic and hard-worked saintly Irish Pioneer of 
other days with one of our most respected and devoted Pastors 
of the present.

A Brief Account of the Experimental Work of Major F, S. Cotton and His Associates.

itAJOR F. SIDNEY COTTON. 

_s;s^ p to a year ago, when Major F. Sidney Cotton 
first came to Newfoundland for the purpose of 
locating the main patch of seals from the air, 
very little flying had been done under winter 
conditions. In fact, Major Cotton and his 
associates are pioneers in this direction, and 
have done as much for flying as have men like Peary, 
Amundsen and others for Arctic and Antartic exploration. It 
is in countries such as this, where during the winter, communica- 
tion between St. John's and the outlying settlements is cut ofif, 
and navigation is temporarily suspended, that the value of the 
aeroplane is tnost readily apparent. The truth of this statement 
has been fully proven by Maj. Cotton, who has often, within a few 
minutes, broken the state of isolation which had existed between 
the capital city and outport towns for many days. In short, 
the credit for adapting aeroplanes to climatic conditions such as

prevail in Newfoundland during the winter, is due to Major 
Cotton and those associated with him in his venture. 

THE PIONEER IN WINTER FLYING. 

The two men who have been most closely associated with 
Major Cotton are Mr. A. S. Buder and Capt. V. S. Bennett. 
Major Cotton is an Australian by birth and an airman of 
long experience, despite his youth. During the war he served 
with the Royal Naval Air Service, which later, with the 
Royal Flying Corps, was incorporated in the Royal Air 
Force. Not only was Major Cotton a gallant fighter, but he 
also gained a reputation as an inventor, and the " Sidcot " 
flying suit, which originated in his brain, was extensively used 
by British airmen througout the war. This suit was made on 
the v.icuum principle and enables the wearer to enjoy comfort 
while flying in extremely cold weather. Major Cotton was an

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entrant for both the Austrlian and South African Hights and 
Aerial Derby 1920. 

Alan S. Butler has been closely associated with Major 
Cotton since September 1921. He is an Englishman and dur- 
ing the war served with the Coldstream Guards. It was not 
until after the Armistice that he took up flying and he was the 
first private aeroplane owner to fly from London to Nice, and 
return. Mr. Butler has made frequent flights to Pnris in his own 
machine and was a very successful entrant in the English Aerial 
Derby of 192 I, gaining third place, and beating some of the 
best known English aviators. He has many varied business 
interests being owner of the International Artists Film Co., Ltd., 
a director of the De Haviland Aircraft Company, and late 
owner of the Crown Preserved Coal Co., Ltd., of Cardiff. 

Capt. V. Sydney Bennett is too well known to Newfound- 
landers to require any extended notice. He is the son of Mr. 
J. R. Bennett, and served with considerable distinction during 
the war. first with the Newfoundland Regiment, then with the 
Royal Flying Corps, and later with the Royal Air Force. He 
has been actively interested in Major Cotton's work since the 
beginning of his venture in November 1920. 

DIFFICULTIES OF WINTER FLYING. 

Many difficulties, some of which would to a weaker spirit, 
have seemed insurmountable, had to be contended with by 
Major Cotton when he first came to ihis country. After sufifer- 
ing many set backs, which included the loss of one machine, 
practically all of these difficulties have been overcome by him. 



The results which he has achieved were obtained only after 
man>' experiments had been made, and many risks taken. One 
of the first difficulties which had to be surmounted was that of 
finding some suitable means which would enable the machine to 
take off and land, upon ice and snow. Obviously, wheels were 
useless for this purpose, and again, Major Cotton was called 
upon to demonstrate his inventive genius, and the skids which 
he evolved, to take the place of wheels and floats, proved 
entirely successful. 

These skids have been perfected to such an extent that the 
aeroplane can now take off and land in snow ot any depth, on 
even or uneven ice, smooth, or covered with water or slush. 
The task of keeping the engine heated and preventing the water 
in the radiator from freezing, presented still another difficulty. 
Here again, Major Cotton envolved appliances which proved 
successful when tried out. Many experiments had to be made 
before these obstacles which barred the way to making winter 
flying feasible were surmounted. 

THE VALUE OF AN AERIAL SERVICE. 

The airmen's next step was to demonstrate the incalculable 
benefit which a properly conducted aerial service would prove 
to countries in which winter conditions were similar to those 
which exist in Newfoundland. This country served as a stage 
on which the increasing possibilities of aviation were demon- 
strated with a ground temperature of 20 degrees below zero. 
All who have either seen or read of Major Cotton's flights dur- 
ing the past few months, are convinced that as a means of main-

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taining co-nmunication when the railway system is disorganized 
and nearly all ports are closed to navigation, a state of affairs 
which always exists for some part of the winter in this country, 
the aeroplane has established its value. 

When Alexander Bay was an otherwise inaccessible port. 
Major Cotton fiew there from St. John's, landed a passenger, 
and returned to the city within a few hours of his departure. 

When railway communication was interrupted and Harbour 
Grace, Carbonear, Bay Roberts and other Conception Bay 
towns were completely isolated from the rest of the country and 
received no mails for over a week, Major Cotton visited them 
all, landed mails and passengers, took return mails and arrived 
back in the city after accomplishing in two hours what under 
ordinary circumstances, given the best of conditions, would have 
taken at least five hours. Where the Postal Department, with 
all the various methods of mail carrjing at its disposal, failed. 
Major Cotton has succeeded. 

AFROPLANES AND THE SEAL FISHERY. 

We now come to the last phase of Major Cotton's work, an 
aerial survey of the seal fishery. That the main patch of seals 
could be located from the air, he has fully demonstrated, for in 
one flight over the ice fields, he obtained the required informa- 
tion. The patrol of the ice fields was done voluntarily as the 
sealing owners would not make any contract until after ihev had 
tried and failed to fiid the main patch of seals. Major Cotton 
pointed out that if use were not mads of his information immedi- 
ately the ships would still probably m'ss the seals as the open 
nature of the ice would prt-vent further aerial patrols. This is 
precisely what happened although the ships are now on the track 
of this patch and may locale it before this article appears in 
print. Nevertheless, the fact remains that the airmen have pro- 
ven without a shadow of doubt, their ability to locate the seals 
from the air. 

During his flight over the ice fields. Major Cotton took 
photographs from the air and these are unique and interesting. 

HIS GREATEST FLIGHT. 

During the month of March, the intrepid airman accoinplished 
his greatest flight, one which was attended by so many risks 
that it would have daunted the most daring flying man. By 
flying from Botwood to Labrador, thus breakmg a stale of 
isolation which is aUays mainuiiied throughout the entire winter. 



Major Cotton has accomplished a feat second only, perhaps, to 
the Trans-Atlantic flight. The return flight from Cartwright to 
St. John's was even more wonderful. The distance is 600 miles 
and the aeroplane covered this in a little over five hours. To 
appreciate the dangers which this flight involved, the conditions 
which prevail in Labrador in the winter must be understood. 

Between Newfoundland and Labrador there is absolutely no 
communication during several months of the year. Four hun- 
dred miles from St John's is Battle Harbour, the last settlement 
in touch with civilization and then, only by means of wireless. 
The sole means of communication between Battle Harbour and 
Cartwright is an occasional dog team. There are only a few 
scattered families between these two places. 

ft will be seen then that Major Cotton had to fly 200 miles 
over a snow covered waste, at a temperature considerably below 
zero, and with the knowledge that any accident to his machine 
would mean a certain, and probably lingering death. To attempt 
a flight under such conditions is sufficient proof that Major 
Cotton possesses confidence and intrepcdity which has seldom 
been surpassed. His assistants on this flight were J. R. 
Stannard, mechanic, Nat Hart, woodsman, to whose untiring 
energy in working out in the open under Arctic conditions he 
attiibutes a big share in the success of the flight. 

THE LIFE BLOOD OF CO.MMERCE. 

Communication is the life blood of trade and commerce and 
Newfoundland has been offered the first practical solution of 
communication difificulties wiiich has yet overcome expeditiously 
the obstacles of winter. With pioneer work practically com- 
pleted, thorough organization will ensure for Newfoundland a 
system of transportation of passengers and mail, and facilities 
for survey work, aerial photography, fire patrol and other things 
which the far flung settlements, rugged coast line, natural land- 
ing grounds, and extreme climatic conditions lend themselves to 
with unusual advantage. Furs can be brought from Labrador 
in time for the English March sales, a hitherto impossible task, 
thereby releasing money over a year earlier than at present. 
Finally, the substitution of aeroplanes by seaplanes during the 
summer months will also be of immense benefit in maintaining 
speedy communication. It only remains for the Government 
to recognize fhe value of an organized aerial service, and the 
progress of Newfoundland from that time, will be made in rapid 
bounds. 
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The Late James H. Monroe. 



THE passing of Mr. J. H. Monroe, which took place Feb- 
ruary 6th, at the age of 83, removes one of the most pro- 
minent and most esteemed citizens of St. John's from a 
sphere of usefulness and activity which he has long and honour- 
ably adorned. The work done by the late Mr. Monroe in the 
establishment and management of the Newfoundland Cordage 
Company is his monument. To him and his determination, in 
face of many obstacles and little public faith, was due the crea- 
tion and growth of an industry that has accomplished great 
things. Mr. Monroe, with those whose practical faith in their 
native or adopted land, caused them to tread paths hitherto un- 
trodden, may be classed in the pioneers of industrial enterprise. 
Now the active brain and the busy life are at rest. He and 
most of his contemporaries have passed away but their influence 
will endure and the work accom]:lished by them form a fitting 
and an encouraging foundation for the progress yet to come. 




I'HE I.ArK jAMKS II. MON'ROE. 

The late James H. Monroe was one of several brothers, each 
distinguished in his sphere of activity. Mr. Justice Monroe, 
father of Mr. Walter S. Monroe of St. John's, won prominence 
and pre-eminence in the Irish Bar and on the Bench. The 
name of the late Hon. Moses Monroe is fragrant to-day in the 
hearts and homes of the people of Newfoundland. .Mr. Daniel 
Monroe of Parker Monroe, like his recently deceased brother, 
occupied a foremost place in the industrial life of the country. 
To the Monroe family St. John's and Newfoundland owe much 
and happily the name endures. 

For many years Mr. Monroe lived on Rennie's Mill Road 
with his sister, Mrs. Alderdice, a lady well known for her 
charitable and kindly qualities. 

Mr. Monroe's nephew, Mr. Fred C. Alderdice, was for many 
years associated with his uncle in the managmentof the Colonial 
Cordage Company, Limited, at their place of business, popularly 
known as "the Ropewalk". We understand that Mr. Alderdice, 
who has been Assistant Manager of the Company for many 
years, has now assumed the office of Manager and we feel sure 



that under his control the long and successful career of the 
institution will be maintained. 

For some months the deceased has been lingering between 
life and death. When long past the four score years he faced 
the ocean voyage, and travelled extensively. Shortly after bis 
return last year, illness seized him, and despite his splendid con- 
stitution and indomitable will-power, he gradually lost hold of 
life. At the Christmas season his one thought was for the poor 
and needy. Though he languished on a bed of sickness, his 
customary benefactions were not forgotten. In his death there 
are many who have lost a true friend, a wise councillor and a 
generous helper. 

The funeral was largely attended despite the unfavorable 
weather conditions. A guard of honour from St. John's Lodge, 
A. F. & A. M. "'as in attendance, whilst the employees of the 
Ropewalk and Tobacco Factory made up the first part of the 
cortege. The services in the Mortuary Chapel in the Church 
of England Cemetery and at the graveside were conduced by 
the Rev. E. C. Earp and the Rev. Clarence Moultoi of St. 
Thomas's, of which church the late Mr. Monroe was a pro- 
minent member and official.

Joining the force in 1903, he was raised to the rank of ser- 
geant in 1917 by Inspector General Sullivan, and in 1920 was 
again promoted to Head Constable by Inspector General 
Hutchings. 

During the years of the war, from 1914 to 1918, Mr. O'Neill 
successfully carried out many important and delicate mission.s. 
Because of his previous record for proficiency in the perform- 
ance of special duties, he was early chosen to undertake work 
that called for strategic and intellegent handling. In 1914, 
shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, he was given the task of 
inquiring into and reporting upon the numerous cases of sus- 



pected enemy subjects operating in this Country and the follow- 
ing year he was detailed by the Department of Justice to the 
duty of visiting Northern Labrador for the purpose of enquiring 
into the possibilities of assistance being given the enemy by 
residents in that territory. 

In 19 1 7 he received from His Excellency, the Governor, Sir 
W. E. Davidson, his commission as Second Lieutenant in the 
Royal Newfoundland Regiment, was placed under the Admiralty 
and appointed by that department to the command of a patrol 
ship, later gaining his full rank as Lieutenant, besides being 
commissioned as a Justice of the Peace for the Colony. During 
this period he served under Commodore Sir Charles Coke who, 
after inspecting all patrol ships, sent Lieutenent O'Neill to 
patrol the entrance to the Straits of Belle Isle, one of the most 
important territories policed by the Admiralty boats on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

In igrS he was again sent to Labrador to undertake the 
combined and onerous duties of patrol command and magisterial 
administration, acting at the same time as a Commissioner on 
exemption cases, having received his appointment to this office 
from Sir William Horwood, Chief Justice. 

The following record appeared in the Royal Gazette of 
December 9, 1919 : 

" War Office. 
" The name of the undermentioned has been brought to the 
notice of the Secretary of State for War for valualjle services 
rendered in connection with the War ; 

'■ O'Neill, Segt. P., Newfoundland Con'stabulary." 

At the conclusion of the war, Mr. O'Neill returned to his 
police duties and was chosen by the Inspector General for ex- 
clusive detective service. In this capacity he proceeded to new 
York in 19 19 for a special course in police work under Joseph 
A. Furot, Deputy Commi-sioner of tue State of New York and 
who has charge of the criminal investigations in that state. In 
addition to the studv of general detective methods he took a 
special couise in the latest finger-print system, svhich was in- 
troduced here for the first time by Inspector General Hutchings. 
Upon the appointment of Supt. O'Neill, the Inspector-General 
introduced several innovations which he had in contemplation 
in connection with' the department for some time, notably an 
up-to-date criminal register and other modern methods, thus 
bringing the Dective Bureau up to the greatest possible 
efficiency. 

The new Superintendent of Police is a highly capable officer 
and a most courteous and considerate gentleman.

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The Late Pope Benedict XV. and His Successor— Pius XL 




1 HE Eleventh Pius now reigns as Supreme Pontiff 
in succession to Pope Benedict XV.— the son of 
a Milanese weaver succeeds the Genoese noble. 
We all affectionately think of the late Pope as the 
brave Bishop of Rome who, when the world rocked 
in the chaos of war, and when the legions of liars 
on both sides of the bloody debate of the Great War hurled their ' 
bitterest and most malicious falsehoods at the Vatican, stood his 
ground. His was the voice crying in the wilderness of hate and 
carnage — and none would hear him. His was the hand extend- 
ed to the suffering of each side. 

A modest, unassuming man — without batteries of presses re- 
cording his every act of beneficence. But if an impartial eye 
examine the record of each world figure for the period of the 
war and the immediate aftermath of the war, the owner of that 
eye would pause to proclaim that in Benedict XV. the world 
found the true Christian shepherd, whose heart beat only for his 
flock. The world will never know the multitude of his charities. 
To the limit of his resources he aided the stricken, and when, 
impoverished, he could not aid materially, his was the first voice 
raised, and insistently raised, in behalf of those rendered deso- 
late by war. 

His last words — '■ I would gladly die for peace," the peace of 
humankind — tell the story of the man. Holy Father— that is 
his title, for a father he was to all in his vast spiritual domain, 
and every man who saw him knows that he was holy. 

The fruitful labors of Benedict XV., so bitterly misunderstood 
and calumniated in the distresses and passions of the War, re- 
main to praise him; and time has largely justified him, even 
in the minds of his former detractors. He left the Church 
much stronger than he found it, for all the wounds of war. 

POPE PIUS XI. 

Pius XI. is in his sixty-fourth year, unusually robust, young 
as Papal age is reckoned. Talent, energy, will and a compre- 
hensive and statesmanlike mind are his. He should be a 
strong, perhaps even a great. Pope. 

Achille Ratti was born at Desio, in the Brianza, on May 30, 
1857. After his preliminary studies in the diocesan seminaries, 
he completed his course in Rome at the Lombard College, 
obtaining at the Gregorian University the triple Doctorate in 
Philosophy, Theology and Canon Law. 

He was ordained priest in Rome in 1879 and celebrated his 
first Mass over the tomb of St. Peter in the Vatican basilica. 
On his return home he was, from 1882 to 1888. Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology and Sacred Eloquence in the diocesan 
seminary. In the latter year, chiefly through the influence of 
the celebrated scholar, Monsignor Ceriani, at that time prefect 
of the library, he was appointed to the staff of the College of 
Doctors of the world-famed Ambrosian Library, the foundation, 
as is well known, of the great Cardinal Federico Borromeo. 
Under the sure guidance of the great scholar, Ceriani, Dr. Ratti 
soon became master of all the scientific treasures of that famous 
library, so that on the death of Ceriani in 1907 he was naturally 
and unanimously elected to the vacant post. The literary 
activity which he displayed during the years of his administra- 
tion is evidenced by the long list of his scientific writings in 
various learned publications, filling some two columns of an 
ordinary newspaper. 

In the midst of all his literary and scientific labours Dr. Ratti 
was devoted to his woik as a priest and director of souls. 
During the years of his early priesthood the nuns of the Order 
of the Cenacle opened a house in the Milan, first in the Corso 
Venezia, later in the Via Monte di PietJi, where it still exists. 
The then reigning Archbishop, Mgr. Calabiana, appointed the 
young priest chaplain to the new convent, and to that work he 
devoted himself with admirable zeal to the very end of his so- 
journ in the city. For over thirty years he gave to it all the 
enthusiasm of his sacerdotal heart. No good work was under- 
taken in that ever active home of good works, in which Don 



Achille Ratti was not the chief co-operator. In 1883 he orga 
nized an Association of Catholic Schoolmistresses, of which he 
retained the direction during the whole period of his stay in the 
city The congregations of Children of Mary for the young

ladies of Milanese high society, for those of middle class, women 
clerks, workgirls and all the social classes, had the benefit of his 
direction and of his elevated and edifying, though simple, in- 
structions. The humblest of the little guests of the Cenacolo 
were the little chimney sweeps, a race very common in 
Northern Italy. These little fellows are gathered together 
by the good Cenacle nuns for religious instruction, and the 
learned Prefect of the Ambrosian Library, in the midst of his 
absorbing work, found time, both to pass the afternoons of feast- 
days in teaching Catechism to little boys in the church of S. 
Sepolcro, and also to prepare the little chimney sweeps for their 
First Communion, on the occasion of which he would share their 
little feasts and their innocent games. 

This life of combined learned labours and apostolic works 
was suddenly interrupted just eleven years ago, when, in 191 1, 
Mgr. Ratti was called to Rome as Pro-Pretect of the Vatican 
Library and assistant to Father Ehrle, whom he succeeded as 
Prefect in 19 13, when he was also made Protonotary Apostolic. 
The Great War, which has changed so many things in the world, 
put an end to Mgr. Ratti's career as a librarian. The war had 
not yet come to an end when, on April 25th, 1918, Pope 
Benedict XV sent him out as Apostolic Visitor to Poland, in 
order to regulate the complicated affairs of the Church in that 
unfortunate country. When Poland finally obtained her re- 
stored independence, the Holy Father, to show his sympathy 
with the Catholic State, appointed Mgr. Ratti, Apostolic Nuncio 
to the new Republic of Poland, created him, in the Consistory 
of July 3, 1919, titular Archbishop of Lepanto. 

The sudden transference of one hitherto known almost ex- 
clusively as a scholar and a writer, from the tranquil life of a 
great Library, passed amid ancient codices and bibliographical 
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research, to the active life of diplomacy in the very midst of one 
of the most disturbed portions of Europe, caused universal sur- 
prise. Poland after the Peace of Brest-Litowski, was still 
occupied by German troops, although there was a Council of 
Regency consisting of Archbishop (now Cardinal) Kakowski 
and two others. The situation was in every way extremely 
difficult and critical, but the new Nuncio displayed such remark- 
able tact and diplomatic skill, and even heroism, that he played

quite a leading part in the final settlement of both the political 
and ecclesiastical difficulties which surrounded the birth of the 
new Republic, It was chieflv owing to his efforts the two 
articles were introduced into the Constitution of the State, the 
one declaring that the Catholic religion occupies the first posi- 
tion in the Polish State, and the second, still more practically 
important, that no measures concerning the Catholic Church 
may be taken without preliminary agreement with tne Holy See. 
Even outside Poland, the intrepid Nuncio was able to exercise 
important influence in various directions. Through his diplo- 



matic good offices, he obtained the liberation of many prisoners 
and hostages from the hands of the Russian Bolshevists, includ- 
ing the Archbishop of Mohilew and the Bishop of Minsk. Quite 
recently he was appointed in extraordinary mis.'iion as Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioner for the plebiscite in Upper Silesia, and this, 
at the unanimous request of Poland, Germany and the Inter- 
Allied Commission. 

On June 13, 192 1, he was created Cardinal and appointed 
Archbishop of Milan, and now, after such a short time as Car- 
dinal, he is elected to the chair of St. Peter in the eternal city 
of Rome. 

The new Pope has been likened to Pope Pius X. because of 
his stature and physical characteristics and because of his burn- 
ing zeal, which prompted him to carry out many extraordinary 
works of charity. Even after his elevation to the cardinalate he 
made it a practice to visit the hospitals and prisons and console 
the afflicted. 

He has been likened to Pope Benedict because of his intel- 
lectual powers and his keen grasp of international situations. 
His ability as a diplomat was shown especially during the period 
in which he was Apostolic Visitor and later Papal Nuncio to 
Poland. 

In physical characteristics, Cardinal Ratti is the opposite of 
his predecessor, whose diminutive stature and frail body called 
forth from a special writer of the N. C. W. C. News Service the 
expression " Such a little Pope." 

Cardinal Ratti has achieved fame both in Italy and abroad 
because of his athletic prowess, especially for his feats as an 
Alpinist. 

Among other feats, he has the distinction of having been the 
first to climb to the summit of the famous Zumstein peak in 
Italy, a classic accomplishment in Italian Alpine climbing and 
one which he described in the Bulletin of the Italian Alpine 
Club for 1889, the year in which he made (he dangerous ascent. 
In addition to the Zumstein, he went to the top of Punta Est, 
which, with the Allerhcechste, fornls the Dufour Peak. This 
height was reached by a perilous passage over the masses of 
reddish gneiss at the very pinnacle of that section of the Alps 
and almost by acrobatic skill alone could the dizzy slopes and 
difficult shelves be conquered. The wind swept the slope with 
such violence and velociiy that he and his two companions, on 
arriving at a point 15,180 ft-et above the sea level at eight 
o'clock in the evening, were forced to retreat to a ledge some 
fifth of a mile farther down, spending the night in a temperature 
so low that their wine, coffee and eggs were frozen solid. His 
iron physique is in a large measure aue to these hardy exercises 
of his youth. 

His first public act as Pope was the Blessing of the people 
from the outer balcony of St. Peter's, praying that this Blessing 
may go forth throughout Rome and the world for universal 
peace.

g^-^^^^LL who can remember the cricket matches that 

were played at Pleasantville know what an ideal 

ground it was for the playing of the game. The 

level and spacious grounds, the pleasant and 

picturesque surroundings, the distance from the 

city, the hospitality of the nearby hotel— all tended 
to give to players and spectators the holiday spirit and to help 
them to derive the greatest possible pleasure from the best of 
all games. 

At last it became imperative to abandon the old grounds and 
St. George's Field was chosen as the place where future league 
matches would be played. Lacking a suitable playing pitch and 
many other conveniences essential for the playing of cricket, the 
new grounds proved to be a poor substitute for Pleasantville, 
and very soon interest in the game, which undoubtedly had 
been waning, decreased considerably.

However, some interesting games were played on the new 
grounds and it is with a view to recalling some of these to the 
minds of old cricket enthusiasts th.it the present article is 
written. 

On June 6th, 1901, a game was played between the Sham- 
rocks and Feildians. The majority of the former team were 
those who had played for the Shamrocks for a number of years 
and who had won for that team by their all-round skill at the 
game many notable victories. They had one very excellent re- 
cruit for in Mr. Joseph Pippy (now Rev. Father Pippv) they had 
added to their side one who was an excellent bowler and bats- 
man and who brought into his playing a keen and enthusiastic 
love for the game. The Feildians were a much younger team, 
but in Messrs. Reg. Dowden, William Woodly, Harry Dickinson, 
W. R. Warren and the late Herbert Goodridge they had the 
backbone of an excellent team. The Shamrocks went first to 
the wickets and scored eighty-seven runs, of which Messrs. Pippy 
and C. Ellis scored twenty-nine and twenty-four respectively. 
With the exception of Mr. John Larkin the remaining batsman 
did not cause the Feildian bowlers much trouble. Batting

against the bowling of Messrs. Donnelly and Pippy, the Feildians 
were dismissed for forty-three. Messrs. Woodly and Warren 
alone made double figures. There being no time within which 
to play a second innings, the game was won by the Shamrocks 
by forty-four runs.

Later in the same month the Shamrocks faced the Holloway 
Athletic Association, a team which included several good bats- 
men, of whom Mr. William Mews was probably the most reli- 
able, and two really excellertt bowlers in the persons of Messrs.

The H. A. A. in their first innings scorecj but thirty-six runs 
of which Mr. Mews made half and it was thought that the Sham- 
rocks would defeat them very easily. So invincible was the 
bowling of Messrs. Peters and Taylor that thq whole side was 
dismissed for forty-three of which Mr. Lineg.ir made ten. In 




their second innings the H. A, A. scored sixty-o.)e, Mr. William 
Peters and Dr. Peters being the leading scorers, and the Sham- 
rocks were set with the task of making sixty-five runs to win. 
They had made twenty-two runs for the loss of five wickets when 
stumps were drawn and consequently the result was decided on 
the first innings, the H. A. A. winning by three runs. 

A week later the tables were turned for in a bowlers' match 
the Shamrocks won by ten wickets. The H. A. A. made scores 
of twenty-three and twenty-nine while the Shamrocks made forty 
five and in their second innings made the necessary eight runs 
without the loss of a wicket. In the H. A. A. first innings Mr. 
John Donnelly took six wickets for six runs while in the second 
Mr. Pippy took six wickets for only three runs, two very excel- 
lent performances of bowling. 

On July 25th, the Shamrocks a^ain played the Feildians, who 
were strengthened by the addition of Hon. M. G. Winter who 
as a member of the Terra Nova team had been a thorn in the 
flesh of many opposing howlers.

S. Saunders and Mr. T. H. Hajward made forty-nine and thirty- 
seven respectively. Mr. R. B. job also made' double figures. 
Facing a score that was a very high one in local games the 
Shamrocks again proved ttieir ability to put up a strong fight 
and thanks to a big score by Mr. C. W. Ryan and the b.attino of 
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Messrs. Larkin, Wallace, Pippy, Donnelly and P. Berrigan they 
defeated their opponents by six runs. It is of interest that the 
only bowler who was successful agunst them in this game was 
the late Mr. J. S. Munn, who was a good batsman and whose 
bowling had won him his " blue" at Oxford University. 

In a return match the Shimrocks were a'j;ain victoriou-i, win- 
ning by two wickets.

Preparations for the first post-war resival of the P<iSsion Play at Obet- 
Ammergau have progressed sufficiently to enable the committee of elders 
to announce that the final dress reheaisal will be held May 9. The first 
regular performances will be given on May 14. Thirty-five thousand appli- 
cations foe seats and sleeping accommodations already have been received 
and, while/ the management has not yet received indications as to the ex- 
tent to vihich Germans will patronize the productions of the play, it assumes 
that G^man attendance will more than quadruple the foreign patronage. 
Anticipating an unusual influx of visitors to Ober-Ammergau in July and 
August, the management has decided to give Wednesday performances 
during these months. The following article written by Sheriff Jas. Carter 
(now retired) for the Quarterly Christmas Number, 1910, after his visit 
to Ober-Ammergau in July of that year will be of special interest just now. 
HE journey from Munich by rail to Ober-Ammergau 
was pleasant and picturesque. As we neared our 
destination, the mountains of the Bavarian Alps 
loomed in sight, range over range, the clouds rest- 
ing on their summits, with here and there patches 
of virgin snow ; and in the valley the cottages irregularly group- 
ed in clusters nestling under the shadow of the surrounding 
hills— standing round and about the church with its mosque- 
Jike spire rising above the trees. Sl^yward gleams the white 
cross on the lofty Kofel crag, which guards the entrance of the 
valley. It forms an ideal picture, the light and dark green of 
the foliage and meadows silhouetting in the bright sun. On 
arriving at the village we met a cosmopolitan crowd of all 
nationalities. Motor cars, coaches and carriages, rushing in all

directions, blocked up the main thoroughfare ; the lately quiet 
streets filled with well-dressed individuals besieging every house 
in the hamlet : all this commotion arising from the famous 
Passion-Play that has obsessed actors and audience ahke, even 
to (he babe in its mother's arms, and has attracted hordes of 
ubiquitous trippers to its hallowed scenes in the tragic story of 
the Cross, Satan's fall, and man's redemption. So well has the 
committee of management arranged matters that there is no 
confusion in billeting. Each visitor is provided with a numbered 
ticket giving the section, street, and house. The one I received 
was 122, to which I was quickly driven by a native Jehu with a 
wild-looking pony. Here I was only to take my meals and was 
delegated to another house for a sleeping apartment, which 
although inconvenient could not under the circumstances be 
bettered, as the number of visitors to be provided for exceeded 
the population of the village. There are several hotels, all of 
which are held and appropriated by the committee. I succeeded 
in obtaining a room, in some respects awkward, having to 
pass through an adjoining one to reach it in which my host and 
hostess were sleeping. At first I thought of entering my apart- 
ment by the window but, eventually, having partly controller 
my bashfulnesss, feigning obliviousness, made necessity a virtue. 
'■ Honi soit qui mal y pense." Most of the buildings are very 
picturesque, erected after the Swiss style of architecture. Many 
have religious pictures, scrolls, etc., painted, and figures carved 
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on the outside. The gardens are bright with flowers, bounded by 
the pine-clad hills, and at their feet runs a rapid crystal stream ; 
the river Ammer crossed by rustic bridges. Mottoes and shrines 
meet one at every turn. The population of the village is about 
2,000, and 800 to 1,000 are directly engaged with the Play. 
The performers number 600, all at times taking a part on the 
stage, the remainder keeping small shops, selling rosaries, 
pictures, post-cards, and wood-carving, which is tha principal 
industry, and letting apartments. 

During the Passion-Play the village is consecrated to this one 
service, which takes place every ten years, out of which period 
five or more are taken for the preparation of the next presenta- 
tion, in training the chief characters, supernumeraries and child- 
ren for the tableaux. 

But Ober-Ammergau is not the only spot where the great 
drama of the Atonement has been produced. Less than loo 
years ago the practice of enacting the scenes of Our Lord's 



and it was the personality that gave the acting so forcible a 
rendition. Each scene had its own counterpart of representa- 
tion from the Old Testament. A play of this description should 
soar beyond the bounds of normal criticism. Each scene and 
character has its own special environment either tragic or 
pathetic. 

There is one character, that of Judas, which must not be 
passed unnoticed, — the most intense in its tragic conception, — 
in which was powerfully portrayed the agony of a lost soul 
overcome with the darkness of despair. In the betrayal of Our 
Lord, Judas severed all connections with his former companions, 
and stood alone, a traitor, hypocrite, and renegade. The San- 
hedrim to whom he had bartered the life of the Master (and 
now pleaded for it in vain) spurned him with contempt : flinging 
the bag of money at their feet he cursed with bitter oaths both 
them and himself, and fled from their presence an outcast, hav- 
ing no cross to cling to, nothing to hope for, nothing to pray for,

Passion lingered in many pails of England. In the West of 
England and Cornwall are to be seen remains of amphitheatres 
where the peasants crowded to listen to the Sacred Story written 
for them by their clergy. The bold headlands by the shore 
and the sunny ocean were to them as hallowed as the Kofel crag 
to the dwellers of Ober-Ammergau, and they heard the Bible 
narrative with the same simple faith and reverence which are 
now evinced by the Bavarian peasants. 

It would be quite impossible in the space at our command to 
give any clear description of the scenes of the Play, but one 
could not be otherwise than impressed by its sublime simplicity 
which seemed to have caught the very spirit of the B.b'.e, and 
which is only equalled by the reverential devotion and single- 
hearted enthusiasm of all who took part in its representation, 
that not only entranced the vast audience with the magnetism of 
the powerful acting, but hushed to silence the sceptic and un- 
believer, and cast a halo of glory around the head of every per- 
former. It would be impossible to one not to the manner born 
to be^o thoroughly incorporated with the characters portrayed. 



his life a curse, his future in hell ; to live was to be agorized with 
the acme of remorse; to die was damnation ; so he dared not to 
live, and in frenzied madness hanged himself. Such a character 
required more than ordinary dramatic skill to delineate all its 
terrible attributes! to lose oneself individually, as the actor did 
in such a part, was to get into its very heart. It was a marvel 
lous representation of this tragic scene. Hans Zwink, the Judas 
of the Play, is a veteran, having taken previous parts, and is the 
father of Ottilie, who took the Mary personating the Viroin, 

The theatre is a large wooden building capable of seating 
4,000. When I was present on the 17th July (Sunday) it was 
filled to its utmost capacity. The King of Saxony and Regent 
of Bavari with their suites occupied boxes in the rear, facing the 
stage. All the arrangements were perfect, the seating space 
divided into sections with numbered tickets corresponding with 
the chairs, so that on entering you could find your seat without 
any crushing, each section having its own special entrance by 
fourteen side doors, so that the building could be filled and

emptied very quickly. The stage is an open one ; the winding 
streets of Jerusalem, with the pine-covered hills of the village 
for a back-ground, the palaces of the High Priest and Pilate on 
either side. It extends beyond the width of the theatre, a stage 
within a stage, and serves as the scenes of the tableaux. The 
building is strengthened by six arches of iron, each having a 
span of T40 feet and a height of 65 feet. On to them the walls 
and roof of wood are fastened, covered with yellow canvas, on 
which are painted saints and prophets, with carved figures at 
the ends. 

The Play commences with the entry of fifty choristers in east- 
ern costume, the prologue spoken by the leader and the verses 
following sung by the choir in strong, rich, clear, sweet voices, 
accompanied by a brass band, the time of the music given by a 
conductor, quite equal to the German operatic bands. The per- 
formers are all natives. The curtain of the centre stage lifts, 
and the first type from the Old Testament is seen, — '• The expul- 
sion of our first parents from Paradise." Now follows the first 
part of the scenes of the Passion-Play, commencing with the 
entry of Christ into Jerusalem and the scenes connected there- 
with. There are seven representations, each preceded by one 
or more tableaux ; the second part from the taking of Christ 
prisoner in the Olive Garden to the sentencing before Pilate ; 
and the third part from the sentencing to the Resurrection ; 
in all eighteen Acts and seventy-nine scenes, each part having 
a number of tableaux from the Old Testament, analogous and 
chiefly connected with Our Lord's life. These representations, 
of which there are twenty-five, could not be excelled in pose or 
grace of posture, and although a number of little children are 
enlisted — 150 — one could not detect even with the glass a single 
movement, which at times must have been a strain on the 
muscles to keep in posture in these motionless groupings. The 
actors in the numerous scenes, occuping from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
with two hours recess, must have been inspired to enable them 
to take their parts so perfectly that it did not require much 
force of imagination to believe that the real events were actually 
taking place. During the day's performance not the slightest 
disturbance was made by the audience, whom seemed obsessed 
with the tragic scenes. And to heighten, if possible, the effect, 
at the third part a heavy storm with thunder and lightening 
burst over the village, the peals reverberating from the moun- 
tains, folllowed by torrents of rain and wind, which shook the 
building. Although the actors must have been drenched, there 
being very little shelter, they still continued, so much were they 
influenced by their religious fervor. 

The act and scenes of the Crucifixion were a master-piece, 
and probably no scene of like import, so life-like, harrowing, and 
blood-curdling, has ever been brought before the public. The 
Christus, " Anton Lang," is thirty-five years of age (a potter by 
trade) and taking the part for the second time ; in his move- 
ments he is simple and natural ; certainly he has the power of 
not only losing himself, but to make others do the same ; and it 
would be difficult to find his counter-part, the Jewish cast of 
countenance coupled with his wonderful likeness to the old 
paintings of Christ is of itself all important; his dignity and 
radiant meekness, so essential to such a high ideal, constitute 
his chief charm. The sacred narrative has said but little re- 
garding the personality of Christ, but sufficent has been gathered 
to prove that it would be impossible for either man or angel to 
personate a Divinity that the mere human mind could not con- 
ceive. But we have in Anton Lang a human conception of the 
part he has so admirably sustained. 



Let us now return te Golgotha, the scene of the Crucifixion.— 
" Is it nothing to you, all ye that pass by ; behold and see if there 
be any sorrow like unto my sorrow." 

The cross has been laid on the ground, and the Christus, the 
living representative, placed therion. With brutal indifference 
the executioners, the four Roman soldiers, fasten the hands and 
feet with nails; the strokes of the hammer are heard as they 
drive the nails through the quivering flesh, the blood flowing 
from the wounds, and over the face from the pressure of the 
Crown of Thorns. The Cro.ss is then raised by the soldiers and 
placed in a hole prepared for it between the two thieves, whose 
arms and feet are bound wiih ropes. In the sacred narrative 
it has not said that nails were used. At the foot of the Cross 
are seen . soldiers with dice, casting lots for the Coat, uttering 
ribald jokes and jests. Suddenly they are started by a voice ; 
Christ shows signs of the approaching end says, "I thirst"; 
and then the better nature of the soldier triumphs ; one of them 
hastens to offer relief to assuage a thirst that experience had 
taught thein in former executions. But Christ rejects the 
sponge lifted to him, emitting a heavy groan and breathing a 
sigh, again speaks—" Eloi ! Eloi I Lama Sabacthani !" and in 
a loud voice — " It is finished ; Father into Thy hands I com- 
mend My Spirit." Then slowly declines His Head ; and He 
dies. A fearful crash is heard ; it becomes darker ; around 
the Cross are the scoffing High Priests and Pharisees; at the 
background the holy women, John, Nicodemus, and Joseph of 
Arimathea, and a crowd of men, women, and children, proba- 
bly five or six hundred, grouped in masses, gesticulating and 
shouting. 

In the next scene the soldiers with a ladder climb to the cross 
of the thieves and break their bones with a club, and, looking 
up to Christ, see that he has already expired. One of the soldiers 
pierces his side with a spear, from which flow blood and water. 
For some considerable time the Christus has been hanging on 
the Cross supported apparently by the nails in his hands and 
feet, but assisted probably by concealed support. 

Several scenes follow ; — the decent from the Cross and burial 
of Christ ; the holy women at the grave ; the appearance of 
Christ; the scene of the Resurrection; then the last tableau, 
the grand finale, — The Ascension. Christ appears in white 
shining garments, standing with the The Virgin Mother and 
holy women, in the midst of His Disciples, surrounded by His 
faithful followers. As he blesses them He slowly ascends 
through the azure sky, where He is met by a host of Angels. 

From the scene of the Mount of Olives is seen the Holy City, 
the site of the tragic death of the Risen Saviour. Here the 
curtain drops for the last time, the choir singing the Hallelujah 
— " Praise, Honour, Adoration, Power, and Majesty, be unto 
Thee from Everlasting to Everlasting." 

As a religious drama it is encouraging to note the Catholicity 
of the Gospel in gathering to its fold all creeds. No event has 
attracted the world to such an extent, bringing hundreds of 
thousands from all parts, even from the isles beyond the seas, 
to witness a performance that has no parallel in history. And 
it cannot be denied that the genuine delineations of the charac- 
ters in the sacred narrative of the Passion has brought out in 
vivid colours the events of the Redemption in a series of scenes 
and tableaux that have lifted the veil of scepticism from the 
heart of many a wandering child on life's high-way.

1. The foregoing is the form of Invoice required by the 
Customs authorities of the Self-governing Dominions, viz. :— 
Canada, the Commonwealth of Australia, New Zealand, the 
Union of South Africa and Newfoundland. 

2. On the back of the invoice must be written, typed, or 
printed the Certificate of Value in respect of all goods whether 
sold outright or shipped on consignment. The Certificate of 
Value will be required in respect of goods on which preferential 
tariff treatment is claimed, exported either from the United 
Kingdom or British Possessions; and only the Certificate of 
Value in respect of exports from foreign countries, or exports of 
foreign goods from the United Kingdom or British Possessions. 

■, Special attention should be paid to the Column of the in- 
voice dealing with current domestic value, as full information of 
this is required by the Customs Authorities of the Dominions 
when assessing value for duty. Exporters should furthermore, 
see that the particulars required by Clauses 3 and 4 of the Cer- 
tificate are acurately stated. 



4. It should be clearly understood that the prices shown in 
the column of the invoice headed " Current Domestic Values" 
must be those which are being quoted in the open market at the 
date of invoice for delivery for home consumption, and not 
neccessarily those at which the order for the goods was accepted 
and it may frequently happen th^t fluctuations will occur in the 
home market price between the date of order and the date of 
exportation. In ordinary circumstances the date of invoice will 
be regarded as " the date of exportation," but where any con- 
siderable delay occurs betweeen the date of invoice and the date 
of exportation, any changes in the "Current Domestic Values" 
should be shown on the invoice. 

5. If goods are sold for home comsumption at gross prices, 
less discounts and or rebates, such gross price's, together with 
particulars as to discounts and rebates, should be shown in full 
in the " Current Domestic Values" Column of the invoice. 

6. Where the discounts shown in the " Current Domestic 
Values" column are not the ordinary trade or cash discounts 
but are of the nature of contingent discounts or rebates, they 
must be specified as such, and their nature detailed on the 
invoice. 

7. Where the goods invoiced are samples and the price on 
the invoice has been arrived at after the deduction of a sample 
discount, the ordinary gross prices and the ordinary trade dis- 
counts applicable to the goods in question should be specified 
in the " Current Domestic Values" column. 

8. Any shipment which forms portion only of a complete 
order should be valued at the price per unit which, at the date 
of despatch, of such shipment, would be quoted for the total 
quantity of such complete order for supply under similar condi- 
tions of delivery to a domestic purchaser. 

Note — In the case of shipments to New Zealand, the total 
quantity referred to above is limited to the quantity 
actually specified for delivery within 12 months. 

g. When goods are shipped " on consignment" that fact 
should be indicated in the column headed " Selling Price to 
Purchaser," and the "Current Domestic Values" inserted in the 
column provided for that purpose, as in the case of ordinary sales. 

10. In the case of goods exported in bond or subject to 
drawback, the value required, in the column headed " Current 
Domestic Values," is the duty-paid domestic value, and not the 
in-bond value of the domestic value less drawback. The amount 
of duty or drawback involved should be specified in Clause 4 of 
the Certificate. A similar course should be followed in regard 
to goods subject to stamp duty, luxury tax, or other internal 
imposts. 

11. As regards goods which are prepared specially for ex- 
port and which ordinarily have no sale on the domestic market, 
the value to be shown in the column headed " Current Domestic 
Values" is that at which the supplier would, at the date of ex- 
portation be prepared to supply identically similar goods in 
equal quantities to any purchaser for home consumption in the 
country of exportation, in the event of an order for home con- 
sumption being accepted. In this connection attention is direct- 
ed to Clause 3 of the Certificate. 

12 Care should be taken to enumerate correctly the charges 
detailed at the foot of the invoice, as the practice of the various 
Dominions, regarding the inclusion in or exclusion from the 
value for duty of such charges, is not uniform. 

13. It will be observed that charges such as wharfage, dock 
dues, literage, cartage, craneage, etc., if incurred in the dock 
area, and charges in the nature of bank exchange and export 
duties are not required for duty purposes to be enumerated at 
the foot of the invoice. There is, however, no objection to such 
charges, if incurred, being shown separately. 

14. The certificate on the invoice must be signed, in his 
personal capacity, by the supplier or the manufacturer or any 
person having authority to sign on behalf of the supplier or 
manufacturer. The witness to the signature need not neces- 
sarily be a magistrate, notary, or other public official, but may 
be any person competent to sign as a witness to signatures on 
ordinary business documents.

THE ATTENTION OF THE PUBLIC IS 
CALLED TO THE FOLLOWING

-Any person who sets out, makes or starts a Fire 
for any purpose whatever, between the Fifteenth 
Day of April and the First Day of December, in or 

near any woods, or without selecting a place 
free from dry trees, underbrush or other inflam- 
mable material in which to make or start such 
Fire, or fails to remove all such drj^ wood, brush- 
wood or inflammable material within a distance 
of ten feet from such fire in ever}^ direction, or 
fails to completely extinguish the same before 



leaving. 



2.— Throws or Drops any Burning Match, Ashes of a Pipe, 
Lighted Cigar or any other burning substance. 

3.— Or fails to totally extinguish any Camp Fire before 
breaking camp, shall be liable to a Penalty of 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $400.00 or 
Imprisonment for a period of Twelve Months.

The Board of Governors of The St. John's Genera! Hospital 

beg to announce for the information of the General PLi';)lic that 
final arrangements have bet-n made for the collection of fees to 
be paid by all persons who occupy beds or undergo treatment 
at the General Hospital. The scale of fees was advertised in 
December last as coming into effect on January ist, 1921, but 
unforeseen circumstances prevented this from being carried out. 

The following regulations, in accord with " An Act respecting 
the General Hospital," will be strictly enforced; — 

Under an Act respecting the General Hospital (6 George V., 
Cap. XIX.) and with the approval of the Governor in Council 
the Board of Governors of ihe St. John's General Hospital give 
notice that they have fixed and prescribed the following scale of 
fees to be levied from and paid by all persons who occupy beds 
or undergo treatment at the Hospital. The scale is to come 
into operation on the ist day of October, 192 i. 

Scale of Fees. 

Every person receiving treatment in the General Hospital 
shall, after the 30th day of September, 192 1, pay fees according 
to the following scale : — 

Persons admitted to the public wards $1.00 per day, persons 
occupying private rooms $10.00 per week in addition to the daily 
fee of $1. 00. Every applicant for admission to the Hospital 
must bring with him, or forward to the Superintendant of the 
Hospital, certificate signed by a duly registered physician that 
such applicant is a proper subject for Hospital treatment. 

Under the provisions of the General Hospital Act, 1915, all 
patients who are unable to pay fees shall be required to bring 
with them a certificate of their inability to pay, which shall be 
signed by the resident Relieving Officer, or, where there is no 
such Officer, by a Justice of the Peace, a Clergyman or other 
responsible persons. The fees of such patients thereupon 
become payable by the Commissioner of Public Charity, by 
virtue of the said Act.

REGULATIONS 

RELATING TO THE EXAMINATION OF 
ENGINEERS.-CH AFTER 1. 

GENERAL RULES. 

1. — These Regulations are issued in pursuance of 
an Act respecting the quaHfication of Engineers 
(6 Edward VII., Cap. 24). 

In accordance with Section 9 of the said Act, 
" No steamers registered in Newfoundland shall 
go to sea from any port in or of Newfoundland 
or its dependencies unless the engineers thereof 
have obtained and possess valid certiiicates for sea- 
going ships, appropriate to their several stations in 
such ships, or of a higher grade from the Board of 
Trade in the United Kingdom, or valid certificates 
of competency appropriated to their several stations 
in such ships, or of a higher grade granted in any 
British possession, and declared by Order of His 
Majesty in Council, published in the London Gazette 
under the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
(Colonial) Act, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, or 
of any Act of the Parliament of the United King- 
dom containing such provisions, to be of the same 
force as certificates of competency for foreign-going 
ships granted under the Acts of the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom relating to merchant shipping, 
or a certificate of competency under the provisions 
of this Act. And every person who, having been 
engaged to serve as an Engineer of any sea-going 
ship registered in Newfoundland, goes to sea as 
aforesaid after that date as such engineer without 
being at the time entitled to and possessed of such 
certificate for sea-going ships, as hereinbefore re- 
quired, or who employs any person as Engineer of 
any sea-going ship, as aforesaid, without first ascer- 
taining that he at the time is entitled to, and pos- 
sessed of such certificate, shall for such offence incur 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars."

Drivers of Carriages, Carts, Motor Cars, Etc. 

ORDER No. 3. 

Under "Street Traffic Regulation Act, 1918." 

1. Vehicles must travel on the left hand side of the street or road. Vehicles moving slowly must 

be kept as close as possible to the curb or side drain on the left, allowing more swiftly moving 
vehicles passage on the right. 

2. A vehicle turning into another street to the left, shall turn the corner at the left hand curb or 

side drain of said street. 

3. A vehicle turning into another street to the right, shall turn around the centre of the intersection of 

the two streets, and keep to the left of the street into which it turns. 

4. Police, Fire and Mail vehicles and Ambulances shall have the right of way over all other vehicles. 

5. The driver of a vehicle on the approach of any apparatus of the Fire Department shall bring his 

vehicle to a stand still as near the left hand curb or side drain as possible. 

6. Vehicles going in a westerly or easterly direction shall have the right of way over vehicles going in a 

northerly or .southerly direction. 

7. Drivers of vehicles shall stop whenever required to do so by any member of the Police Force, either 

verbally, or by a signal with the hand, and they shall obey his order and comply with any direction 
which he may give them in the interest of good order, of traffic or public security. 
The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking a street car which is stationary, for the purpose of taking 
on or discharging passengers, shall stop his vehicle at a distance of at least ten feet from the said car, 
and shall keep such vehicle at a stand still until such car is set in motion, and any passenger who 
may have alighted shall have reached a place of safety.

Customs Circular 

^ No. 15 ^ 

WHEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 
arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, I'routing poles, Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport oflfice 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships ! 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the* 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At time of war it is necessary for every Brit- 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to "THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(1) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India OfSce. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies- 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

GENERAL POST OFFICE. 



LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open' 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does not e.xceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
three cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof, plus one cent war tax. Valuable letters may be regis- 
tered for delivery in Newfoundland for five cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland, at a special rate of two cents per lb. ; but papers 
under four ounces are accepted free of postage within the Colony, also, 
books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers to the Dominion of 



Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., must be prepaid at 
the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to lo and 11 
lbs., which is the Hmit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.
